Six  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  serve  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee  (DCCC).  They  constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  may 
constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  one  or  more  Board  Committees. 

California  law  (the  Brown  Act),  the  City  Charter,  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  provide  that 
any  gathering  of  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  of  a committee  of  the  Board 
to  discuss  matters  within  the  Board's  subject  matter  jurisdiction  constitutes  a meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  These  laws  require  that  any  such  meeting  be  open  to  the  public  and  noticed  and  conducted 
in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  and  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

The  DCCC  is  not  a City  agency,  does  not  speak  for  or  act  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  cannot  transact  City 
business.  But  the  DCCC  may  discuss  matters  that  could  fall  within  the  subject  matter  jurisdiction  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  law  addresses  whether  attendance  of  a majority  of  the  full  Board  or  of  its  committees  at  a meeting 
of  the  DCCC  would  fall  under  the  public  meeting  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act,  Charter,  or  Sunshine 
Ordinance.  Out  of  an  abundance  of  caution,  those  Board  members  serving  on  the  DCCC  will  comply 
with  these  open  meeting  laws.

4.  Public  Comment  7:12  pm 

Michael  Gumban  Pangilinan  from  the  Filipino  American  Democratic  Club  spoke  in  favor 
of  approval  of  their  charter.  Member  Broder  asked  what  their  bylaws  say  about 
endorsement  of  non-Democrats.  Not  in  their  bylaws,  but  they  only  endorse  Democrats. 

Bridgid  Skiba,  student  at  City  College,  who  spoke  in  support  of  students  who  speak 
English  as  a second  language. 

Susan  Pfeifer,  about  Covered  California,  which  opens  Oct.  1 - coveredca.com.  As  a 
member  of  the  FDR  Democratic  Club,  voices  her  support  of  City  College. 

Jonathan  Lyens,  FDR  Democratic  Club,  to  announce  the  40th  Anniversary  of  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973.

Public  comment  closed  at  7:28  pm. 

5.  Reports 

a)  Chair  (Jung)  - The  DCCC  slate  card.  Thanked  Kelly,  Hsieh  and  Rothschild  for 
working  on  the  card.  4 candidates  and  4 ballot  measures.  Can  raise  enough  money 
to  send  out  two  mailings.  Thanked  Rosenthal  for  helping  with  minutes  last  month 
and  Anderson  for  always  doing  them,  understanding  she  does  not  feel  well  tonight. 
Slate  card  will  be  done  by  Winning  Directions. 

b)  Issues  (Rosenthal)  - No  report. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (McNeil)  - It  is  festival  season  with  a lot  of  events  happening  on 
weekends.  Members  need  to  step  up.  Let  Ally  and  him  know  if  you  are  going  and 
they  will  set  you  up  to  have  a presence.  Dunning  will  do  Castro  Street  Fair. 
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d)  Club  Chartering  (Pimentel)  - She  is  working  with  the  treasurer  to  do  the  club 
treasurer  training.  November  13  training  at  SFAR  conference  room.  She  answered 
that  the  Filipino  Democratic  Club  does  not  speak  in  its  bylaws  about  endorsing  non- 
Democrats.  Broder  asked  that  that  question  be  asked  of  all  clubs.  Smith  pointed  out 
that  that  requirement  has  not  existed  since  2004.  She  moved  to  charter  the  Filipino 
DC  (seconded  by  Smith). 

e)  Communications  (Dorsey)  - Thanked  Smith,  Kelly  and  Hsieh  for  their  work  on  this. 

f)  Finance  (Dunning)  - Deferred  to  Medina  regarding  her  report. 

g)  Treasurer  (Hsieh)  - Apologized  for  not  having  a handout  tonight.  We  are  strong 
financially.  Over  $69,000  cash  on  hand  as  of  August  1st.  $8,500  per  month  is  spent 
to  keep  the  office  running.  Bounty  cash  was  brought  in.  We  have  reserves  and  two 
fundraisers  scheduled.  That  will  keep  us  strong. 

h)  Executive  Director  (Medina)  - Introduced  new  intern  Aaron  Kahn.  He  will  be  here 
through  fall.  He  is  also  interning  at  City  Hall.  Working  on  social  media  plan. 
Working  with  Nation  Builder  to  improve  our  website.  December  1,  2013  at  11  am  is 
the  fundraiser  at  Jane  Morrison’s.  To  fund  the  Sue  Bierman  interns,  to  get  young 
people  involved  in  politics  (said  member  Kelly).  Invitations  will  go  out  6 weeks 
beforehand.  Yesterday  was  National  Voter  Registration  day.  Got  70  new  voters. 

600  registered  this  month.  Working  with  college  campuses  to  help  train  and 
develop  Democratic  clubs. 

6.  CDP  Region  6 Update  (Kelly)  - There  will  be  an  Executive  Board  meeting  on  November 
22-24  at  the  Westin  in  Millbrae,  if  anyone  is  interested  (these  meetings  are  small  and 
fun).  There  will  be  a Region  6 meeting  in  October,  TBA.  Club  members  need  to  get 
materials  in  to  the  CDP  with  a roster  of  the  club  members.  Get  a delegate  for  every  20 
members  for  the  January  AD  meeting.  Need  the  rosters  to  be  reviewed  because 
members  cannot  be  counted  twice  (even  though  they  might  be  in  more  than  one  club). 
We  will  be  endorsing  in  Congress  and  Assembly.  The  convention  is  first  week  in  March 
2014. 

CA  Dems  competition:  if  you  join  CADEM  2014  and  bring  in  another  member,  you  get 
your  fee  waived.  The  contest  (the  caucuses  and  DCCC  can  enter)  the  more  people  you 
sign  up  for  the  club,  they  can  win  a free  room.  The  other  prize  is  a seat  at  the  table  with 
Kamala  Harris  at  the  luncheon. 

7.  Revisions  to  the  Policies  and  Procedures  Manual  (Dorsey)  --  Most  of  the  revisions 
are  minor  renumbering,  how  we  post  resolutions  have  changed.  Two  substantive  things: 
1)  Early  endorsement  at  Article  VI  sections  1.0  and  2.0.  Smith  proposed  a 60%  vote 
with  a timing  hook,  and  2)  the  Article  V section  5 regarding  endorsement  of  non- 
Democrat  candidates.  Will  we  allow  chartered  clubs  to  endorse  non-Democrats  in 
certain  elections?  Because  of  the  DCCC  earlier  vote,  that  did  not  pass.  Hsieh  suggested 
we  put  language  in  this  document  to  clarify.  Hsieh  commented  this  is  much  like  what  is 
required  by  the  DOE  re:  independent  expenditures. 

Mandelman  asked  re:  notice  to  clubs  and  the  consequence  if  they  ignore  this? 
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Dorsey  agreed  that  is  a good  point  and  there  is  no  rush  on  this. 

Hsieh  said  that  this  is  an  issue  that  keeps  coming  up.  Suggested  that  Pimental  take  this 
up  to  notice  clubs  on  new  policies  and  procedures.  He  does  not  see  a penalty.  We  are 
not  in  the  business  of  bouncing  clubs  on  violations.  He  cannot  recall  it  ever  being  done. 

Kelly  commented  that  most  clubs  will  not  endorse  a non-Democrat  in  any  instance. 

Hsieh  agreed. 

Mandelman  thinks  this  is  a good  idea  to  make  things  clear  for  those  who  get  the  cards 
with  the  disclosure.  He  suggests  we  put  this  off  for  a month  to  reach  out  to  several  clubs. 

Hsieh  finds  this  agreeable  with  Mandelman's  (and  others)  support  in  reaching  out  to  the 
clubs.  We  have  not  discussed  penalties  because  there  are  no  penalties. 

Wiener  thinks  it  is  fine  now  or  putting  it  off.  He  opposes  efforts  to  penalize  clubs  for 
endorsing  non-Democrats.  Thinks  this  is  an  excellent  idea  that  avoids 
misrepresentations  and  increases  transparency. 

Katz  concurs  with  prior  comments.  Best  time  to  come  up  with  anticipatory  action  is 
before  there  is  a problem.  Good  idea  to  reach  out  to  clubs  before  hand.  Pointed  out  a 
missing  closed  parenthesis.  Proposed  that  it  be  approved  subject  to  club  notification. 

Katz/Smith:  Move  passage  of  amendments  except  Article  V section  5,  which  will  be 
tabled  for  consideration  at  the  next  DCCC  meeting. 

Approved  by  acclamation. 

8.  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY 
SUPPORTING  CITY  COLLEGE  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 

Sponsored  by  Rafael  Mandelman,  Scott  Wiener,  David  Campos,  David  Chiu,  John  Avalos, 
Matt  Dorsey,  Carole  Migden,  Bill  Fazio,  Hene  Kelly,  Petra  Dejesus,  Leah  Pimentel  and 
Kelly  Dwyer. 

Additional  sponsors:  Ammiano,  Katz,  Cohen  and  Anderson. 

Mandelman  spoke  about  the  great  strengths  of  City  College.  City  College  is  now  in 
trouble  according  to  the  Accrediting  Commission  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges 
(ACCJC).  The  ACCJC  found  City  College  in  violation  of  several  standards  and  pulled  its 
accreditation,  but  stayed  that  until  July  2014.  It  has  demanded  a plan  for  closure. 

There  are  legitimate  differences  about  what  City  College  should  be  doing. 

We  must  be  work  to  make  sure  the  College  does  not  close.  Great  harm  is  being  done  to 
the  College  right  now.  There  has  been  a drop  in  enrollment  of  up  to  25%.  That  decline 
in  revenue  will  amount  to  the  tens  of  millions  of  dollars. 


The  College  has  a $200  million  budget.  Prop  A might  generate  $15  million.  The  loss  is 
more  than  what  the  voters  are  providing. 

Questions  have  been  raised  about  the  accreditors'  behavior.  The  DOE  has  issued  a 
report  about  that. 

This  resolution  asks  stakeholders  to  do  everything  they  can  to  save  the  College. 

Small  amendments  have  been  offered  since  the  resolution  was  sent  out  in  the  agenda 
packet. 

Authorize  Dorsey  to  shorten  this  to  comply  with  State  Party  guidelines  for  resolutions. 

Wiener:  He  tries  to  keep  emotion  out  of  politics,  but  the  ACCJC's  actions  "piss  [him]  off." 
This  is  unbelievably  irresponsible.  It  is  taking  a core  institution  of  this  City  and 
threatening  it.  Of  all  the  criticisms  that  you  hear,  you  never  hear  of  anything  but  City 
College  providing  a great  education.  He  has  heard  so  many  stories  about  City  College 
helping  people  get  a leg  up. 

[Member  Anderson  left  due  to  illness.  Notetaking  then  done  by  intern  Aaron  Kahn.) 

Campos:  declares  support  for  resolution,  says  community  has  been  disenfranchised. 

Dwyer:  expresses  support  for  resolution.  Personal  cause  for  supporting:  husband  was 
immigrant,  went  to  City  College,  got  trained  as  firefighter. 

Katz:  former  trustee,  supports,  1/7  stat.,  urges  committee  to  pressure  contacts  to  also 
support  City  College.  Suggests  that  we  push  state  party  to  take  up  resolution  supporting 
community  colleges  as  a whole. 

Mandelman:  describes  lack  of  transparency  in  election  of  accreditation  members. 

Katz  asks  if  any  effort  has  been  made  to  withdraw  authority  of  accreditation  officials. 
Mandelman:  would  require  interference  at  federal  level. 

Cohen:  supports.  Considered  offering  language.  Rather  than  adding  amendments,  is 
asking  body  to  remain  concerned  about  merging  of  southeast  and  Evans  campuses. 

Kelly:  thanks  Campos  for  pointing  out  that  voters'  will  has  been  disenfranchised  --  that 
prop  A voters  have  been  overruled  by  an  unelected  board.  Points  out  importance  of 
college  in  building  city's  community,  fostering  and  strengthening  organized  labor  in  city. 
Provides  numerous  personal  anecdotes  illustrating  this. 

Yee  (proxy):  thanks  Mandelman  for  putting  it  on  agenda,  and  sponsors.  First  time  in  CA 
History  that  a governing  body  of  an  educational  institution  has  been  removed  when 
there  has  been  no  budget  shortfall. 

Smith:  was  going  to  vote  no,  will  abstain.  Disapproves  of  City  College  board  leadership, 
except  Mandelman. 
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Ammiano  (proxy):  supports. 

Leno  (proxy):  thanks  Mandelman.  Incredibly  supportive,  but  as  a policy  he  does  not  vote 
on  resolutions  that  urge  policy  makers  what  to  do,  so  abstains. 

Lyens  (Club  president):  FDR  Democrats  are  supportive.  Thanks  Cohen  for  points  re: 
campus  mergers.  Many  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  heavily  rely  on  the  multi- 
campus system.  Cites  various  faults  in  the  ACCJC  report. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Smith). 

Abstentions:  Proxies  for  Phil  Ting  and  Mark  Leno;  Arlo  Hale  Smith.  Member  Anderson 
had  to  leave  early  due  to  illness  and  did  not  vote.  Proxy  for  Feinstein  had  to  leave  early 
for  urgent  business  and  did  not  vote. 

9.  New  Business 

Member  Katz  announced  details  of  a brunch  with  President  Obama  and  Representative 
Lee.

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ARTICLE  I.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to 
provide  information  to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  (SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices 
and  processes  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written 
procedures  will  ease  confusion  and  enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success 
of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules 
(e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement 
to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are 
the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party.  It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two 
documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a 
Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be  maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual 
in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on  request. 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process.  The  Policy  and  Procedures 
Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and 
shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 


ARTICLE  II.  NON-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

§1.0  It  is  the  Policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  not  to  discriminate  based 
on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age, 
gender,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  or  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  ImmuneVirus  (HIV)  infection.  The 
Party’s  goal  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  The  local  Party  shall  take  affirmative  action 
to  achieve  diversity  in  composition,  contracts,  and  employment. 


ARTICLE  III.  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  The  ability  of  the  local  Party  to  secure  and  maintain  the  services  of  an  employee 
or  employees  is  dependent  on  financial  resources.  This  will  vary  periodically 
according  to  need  and  ability. 


§2.0  When  employment  opportunities  become  available,  it  will  be  the  Party  practice 
to  make  the  information  as  widely  known  as  possible,  especially  through  the 
chartered  Democratic  clubs.  Applicants  are  considered  without  regard  to  actual  or 
perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  gender,  marital 
status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  Immune  Virus  (HIV)  infection.  Prospective  candidates 
are  reviewed  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Screening  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Party  Chair,  who 
makes  a selection.  The  Party  Chair  is  responsible  for  supervising  and  evaluating 
employees. 

§3.0  Employee  job  descriptions  are  maintained  in  the  Party  Office  Manual.  Job 
descriptions  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  for  compliance  with  current 
practice  and  the  policy  of  the  SFDCCC. 

§4.0  Any  spousal  benefit  package  will  include  equivalent  benefits  for  the  domestic 
partners  of  employees; 

§5.0  A probationary  period  of  ninety  days  (90  days)  will  be  in  effect  commencing 
with  the  date  of  the  actual  start  of  employment  for  all  permanent  employees  or 
employees  hired  for  a year  or  longer.  This  ninety-day  probationary  period  will  be 
followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation.  Written  performance 
evaluations  shall  occur  at  least  annually.  For  temporary  employees  or  those  hired 
for  less  than  a year,  the  probationary  period  will  be  thirty  days  (30  days)  and  shall 
be  followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation. 

§6.0  Employee  grievances  are  handled  in  a two-step  process.  The  first  step  is 
discussion  with  the  Party  Chair.  If  the  matter  remains  unresolved,  then  in  the 
second  step  it  may  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a final  decision. 

ARTICLE  IV.  SLATE  CARD  CONTRACTING  POLICY 

§1.0  To  ensure  a fair  and  democratic  process  in  all  slate  card  production  contracting 
procedures  and  to  demonstrate  fully  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's 
commitment  to  the  principles  of  affirmative  action  and  recognition  of  diversity,  the 
following  guidelines  will  be  followed.  "Slate  Card  Production”  is  defined  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  printing,  graphic  design,  mail  house,  labels,  fundraising, 
and  consultant  services. 

§2.0  The  Party  Chair  shall  appoint  a Bidding  Subcommittee  to  administer  each  bid 
arising  from  each  contracting  opportunity  outlined  above.  This  subcommittee  will 
include,  at  a minimum,  the  Party  Chair,  the  Party  Treasurer,  a Chair  appointed  by 


the  Party  Chair,  at  least  two  other  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  and  any  other 
voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  who  would  like  to  serve  on  this  bidding 
subcommittee  may  serve  as  full  voting  members.  All  meetings  of  the  bidding 
subcommittee  shall  be  noticed  and  open  to  the  general  public.  Only  voting  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  voting  members  of  the  bidding  subcommittee  except  as  noted 
in  section  10. 

§2.1  The  purpose  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  is  to  perform  all  administrative 
functions  necessary  to  solicit  and  organize  bid  proposals  for  the  SFDCCC.  The 
Subcommittee  shall  forward  all  bids  received  to  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  full  SFDCCC 
will  take  final  action  on  all  contracts  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

§3.0  In  case  of  an  emergency  of  limited  time  and  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Party  Chair,  the  Chair  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee,  and  the  Party  Treasurer  may 
award  a contract  without  requesting  bids.  The  Party  Chair  shall  announce  this 
decision  and  the  reason  for  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Whenever 
possible,  final  action  shall  be  taken  by  a vote  of  the  SFDCCC  at  an  open  meeting. 

§4.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  will  make  reasonable  efforts  to  notify  as  many 
people  as  possible  when  a Request  for  Proposal  is  available.  Whenever  possible, 
this  notification  shall  be  made  thirty  to  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  due  date  for  the 
bid.  This  Subcommittee  shall  at  least  send  written  notice  to  all  members  (including 
Associate  Members)  of  the  SFDCCC  and  send  notice  to  San  Francisco’s  daily,  weekly, 
ethnic,  neighborhood,  and  community  newspapers,  including  all  of  the  City's  official 
outreach  papers.  Other  outreach  efforts  will  be  made  to  the  extent  that  resources 
permit 

§5.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  draft  the  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  within 
the  following  guidelines: 

§5.1  The  request  for  Proposal  shall  include  a description  of  the  scope  of  work  and 
timetables  for  its  completion.  Additionally,  the  RFP  shall  request  information  on: 

a)  Whether  the  bidder  is  registered  or  certified  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  or  a Woman-owned  Business  Enterprise  (WBE); 

b)  Whether  the  bidder  meets  the  SFDCCC's  definition  of  Disabled-owned 
Business  Enterprise  (DBE). 


(1)  The  SFDCCC  hereby  adopts  the  definition  of  disabled  as  used  in  42 
U.S.C.  Chapter  126.  Section  12102,  otherwise  known  as  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990.  The  term  "disability"  means,  with 


respect  to  an  individual: 


(A)  A physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  the  major  life  activities  of  each  individual; 

(B)  A record  of  such  impairment;  or  being  regarded  as  having 
such  an  impairment.  The  Disabled-owned  Business  Enterprise 
must  be  more  than  50%  owned  by  people  meeting  the 
definition  of  disabled. 

(2)  The  DBE  will  file  a form,  under  penalty  of  losing  the  contract  if 
they  are  found  not  to  be  disabled  as  defined,  with  the  SFDCCC  that 
they  meet  this  definition  of  disabled. 

(3)  What  the  address  of  the  bidder's  principal  place  of  business;  and,  if 
bid  is  for  printing, 

(4)  Whether  bidder  uses  only  union  labor. 

§5.2  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  invite  bidders  to  submit  statements  or 
policies  regarding  diversity  and  affirmative  action  in  their  workforce  and/or 
ownership.  The  RFP  should  indicate  to  potential  bidders  that  the  SFDCCC  will  look 
more  favorably  on  bidders  with  diversity  among  their  workforce  and  ownership. 
Diversity  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  protected  classes  listed  below. 

§5.3  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  request  additional  information  from  bidders 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  cost,  experience,  present  ability,  examples  of  past  work 
(as  applicable),  and  a list  of  references. 

§5.4  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  notify  all  bidders  that  any  contract  with  the 
SFDCCC  will  include  the  following  statements:  Contractor  will  not  discriminate  in 
employment  on  the  ground  or  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  AIDS-related  condition  (ARC).  Contractor  will  also 
not  discriminate  in  providing  domestic  partner  benefits. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  implementing  this  statement,  the  SFDCCC  incorporates 
any  and  all  definitions  and  exceptions  that  appear  in  Article  12B  of  the 
Administrative  Code  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter,  and 

(b)  Contractor  agrees  not  to  engage  in  any  activity  which  denigrates  or 
undermines  the  official  slate  card  of  the  SFDCCC  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
participating  in  the  production  of  a slate  card  designed  to  look  like  the  official 
slate  card  which  supports  positions  different  from  the  SFDCCC’s  positions. 
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§6.0  Prior  to  passing  all  bids  to  the  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  check 
references  on  bidders.  Results  of  this  check  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  SFDCCC. 

§7.0  In  preparing  the  bids  for  the  full  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall 
adjust  the  costs  of  bids  as  follows:  Each  category  entitles  the  bidder  to  a five 
percent  (5%)  reduction  in  her  or  his  bid;  multiple  categories  may  be  combined  for 
up  to  a maximum  of  ten  percent  (10%)  reduction  in  cost. 

a)  Certified  or  registered  as  MBE 

b)  Certified  or  registered  as  WBE 

c)  Qualified  as  meeting  the  definition  of  a certified  DBE  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.1(b). 

4)  Principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco;  or  printer  with  principal 
place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Santa 
Clara,  Napa,  Solano,  Sonoma,  or  Marin  County. 

§7.1  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  pass  to  the  full  County  Committee  a page 
showing  the  actual  bid  received,  and,  in  larger  type,  the  adjusted  bid,  including  one 
copy  of  all  documents  received  in  response  to  the  request  for  proposal  for  each 
bidder.  The  reason  for  making  the  adjustment  shall  also  be  shown  on  this  page. 

§8.0  In  selecting  a printer,  only  union  shops  will  be  considered. 

§9.0  SFDCCC  members  shall  consider  any  "diversity  statements”  in  addition  to  costs 
and  other  qualifications  of  each  bidder. 

§9.1  Whenever  possible,  where  appropriate  the  SFDCCC  shall  consider  the  low  bid. 

§10.0  No  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  permitted  to  bid  on  any  contract  let 
by  the  SFDCCC.  In  addition,  no  voting  member  who  currently  employs  anyone 
bidding  on  a contract  with  the  SFDCCC,  or  who  has  a business  partner,  contractor, 
employee,  or  relative  (including  spouses  and  domestic  partners)  may  serve  on  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee  or  may  vote  on  the  award  of  any  SFDCCC  contract.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  of  interest  involving  the  Chair,  the  Treasurer,  or  the  Chair  of  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee,  he/she  may  designate  another  voting  member  of  the  DCCC 
who  does  not  have  a conflict  to  serve  in  his/her  place  on  the  Bidding  Subcommittee. 

§10.1  SFDCCC  members  shall  not  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by 
the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  this  policy.  A financial  interest  exists  for  a member  if  it  is 
reasonably  foreseeable  that  the  decision  will  have  a material  financial  effect, 
distinguishable  from  its  effect  on  the  public  generally. 
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§10.2  As  a guide,  the  SFDCCC  shall  adhere  to  all  definitions  and  exceptions 
contained  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  California  Code,  including 
Government  Code  87100,  87300  and  Government  Code  1090, 1091  and  1091.5,  and 
Title  2, 18730  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations.  The  SFDCCC  may  also  use  San 
Francisco  City  Charter  section  8.105(a)  as  a guide. 


ARTICLE  V.  POLICY  ON  CHARTERING  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  CLUBS 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  seeks  to  actively  assist  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  Democratic  clubs  whose  purpose  is  to  support  and  promote  the 
goals  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Those  Democratic  clubs  may  be  "chartered”  when 
they  achieve  the  following  basic  requirements. 

§2.0  A club  interested  in  becoming  a chartered  Democratic  club  must  complete  and 
return  an  application  form  provided  by  the  SFDCCC.  Second,  a list  of  at  least  twenty 
names  of  active  members  must  be  provided,  including  the  list  of  Officers  for  the 
club.  A letter  of  intent  including  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  club  and  any 
supporting  material  may  also  be  submitted  at  this  time.  Chartered  clubs  must  notify 
the  SFDCCC  when  there  is  a change  of  officers,  address  or  phone/contact  number. 
Clubs  are  required  to  re-charter  after  each  SFDCCC  election  - approximately  every 
two  years. 

§3.0  The  materials  must  be  submitted  to  the  Chair  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party  or  designee  who  will  calendar  the  item  for  action.  The  application  is  acted  on 
by  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  It  is  highly  recommended  that  representatives  from  the  club 
seeking  chartering  be  present  at  the  vote  to  answer  any  questions  and  provide  any 
additional  information.  Following  successful  chartering,  the  President  or 
Chairperson  of  the  chartered  club  becomes  an  associate  member  of  the  SFDCCC 
(Refer  to  Bylaws). 

§4.0  Failure  to  hear  from  a chartered  club  within  a reasonable  period  (e.g.,  six 
months)  after  three  attempts  to  contact  it  may  result  in  the  club  being  placed  in  an 
inactive  status  until  it  reactivates  its  charter.  Inactive  status  for  two  years  may 
result  in  status  as  a defunct  club  and  being  deleted  from  the  current  list  of  chartered 
Democratic  clubs.  Inactive  and  defunct  clubs  may  always  reactivate  their  charters 
via  the  process  outlined  above. 

^5.0  Democratic  clubs  chartered  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  adhere 
to  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  Bylaws,  Article  IX.  Section  2. 
prohibiting  the  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  for  partisan  races. 
The  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  by  chartered  Democratic 
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dubs  is  allowed  only  in  non-partisan  races,  and  in  "top  two"  races  in  which  no 
Democrat  qualities  for  the  General  Election  ballot,  provided  that  the  endorsed 
candidate's  non-D e m ocra t i c pa rtv  memb ership  or  partisan  non-affiliation  is  clearly 
identified  in  all  postal  mailings,  and  printed  and  online  advertisements,  in  typeface 
not  smaller  than  1 4-points.  fE.p..  ''Annemarie  Conroy  for  Supervisor  fRepublican 
Party  member)"  or  "Matt  Gonzalez  for  Supervisor  fGreen  Party  member).") 


ARTICLE  VI.  RESOLUTIONS  POLICY 

§1.0  Resolutions  are  original  main  motions  submitted  in  resolution  form  either 
because  of  their  importance  or  complexity  (Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised). 
Resolutions  are  frequently  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Non-emergency  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Issues 
Committee  prior  to  consideration  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  In  order  to  provide  for  full 
and  adequate  consideration  of  resolutions,  they  must  be  submitted  in  written  form 
to  the  Issues  Committee  and  the  Party  Chair  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  considered.  Copies  must  be  provided  for  all 
members.  Late  resolutions  will  not  be  considered  by  the  SFDCCC  except  as 
indicated  below. 

§2.0  The  form  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Resolutions  shall  include  a 
maximum  of  three  "Whereas”  clauses  and  two  "Resolved”  clauses.  Additional 
information  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  addenda.  Resolutions  like  all  original 
main  motions  are  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  adopted  resolution 
will  be  numbered  beginning  with  the  year  of  adoption  followed  by  a dash  then  the 
month  and  then  another  dash  followed  by  a one-  or  two-word  identifying 
description  from  the  title  of  the  resolution  (e.g.,  2012-07-City-College.pdf). 
Approved  resolutions  will  be  posted  online  to  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
website  within  10  (ten)  days  of  adoption.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency  matter  or 
time  critical  resolution,  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  by  the  SFDCCC  in  a manner 
consistent  with  the  party  Bylaws. 

§3.0  Sample  Resolution  (See  Addendum  A). 

ARTICLE  VII.  CANDIDATE  AND  INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  One  of  the  primary  priorities  of  the  local  Democratic  Party  is  the  endorsement 
of  candidates  for  office  and  initiative  propositions  placed  on  the  ballot.  The 
endorsement  process  informs  the  public  of  the  official  Democratic  Party  positions. 


CANDIDATE  ENDORSEMENT 


§2.0  The  Candidate  Endorsement  process  begins  with  the  development  of  a 
candidate  questionnaire  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  candidate 
questionnaires  are  sent  to  all  registered  Democratic  candidates  and  marked  with  a 
clearly  defined  return  deadline.  To  be  considered  for  endorsement,  candidates  must 
submit  forty  written  copies  of  their  completed  questionnaire  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  prior  to  the  deadline.  After  reviewing  the  questionnaires,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  determines  which  candidates  are  selected  for  interviews  before  the  full 
SFDCCC.  Each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  is  provided  with  a copy  of  the  candidate 
questionnaire  from  each  candidate  that  is  scheduled  for  an  interview  appointment. 

§3.0  The  interview  process  permits  each  candidate  to  make  a brief  statement  and 
answer  questions  from  SFDCCC  members.  The  time  allotted  for  each  candidate  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  office  being  sought  This  will 
vary  according  to  each  election  cycle.  An  example  of  times  allotted  is: 

Candidates  for  Mayor  - 15  minutes, 

Candidates  for  Board  of  Supervisors  - 10  minutes. 

Candidates  for  College  Board  - 8 minutes, 

Candidates  for  School  Board  - 8 minutes,  and 
All  other  Candidates  - 5 minutes. 

§4.0  In  the  candidate  endorsement  procedure  the  votes  of  all  SFDCCC  members  are 
recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to  the  Bylaws  for  the  voting 
process  itself. 

INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT 

§5.0  Statewide  propositions  are  reviewed  and  endorsed  or  rejected  by  the  State 
Democratic  Party.  However,  if  the  State  Party  takes  "No  Position"  on  a Statewide 
proposition  then  the  local  Party  is  free  to  take  a position  if  it  so  chooses. 

§6.0  The  Issues  Committee  reviews  all  local  propositions  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  SFDCCC.  Representatives  of  the  various  propositions  are 
invited  to  make  brief  presentations  and  answer  questions.  The  time  allowed  will 
depend  on  the  number  of  speakers.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  vote  of  the 
SFDCCC.  Members’  votes  are  recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to 
the  Bylaws  for  the  voting  process  itself. 
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EARLY  ENDORSEMENT  OF  CANDIDATES  AND  INITIATIVES 


§6.1  The  SFDCCC  may  make  an  early  endorsement  of  a candidate  or  position  on  a 
ballot  measure  by  a 60%  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice 
of  intent  to  seek  such  endorsement  is  given  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaws. 

§6.2  "Early  endorsement"  shall  mean  a vote  on  endorsement  taken  prior  to  (1)  the 
filing  deadline  for  candidates  in  a candidate  election  or  (2)  the  deadline  for 
submission  or  certification  of  ballot  measures  for  the  election  in  which  a ballot 
measure  is  to  be  voted  upon;  or  (3)  the  calling  of  a special  election  in  the  case  of  a 
ballot  measure  submitted  for  vote  at  a special  election. 

RCV  ENDORSEMENTS 

§7.0  In  elections  utilizing  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV),  the  SFDCCC  shall  conduct 
endorsement  votes  as  follows: 

§7.1  The  SFDCCC  will  vote  for  endorsement  on  the  given  office  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,"  no  endorsement  shall  be  made  and  no  further  endorsement  votes 
shall  be  taken  for  the  office.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed,  then  a second  round  of 
endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section  7.2. 

§7.2  In  the  second  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  the  one  already  endorsed,  by 
majority  vote,  as  provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the 
SFDCCC  votes  "No  Endorsement,”  no  ranked  choices  shall  be  recommended  for  the 
office,  and  the  candidate  endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  the  exclusive 
recommendation  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this  round  of 
voting, 

a)  That  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #2,  and  the  candidate 
endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #1;  and 

b)  A third  round  of  endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section 
7.3. 

§7.3  In  the  third  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  those  endorsed,  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,"  the  candidates  endorsed  as  Choice  #1  and  Choice  #2  shall  be  the 
exclusive  recommendations  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this 
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round  of  voting  that  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #3. 

§7.4  In  the  event  that  the  SFDCCC  endorses  a second-ranked  and/or  third-ranked 
candidate  for  any  race,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

§7.5  The  SFDCCC  slate  card  will  list  the  ranked  endorsements  in  order  (i.e.,  first- 
ranked,  then  second-ranked,  then  third-ranked).  Each  ranked  endorsement  will  be 
clearly  labeled  as  first,  second,  or  third,  and  the  first-ranked  endorsement  will 
appear  in  a larger  font  and  bolder  typeface  than  the  second  and  third-ranked 
endorsements. 

§7.6  Only  first-ranked  endorsees  will  be  permitted  to  hold  themselves  out  as  the 
endorsees  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  only 
hold  themselves  out  as  having  received  the  second  or  third-ranked  endorsement.  A 
statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or  third  ranking  must  accompany  any 
statement  (oral  or  in  writing)  that  the  candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Democratic  Party.  Moreover,  the  statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or 
third  ranking  must  be  in  the  same  font  and  typeface  as  the  statement  that  the 
candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the  party.  Thus,  for  example,  signs,  mailers,  and 
other  literature  distributed  by  second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  not  state 
that  the  candidate  has  received  the  party  endorsement,  with  an  asterisk  that  directs 
the  viewer  to  a different  part  of  the  material  with  information  about  ranking;  rather, 
the  two  pieces  of  information  must  appear  together  and  with  the  same  font  and 
type-face. 

§7.7  The  spirit  of  sections  7.5  and  7.6  is  to  ensure  that  voters  are  not  confused  about 
the  SFDCCC’s  endorsements.  The  SFDCCC’s  intent  is  to  require  candidates  who 
accept  the  SFDCCC's  second  and  third-ranked  endorsements  to  disclose  fully  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  the  first-ranked  endorsee. 

§7.8  Each  candidate  who  applies  for  the  SFDCCC’s  endorsement  shall  sign  a 
statement  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  above  rules.  Any  second  or  third-ranked 
endorsee  who  violates  the  above  rules  will  be  subject  to  revocation  of  the  SFDCCC’s 
endorsement.  (§7.0  - 7.8  adopted  7/28/04  and  amended  July  25,  2007) 

§7.9  When  the  SFDCCC  sends  out  endorsement  questionnaires,  the  policy  on  the  use 
of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement  related  to  ranked  choice  voting  (RCV)  shall  be  included 
with  a signature  request  that  candidates,  if  endorsed,  will  abide  by  its  policy. 

§7.10  The  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  any  and  all  necessary 
steps  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement. 

§7.11  If  any  third  party  or  "Independent  Expenditure”  is  made  which  inaccurately 
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reflects  the  ranked  choice  for  the  candidate,  a press  release  will  be  issued  clarifying 
the  endorsement 

§7.12  If  any  campaign,  via  literature,  communication— verbal  or  electronic— or 
phone  banking,  fails  to  correctly  state  the  ranked  choice  endorsement,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  investigate  the  circumstances  and,  at  the  very  least,  a press  release 
will  be  disseminated  to  clarify  the  endorsement.  Circumstances  may  also  warrant  a 
rescission  of  the  endorsement  and  a press  release  will  be  sent  so  noting.  If  such 
violation  occurs  two  weeks  or  less  before  the  election,  the  endorsement  is 
automatically  rescinded  and  a press  conference  and  release  so  stating  will  occur. 

§7.13  If  a campaign  unknowingly  violates  the  rules  of  the  Committee  and  it  is  more 
than  six  weeks  before  the  election,  the  campaign  must  take  satisfactory  steps  to 
clarify  the  information  as  befits  the  dissemination  of  the  incorrect  information. 

(§7.9  - 7.13  adopted  9/22/04) 

ARTICLE  VIII.  FINANCIAL  REPORTING  POLICY 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  is  governed  by  both  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its  reporting  practices  are  administered 
by  both  the  California  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC).  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party  to  follow  the  current  guidelines  as  issued  by  both  the  FPPC  and 
the  SFEC. 

§2.0  In  a non-election  year  the  baseline  reporting  period  is  semi-annual.  In  addition, 
special  reporting  is  required  for  all  elections  including  special  elections.  The  FPPC 
issues  a calendar  of  the  reporting  periods  for  each  election  cycle  including 
deadlines.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  guidelines  will  result  in  penalties  and/or 
fines. 

§3.0  Three  hard  copies  (e.g.  computer  generated  copies  on  paper)  and  one 
electronic  format  copy  shall  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC) 
with  one  of  the  hard  copies  date  stamped  by  the  Ethics  Commission  and  returned  to 
the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  for  the  permanent  record  file. 


ARTICLE  IX.  BUDGET  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  In  order  to  facilitate  the  process  of  identifying  targeted  fundraising  goals  and 
financial  needs,  the  SFDCCC  will  establish  an  annual  budget.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an 
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operational  budget  that  shall  be  mailed  to  each  SFDCCC  member  with  the  January 
agenda  package.  The  budget  will  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  January 
meeting  for  review  and  adoption  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  preparation  of  the  budget 
shall  be  based  on  historical  information  and  current  data,  as  well  as  budgeted 
projections  available  at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.  This  budget  may  be 
amended  during  the  year  due  to  changing  financial  resources  or  priorities. 

§2.0  The  Treasurer  of  the  SFDCCC  will  prepare  a monthly  financial  report.  The 
monthly  report  shall  contain,  at  a minimum,  actual  amounts,  year  to  date  expenses, 
and  annual  budget  figures. 


ARTICLE  X.  PURCHASING  POLICY 

§1.0  This  policy  applies  to  all  purchases  of  office  equipment  and  supplies  over  $500. 
These  purchases  will  be  made  through  consultation  of  the  Executive  Director  with 
the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  the  Party  Chair.  Criteria  will  be  established  for 
developing  approved  vendor  lists.  The  approved  vendor  lists  along  with  the  criteria 
will  be  maintained  in  the  Party  office.  The  criteria  will  establish  a minimum 
qualification  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  vendors  lists  and  are  not  intended  to 
serve  as  a ranking  of  vendors. 

§2.0  The  criteria  will  be  based  on  the  current  policies  of  the  SFDCCC  and  in  accord 
with  Party  goals.  Competitive  quotes  from  at  least  three  vendors  will  be  obtained 
for  all  purchases  of  $500  or  greater.  Single  vendor  purchases  without  competitive 
quotes  may  be  used  for  purchases  of  under  $500. 

§3.0  Vendor  Questionnaire  (See  Addendum  B). 

ARTICLE  XI.  MEMBERSHIP  CATEGORY  AND  MEMBER  LIST  POLICY 

§1.0  The  SFDCCC  has  three  types  of  members.  These  are  elected  members,  ex  officio 
members  and  associate  members. 

a)  The  elected  members  are  those  members  elected  by  the  registered 
Democrats  in  the  member's  Assembly  District  (AD).  They  are  voting 
members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b)  Ex  officio  members  are  elected  public  office  holders  from  the  Democratic 
Party  who  are  the  current  members  of  the  California  Assembly  and  State 
Senate  representing  San  Francisco,  U.S.  Congressional  Representatives  from 
San  Francisco  and  U.S.  Senators  who  reside  in  San  Francisco.  Ex  officio 
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members  may  each  send  a designated  representative  in  place  of  attending 
the  SFDCCC  meeting  personally.  Ex  officio  members  exercise  the  right  to 
vote,  or,  in  their  place,  their  representatives  have  that  right 

c)  Associate  members  are  the  chairs  or  presidents  of  each  of  the  chartered 
San  Francisco  Democratic  clubs.  Each  club  has  one  associate  member.  The 
associate  member  may  participate  in  discussion  but  does  not  vote. 

§2.0  A list  of  all  SFDCCC  members’  names  along  with  addresses,  phone  numbers,  and 
email  addresses  is  available  in  the  SFDCCC  office  for  distribution  to  any  candidate, 
campaign  or  member  of  the  public. 

ARTICLE  XII.  MEMBER  ATTENDANCE  POLICY 

§1.0  The  work  of  the  SFDCCC  includes  maintaining  a Party  office,  organizing 
Democratic  Party  fundraisers,  conducting  and  contributing  to  the  SFDCCC  meetings, 
facilitating  a coordinated  campaign  for  elections  and  the  committee  work  of  the 
local  Party  required  for  organizational  maintenance.  The  participation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  these  goals  and 
needs. 

§2.0  Elected  and  ex  officio  members  or  their  designated  representatives  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC. 
The  associate  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
SFDCCC.  In  addition,  serving  on  a fundraising  event  committee,  a standing  or  special 
committee  or  working  in  the  coordinated  campaign  is  a valuable  way  of  contributing 
to  the  Party. 

§3.0  Careful  and  accurate  attendance  records  will  be  maintained.  They  are  public 
records.  These  records  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
office. 

§4.0  Anyone  may  request  a copy  of  the  SFDCCC  attendance  records.  These  will  be 
provided  within  a reasonable  time  period  from  the  date  of  the  request  (e.g.,  within 
10  days). 

§5.0  SFDCCC  attendance  records,  covering  a period  of  time,  may  periodically  be 
included  with  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  and  agenda  packets

5.  Reports 

a)  Chair  (Jung)  - The  DCCC  slate  card.  Thanked  Kelly,  Hsieh  and  Rothschild  for 
working  on  the  card.  4 candidates  and  4 ballot  measures.  Can  raise  enough  money 
to  send  out  two  mailings.  Thanked  Rosenthal  for  helping  with  minutes  last  month 
and  Anderson  for  always  doing  them,  understanding  she  does  not  feel  well  tonight. 
Slate  card  will  be  done  by  Winning  Directions. 

b)  Issues  (Rosenthal)  - No  report. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (McNeil)  - It  is  festival  season  with  a lot  of  events  happening  on 
weekends.  Members  need  to  step  up.  Let  Ally  and  him  know  if  you  are  going  and 
they  will  set  you  up  to  have  a presence.  Dunning  will  do  Castro  Street  Fair. 
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d)  Club  Chartering  (Pimentel)  - She  is  working  with  the  treasurer  to  do  the  club 
treasurer  training.  November  13  training  at  SFAR  conference  room.  She  answered 
that  the  Filipino  Democratic  Club  does  not  speak  in  its  bylaws  about  endorsing  non- 
Democrats.  Broder  asked  that  that  question  be  asked  of  all  clubs.  Smith  pointed  out 
that  that  requirement  has  not  existed  since  2004.  She  moved  to  charter  the  Filipino 
DC  (seconded  by  Smith). 

e)  Communications  (Dorsey)  - Thanked  Smith,  Kelly  and  Hsieh  for  their  work  on  this. 

f)  Finance  (Dunning)  - Deferred  to  Medina  regarding  her  report. 

g)  Treasurer  (Hsieh)  - Apologized  for  not  having  a handout  tonight.  We  are  strong 
financially.  Over  $69,000  cash  on  hand  as  of  August  1st.  $8,500  per  month  is  spent 
to  keep  the  office  running.  Bounty  cash  was  brought  in.  We  have  reserves  and  two 
fundraisers  scheduled.  That  will  keep  us  strong. 

h)  Executive  Director  (Medina)  - Introduced  new  intern  Aaron  Kahn.  He  will  be  here 
through  fall.  He  is  also  interning  at  City  Hall.  Working  on  social  media  plan. 

Working  with  Nation  Builder  to  improve  our  website.  December  1,  2013  at  11  am  is 
the  fundraiser  at  Jane  Morrison's.  To  fund  the  Sue  Bierman  interns,  to  get  young 
people  involved  in  politics  (said  member  Kelly).  Invitations  will  go  out  6 weeks 
beforehand.  Yesterday  was  National  Voter  Registration  day.  Got  70  new  voters. 

600  registered  this  month.  Working  with  college  campuses  to  help  train  and 
develop  Democratic  clubs. 

6.  CDP  Region  6 Update  (Kelly)  - There  will  be  an  Executive  Board  meeting  on  November 
22-24  at  the  Westin  in  Millbrae,  if  anyone  is  interested  (these  meetings  are  small  and 
fun).  There  will  be  a Region  6 meeting  in  October,  TBA.  Club  members  need  to  get 
materials  in  to  the  CDP  with  a roster  of  the  club  members.  Get  a delegate  for  every  20 
members  for  the  January  AD  meeting.  Need  the  rosters  to  be  reviewed  because 
members  cannot  be  counted  twice  (even  though  they  might  be  in  more  than  one  club). 
We  will  be  endorsing  in  Congress  and  Assembly.  The  convention  is  first  week  in  March 
2014. 

CA  Dems  competition:  if  you  join  CADEM  2014  and  bring  in  another  member,  you  get 
your  fee  waived.  The  contest  (the  caucuses  and  DCCC  can  enter)  the  more  people  you 
sign  up  for  the  club,  they  can  win  a free  room.  The  other  prize  is  a seat  at  the  table  with 
Kamala  Harris  at  the  luncheon. 

7.  Revisions  to  the  Policies  and  Procedures  Manual  (Dorsey)  --  Most  of  the  revisions 
are  minor  renumbering,  how  we  post  resolutions  have  changed.  Two  substantive  things: 
1)  Early  endorsement  at  Article  VI  sections  1.0  and  2.0.  Smith  proposed  a 60%  vote 
with  a timing  hook,  and  2)  the  Article  V section  5 regarding  endorsement  of  non- 
Democrat  candidates.  Will  we  allow  chartered  clubs  to  endorse  non-Democrats  in 
certain  elections?  Because  of  the  DCCC  earlier  vote,  that  did  not  pass.  Hsieh  suggested 
we  put  language  in  this  document  to  clarify.  Hsieh  commented  this  is  much  like  what  is 
required  by  the  DOE  re:  independent  expenditures. 

Mandelman  asked  re:  notice  to  clubs  and  the  consequence  if  they  ignore  this? 
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Dorsey  agreed  that  is  a good  point  and  there  is  no  rush  on  this. 

Hsieh  said  that  this  is  an  issue  that  keeps  coming  up.  Suggested  that  Pimental  take  this 
up  to  notice  clubs  on  new  policies  and  procedures.  He  does  not  see  a penalty.  We  are 
not  in  the  business  of  bouncing  clubs  on  violations.  He  cannot  recall  it  ever  being  done. 

Kelly  commented  that  most  clubs  will  not  endorse  a non-Democrat  in  any  instance. 

Hsieh  agreed. 

Mandelman  thinks  this  is  a good  idea  to  make  things  clear  for  those  who  get  the  cards 
with  the  disclosure.  He  suggests  we  put  this  off  for  a month  to  reach  out  to  several  clubs. 

Hsieh  finds  this  agreeable  with  Mandelman's  (and  others)  support  in  reaching  out  to  the 
clubs.  We  have  not  discussed  penalties  because  there  are  no  penalties. 

Wiener  thinks  it  is  fine  now  or  putting  it  off.  He  opposes  efforts  to  penalize  clubs  for 
endorsing  non-Democrats.  Thinks  this  is  an  excellent  idea  that  avoids 
misrepresentations  and  increases  transparency. 

Katz  concurs  with  prior  comments.  Best  time  to  come  up  with  anticipatory  action  is 
before  there  is  a problem.  Good  idea  to  reach  out  to  clubs  before  hand.  Pointed  out  a 
missing  closed  parenthesis.  Proposed  that  it  be  approved  subject  to  club  notification. 

Katz/Smith:  Move  passage  of  amendments  except  Article  V section  5,  which  will  be 
tabled  for  consideration  at  the  next  DCCC  meeting. 

Approved  by  acclamation. 

8.  RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY 
SUPPORTING  CITY  COLLEGE  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 

Sponsored  by  Rafael  Mandelman,  Scott  Wiener,  David  Campos,  David  Chiu,  John  Avalos, 
Matt  Dorsey,  Carole  Migden,  Bill  Fazio,  Hene  Kelly,  Petra  Dejesus,  Leah  Pimentel  and 
Kelly  Dwyer. 

Additional  sponsors:  Ammiano,  Katz,  Cohen  and  Anderson. 

Mandelman  spoke  about  the  great  strengths  of  City  College.  City  College  is  now  in 
trouble  according  to  the  Accrediting  Commission  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges 
(ACCJC).  The  ACCJC  found  City  College  in  violation  of  several  standards  and  pulled  its 
accreditation,  but  stayed  that  until  July  2014.  It  has  demanded  a plan  for  closure. 

There  are  legitimate  differences  about  what  City  College  should  be  doing. 

We  must  be  work  to  make  sure  the  College  does  not  close.  Great  harm  is  being  done  to 
the  College  right  now.  There  has  been  a drop  in  enrollment  of  up  to  25%.  That  decline 
in  revenue  will  amount  to  the  tens  of  millions  of  dollars. 
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The  College  has  a $200  million  budget.  Prop  A might  generate  $15  million.  The  loss  is 
more  than  what  the  voters  are  providing. 

Questions  have  been  raised  about  the  accreditors'  behavior.  The  DOE  has  issued  a 
report  about  that. 

This  resolution  asks  stakeholders  to  do  everything  they  can  to  save  the  College. 

Small  amendments  have  been  offered  since  the  resolution  was  sent  out  in  the  agenda 
packet. 

Authorize  Dorsey  to  shorten  this  to  comply  with  State  Party  guidelines  for  resolutions. 

Wiener:  He  tries  to  keep  emotion  out  of  politics,  but  the  ACCJC's  actions  "piss  [him]  off.” 
This  is  unbelievably  irresponsible.  It  is  taking  a core  institution  of  this  City  and 
threatening  it.  Of  all  the  criticisms  that  you  hear,  you  never  hear  of  anything  but  City 
College  providing  a great  education.  He  has  heard  so  many  stories  about  City  College 
helping  people  get  a leg  up. 

(Member  Anderson  left  due  to  illness.  Notetaking  then  done  by  intern  Aaron  Kahn.] 

Campos:  declares  support  for  resolution,  says  community  has  been  disenfranchised. 

Dwyer:  expresses  support  for  resolution.  Personal  cause  for  supporting:  husband  was 
immigrant,  went  to  City  College,  got  trained  as  firefighter. 

Katz:  former  trustee,  supports,  1/7  stat.,  urges  committee  to  pressure  contacts  to  also 
support  City  College.  Suggests  that  we  push  state  party  to  take  up  resolution  supporting 
community  colleges  as  a whole. 

Mandelman:  describes  lack  of  transparency  in  election  of  accreditation  members. 

Katz  asks  if  any  effort  has  been  made  to  withdraw  authority  of  accreditation  officials. 
Mandelman:  would  require  interference  at  federal  level. 

Cohen:  supports.  Considered  offering  language.  Rather  than  adding  amendments,  is 
asking  body  to  remain  concerned  about  merging  of  southeast  and  Evans  campuses. 

Kelly:  thanks  Campos  for  pointing  out  that  voters’  will  has  been  disenfranchised  --  that 
prop  A voters  have  been  overruled  by  an  unelected  board.  Points  out  importance  of 
college  in  building  city's  community,  fostering  and  strengthening  organized  labor  in  city. 
Provides  numerous  personal  anecdotes  illustrating  this. 

Yee  (proxy):  thanks  Mandelman  for  putting  it  on  agenda,  and  sponsors.  First  time  in  CA 
History  that  a governing  body  of  an  educational  institution  has  been  removed  when 
there  has  been  no  budget  shortfall. 

Smith:  was  going  to  vote  no,  will  abstain.  Disapproves  of  City  College  board  leadership, 
except  Mandelman. 
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Ammiano  (proxy):  supports. 

Leno  (proxy):  thanks  Mandelman.  Incredibly  supportive,  but  as  a policy  he  does  not  vote 
on  resolutions  that  urge  policy  makers  what  to  do,  so  abstains. 

Lyens  (Club  president):  FDR  Democrats  are  supportive.  Thanks  Cohen  for  points  re: 
campus  mergers.  Many  seniors  and  people  with  disabilities  heavily  rely  on  the  multi- 
campus system.  Cites  various  faults  in  the  ACCJC  report. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Smith). 

Abstentions:  Proxies  for  Phil  Ting  and  Mark  Leno;  Arlo  Hale  Smith.  Member  Anderson 
had  to  leave  early  due  to  illness  and  did  not  vote.  Proxy  for  Feinstein  had  to  leave  early 
for  urgent  business  and  did  not  vote. 

9.  New  Business 

Member  Katz  announced  details  of  a brunch  with  President  Obama  and  Representative 
Lee.

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ARTICLE  I.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to 
provide  information  to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  (SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices 
and  processes  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written 
procedures  will  ease  confusion  and  enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success 
of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules 
(e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement 
to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are 
the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party.  It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two 
documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a 
Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be  maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual 
in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on  request. 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process.  The  Policy  and  Procedures 
Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and 
shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 


ARTICLE  II.  NON-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

§1.0  It  is  the  Policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  not  to  discriminate  based 
on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age, 
gender,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  or  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  ImmuneVirus  (HIV)  infection.  The 
Party's  goal  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  The  local  Party  shall  take  affirmative  action 
to  achieve  diversity  in  composition,  contracts,  and  employment. 

ARTICLE  III.  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  The  ability  of  the  local  Party  to  secure  and  maintain  the  services  of  an  employee 
or  employees  is  dependent  on  financial  resources.  This  will  vary  periodically 
according  to  need  and  ability. 


§2.0  When  employment  opportunities  become  available,  it  will  be  the  Party  practice 
to  make  the  information  as  widely  known  as  possible,  especially  through  the 
chartered  Democratic  clubs.  Applicants  are  considered  without  regard  to  actual  or 
perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  gender,  marital 
status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  Immune  Virus  (HIV)  infection.  Prospective  candidates 
are  reviewed  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Screening  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Party  Chair,  who 
makes  a selection.  The  Party  Chair  is  responsible  for  supervising  and  evaluating 
employees. 

§3.0  Employee  job  descriptions  are  maintained  in  the  Party  Office  Manual.  Job 
descriptions  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  for  compliance  with  current 
practice  and  the  policy  of  the  SFDCCC. 

§4.0  Any  spousal  benefit  package  will  include  equivalent  benefits  for  the  domestic 
partners  of  employees. 

§5.0  A probationary  period  of  ninety  days  (90  days)  will  be  in  effect  commencing 
with  the  date  of  the  actual  start  of  employment  for  all  permanent  employees  or 
employees  hired  for  a year  or  longer.  This  ninety-day  probationary  period  will  be 
followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation.  Written  performance 
evaluations  shall  occur  at  least  annually.  For  temporary  employees  or  those  hired 
for  less  than  a year,  the  probationary  period  will  be  thirty  days  (30  days)  and  shall 
be  followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation. 

§6.0  Employee  grievances  are  handled  in  a two-step  process.  The  first  step  is 
discussion  with  the  Party  Chair.  If  the  matter  remains  unresolved,  then  in  the 
second  step  it  may  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a final  decision. 


ARTICLE  IV.  SLATE  CARD  CONTRACTING  POLICY 

§1.0  To  ensure  a fair  and  democratic  process  in  all  slate  card  production  contracting 
procedures  and  to  demonstrate  fully  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
commitment  to  the  principles  of  affirmative  action  and  recognition  of  diversity,  the 
following  guidelines  will  be  followed.  "Slate  Card  Production"  is  defined  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  printing,  graphic  design,  mail  house,  labels,  fundraising, 
and  consultant  services. 

§2.0  The  Party  Chair  shall  appoint  a Bidding  Subcommittee  to  administer  each  bid 
arising  from  each  contracting  opportunity  outlined  above.  This  subcommittee  will 
include,  at  a minimum,  the  Party  Chair,  the  Party  Treasurer,  a Chair  appointed  by 
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the  Party  Chair,  at  least  two  other  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  and  any  other 
voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  who  would  like  to  serve  on  this  bidding 
subcommittee  may  serve  as  full  voting  members.  All  meetings  of  the  bidding 
subcommittee  shall  be  noticed  and  open  to  the  general  public.  Only  voting  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  voting  members  of  the  bidding  subcommittee  except  as  noted 
in  section  10. 

§2.1  The  purpose  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  is  to  perform  all  administrative 
functions  necessary  to  solicit  and  organize  bid  proposals  for  the  SFDCCC.  The 
Subcommittee  shall  forward  all  bids  received  to  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  full  SFDCCC 
will  take  final  action  on  all  contracts  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

§3.0  In  case  of  an  emergency  of  limited  time  and  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Party  Chair,  the  Chair  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee,  and  the  Party  Treasurer  may 
award  a contract  without  requesting  bids.  The  Party  Chair  shall  announce  this 
decision  and  the  reason  for  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Whenever 
possible,  final  action  shall  be  taken  by  a vote  of  the  SFDCCC  at  an  open  meeting. 

§4.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  will  make  reasonable  efforts  to  notify  as  many 
people  as  possible  when  a Request  for  Proposal  is  available.  Whenever  possible, 
this  notification  shall  be  made  thirty  to  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  due  date  for  the 
bid.  This  Subcommittee  shall  at  least  send  written  notice  to  all  members  (including 
Associate  Members)  of  the  SFDCCC  and  send  notice  to  San  Francisco’s  daily,  weekly, 
ethnic,  neighborhood,  and  community  newspapers,  including  all  of  the  City’s  official 
outreach  papers.  Other  outreach  efforts  will  be  made  to  the  extent  that  resources 
permit. 

§5.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  draft  the  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  within 
the  following  guidelines: 

§5.1  The  request  for  Proposal  shall  include  a description  of  the  scope  of  work  and 
timetables  for  its  completion.  Additionally,  the  RFP  shall  request  information  on: 

a)  Whether  the  bidder  is  registered  or  certified  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  or  a Woman-owned  Business  Enterprise  (WBE); 

b)  Whether  the  bidder  meets  the  SFDCCC's  definition  of  Disabled-owned 
Business  Enterprise  (DBE). 

(1)  The  SFDCCC  hereby  adopts  the  definition  of  disabled  as  used  in  42 
U.S.C.  Chapter  126.  Section  12102,  otherwise  known  as  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990.  The  term  "disability"  means,  with 
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respect  to  an  individual: 


(A)  A physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  the  major  life  activities  of  each  individual; 

(B)  A record  of  such  impairment;  or  being  regarded  as  having 
such  an  impairment.  The  Disabled-owned  Business  Enterprise 
must  be  more  than  50%  owned  by  people  meeting  the 
definition  of  disabled. 

(2)  The  DBE  will  file  a form,  under  penalty  of  losing  the  contract  if 
they  are  found  not  to  be  disabled  as  defined,  with  the  SFDCCC  that 
they  meet  this  definition  of  disabled. 

(3)  What  the  address  of  the  bidder's  principal  place  of  business;  and,  if 
bid  is  for  printing, 

(4)  Whether  bidder  uses  only  union  labor. 

§5.2  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  invite  bidders  to  submit  statements  or 
policies  regarding  diversity  and  affirmative  action  in  their  workforce  and/or 
ownership.  The  RFP  should  indicate  to  potential  bidders  that  the  SFDCCC  will  look 
more  favorably  on  bidders  with  diversity  among  their  workforce  and  ownership. 
Diversity  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  protected  classes  listed  below. 

§5.3  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  request  additional  information  from  bidders 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  cost,  experience,  present  ability,  examples  of  past  work 
(as  applicable),  and  a list  of  references. 

§5.4  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  notify  all  bidders  that  any  contract  with  the 
SFDCCC  will  include  the  following  statements:  Contractor  will  not  discriminate  in 
employment  on  the  ground  or  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  AIDS-related  condition  (ARC).  Contractor  will  also 
not  discriminate  in  providing  domestic  partner  benefits. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  implementing  this  statement,  the  SFDCCC  incorporates 
any  and  all  definitions  and  exceptions  that  appear  in  Article  12B  of  the 
Administrative  Code  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter,  and 

(b)  Contractor  agrees  not  to  engage  in  any  activity  which  denigrates  or 
undermines  the  official  slate  card  of  the  SFDCCC  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
participating  in  the  production  of  a slate  card  designed  to  look  like  the  official 
slate  card  which  supports  positions  different  from  the  SFDCCC’s  positions. 
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§6.0  Prior  to  passing  all  bids  to  the  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  check 
references  on  bidders.  Results  of  this  check  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  SFDCCC. 

§7.0  In  preparing  the  bids  for  the  full  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall 
adjust  the  costs  of  bids  as  follows:  Each  category  entitles  the  bidder  to  a five 
percent  (5%)  reduction  in  her  or  his  bid;  multiple  categories  maybe  combined  for 
up  to  a maximum  often  percent  (10%)  reduction  in  cost. 

a)  Certified  or  registered  as  MBE 

b)  Certified  or  registered  as  WBE 

c)  Qualified  as  meeting  the  definition  of  a certified  DBE  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.1(b). 

4)  Principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco;  or  printer  with  principal 
place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Santa 
Clara,  Napa,  Solano,  Sonoma,  or  Marin  County. 

§7.1  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  pass  to  the  full  County  Committee  a page 
showing  the  actual  bid  received,  and,  in  larger  type,  the  adjusted  bid,  including  one 
copy  of  all  documents  received  in  response  to  the  request  for  proposal  for  each 
bidder.  The  reason  for  making  the  adjustment  shall  also  be  shown  on  this  page. 

§8.0  In  selecting  a printer,  only  union  shops  will  be  considered. 

§9.0  SFDCCC  members  shall  consider  any  "diversity  statements”  in  addition  to  costs 
and  other  qualifications  of  each  bidder. 

§9.1  Whenever  possible,  where  appropriate  the  SFDCCC  shall  consider  the  low  bid. 

§10.0  No  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  permitted  to  bid  on  any  contract  let 
by  the  SFDCCC.  In  addition,  no  voting  member  who  currently  employs  anyone 
bidding  on  a contract  with  the  SFDCCC,  or  who  has  a business  partner,  contractor, 
employee,  or  relative  (including  spouses  and  domestic  partners)  may  serve  on  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee  or  may  vote  on  the  award  of  any  SFDCCC  contract.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  of  interest  involving  the  Chair,  the  Treasurer,  or  the  Chair  of  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee,  he/she  may  designate  another  voting  member  of  the  DCCC 
who  does  not  have  a conflict  to  serve  in  his/her  place  on  the  Bidding  Subcommittee. 

§10.1  SFDCCC  members  shall  not  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by 
the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  this  policy.  A financial  interest  exists  for  a member  if  it  is 
reasonably  foreseeable  that  the  decision  will  have  a material  financial  effect, 
distinguishable  from  its  effect  on  the  public  generally. 
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§10.2  As  a guide,  the  SFDCCC  shall  adhere  to  all  definitions  and  exceptions 
contained  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  California  Code,  including 
Government  Code  87100, 87300  and  Government  Code  1090, 1091  and  1091.5,  and 
Title  2, 18730  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations.  The  SFDCCC  may  also  use  San 
Francisco  City  Charter  section  8.105(a)  as  a guide. 


ARTICLE  V.  POLICY  ON  CHARTERING  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  CLUBS 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  seeks  to  actively  assist  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  Democratic  clubs  whose  purpose  is  to  support  and  promote  the 
goals  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Those  Democratic  clubs  may  be  "chartered"  when 
they  achieve  the  following  basic  requirements. 

§2.0  A club  interested  in  becoming  a chartered  Democratic  club  must  complete  and 
return  an  application  form  provided  by  the  SFDCCC.  Second,  a list  of  at  least  twenty 
names  of  active  members  must  be  provided,  including  the  list  of  Officers  for  the 
club.  A letter  of  intent  including  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  club  and  any 
supporting  material  may  also  be  submitted  at  this  time.  Chartered  clubs  must  notify 
the  SFDCCC  when  there  is  a change  of  officers,  address  or  phone/contact  number. 
Clubs  are  required  to  re-charter  after  each  SFDCCC  election  - approximately  every 
two  years. 

§3.0  The  materials  must  be  submitted  to  the  Chair  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party  or  designee  who  will  calendar  the  item  for  action.  The  application  is  acted  on 
by  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  It  is  highly  recommended  that  representatives  from  the  club 
seeking  chartering  be  present  at  the  vote  to  answer  any  questions  and  provide  any 
additional  information.  Following  successful  chartering,  the  President  or 
Chairperson  of  the  chartered  club  becomes  an  associate  member  of  the  SFDCCC 
(Refer  to  Bylaws). 

§4.0  Failure  to  hear  from  a chartered  club  within  a reasonable  period  (e.g.,  six 
months)  after  three  attempts  to  contact  it  may  result  in  the  club  being  placed  in  an 
inactive  status  until  it  reactivates  its  charter.  Inactive  status  for  two  years  may 
result  in  status  as  a defunct  club  and  being  deleted  from  the  current  list  of  chartered 
Democratic  clubs.  Inactive  and  defunct  clubs  may  always  reactivate  their  charters 
via  the  process  outlined  above. 

§5.0  Democratic  clubs  chartered  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  adhere 
to  San  Francisco  Democratic  Countv  Central  Committee  Bylaws,  Article  IX.  Section  2, 
prohibiting  the  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  for  partisan  races. 
The  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  by  chartered  Democratic 
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clubs  is 'allowed  only  in  non-partisan  races,  and  in  "top  two"  races  in  which  no 
Democrat  qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot,  provided  that  the  endorsed 
candidate's  non-Democratic  party  membership  or  partisan  non-affiliation  is  clearly 
identified  in  all  postal  mailings,  and  printed  and  online  advertisements,  in  typeface 
not  smaller  than  14-points.  fE.g..  "Annemarie  Conroy  for  Supervisor  fRepublican 
Eartv  member!"  or  "Matt  Gonzalez  for  Supervisor  fGreen  Party  member VTl 

ARTICLE  VI.  RESOLUTIONS  POLICY 

§1.0  Resolutions  are  original  main  motions  submitted  in  resolution  form  either 
because  of  their  importance  or  complexity  (Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised]. 
Resolutions  are  frequently  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Non-emergency  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Issues 
Committee  prior  to  consideration  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  In  order  to  provide  for  full 
and  adequate  consideration  of  resolutions,  they  must  be  submitted  in  written  form 
to  the  Issues  Committee  and  the  Party  Chair  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  considered.  Copies  must  be  provided  for  all 
members.  Late  resolutions  will  not  be  considered  by  the  SFDCCC  except  as 
indicated  below. 

§2.0  The  form  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Resolutions  shall  include  a 
maximum  of  three  “Whereas"  clauses  and  two  "Resolved”  clauses.  Additional 
information  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  addenda.  Resolutions  like  all  original 
main  motions  are  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  adopted  resolution 
will  be  numbered  beginning  with  the  year  of  adoption  followed  by  a dash  then  the 
month  and  then  another  dash  followed  by  a one-  or  two-word  identifying 
description  from  the  title  of  the  resolution  (e.g.,  2012-07-City-College.pdf). 

Approved  resolutions  will  be  posted  online  to  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
website  within  10  (ten)  days  of  adoption.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency  matter  or 
time  critical  resolution,  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  by  the  SFDCCC  in  a manner 
consistent  with  the  party  Bylaws. 

§3.0  Sample  Resolution  (See  Addendum  A). 

ARTICLE  VII.  CANDIDATE  AND  INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  One  of  the  primary  priorities  of  the  local  Democratic  Party  is  the  endorsement 
of  candidates  for  office  and  initiative  propositions  placed  on  the  ballot.  The 
endorsement  process  informs  the  public  of  the  official  Democratic  Party  positions. 


CANDIDATE  ENDORSEMENT 


§2.0  The  Candidate  Endorsement  process  begins  with  the  development  of  a 
candidate  questionnaire  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  candidate 
questionnaires  are  sent  to  all  registered  Democratic  candidates  and  marked  with  a 
clearly  defined  return  deadline.  To  be  considered  for  endorsement,  candidates  must 
submit  forty  written  copies  of  their  completed  questionnaire  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  prior  to  the  deadline.  After  reviewing  the  questionnaires,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  determines  which  candidates  are  selected  for  interviews  before  the  full 
SFDCCC.  Each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  is  provided  with  a copy  of  the  candidate 
questionnaire  from  each  candidate  that  is  scheduled  for  an  interview  appointment. 

§3.0  The  interview  process  permits  each  candidate  to  make  a brief  statement  and 
answer  questions  from  SFDCCC  members.  The  time  allotted  for  each  candidate  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  office  being  sought  This  will 
vary  according  to  each  election  cycle.  An  example  of  times  allotted  is: 

Candidates  for  Mayor  - 15  minutes, 

Candidates  for  Board  of  Supervisors  - 10  minutes, 

Candidates  for  College  Board  - 8 minutes, 

Candidates  for  School  Board  - 8 minutes,  and 
All  other  Candidates  - 5 minutes. 

§4.0  In  the  candidate  endorsement  procedure  the  votes  of  all  SFDCCC  members  are 
recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to  the  Bylaws  for  the  voting 
process  itself. 

INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT 

§5.0  Statewide  propositions  are  reviewed  and  endorsed  or  rejected  by  the  State 
Democratic  Party.  However,  if  the  State  Party  takes  "No  Position”  on  a Statewide 
proposition  then  the  local  Party  is  free  to  take  a position  if  it  so  chooses. 

§6.0  The  Issues  Committee  reviews  all  local  propositions  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  SFDCCC.  Representatives  of  the  various  propositions  are 
invited  to  make  brief  presentations  and  answer  questions.  The  time  allowed  will 
depend  on  the  number  of  speakers.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  vote  of  the 
SFDCCC.  Members'  votes  are  recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to 
the  Bylaws  for  the  voting  process  itself. 
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EARLY  ENDORSEMENT  OF  CANDIDATES  AND  INITIATIVES 


§6.1  The  SFDCCC  may  make  an  early  endorsement  of  a candidate  or  position  on  a 
ballot  measure  by  a 60%  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice 
of  intent  to  seek  such  endorsement  is  given  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaws. 

§6.2  "Early  endorsement”  shall  mean  a vote  on  endorsement  taken  prior  to  (1)  the 
filing  deadline  for  candidates  in  a candidate  election  or  (2)  the  deadline  for 
submission  or  certification  of  ballot  measures  for  the  election  in  which  a ballot 
measure  is  to  be  voted  upon;  or  (3)  the  calling  of  a special  election  in  the  case  of  a 
ballot  measure  submitted  for  vote  at  a special  election. 

RCV  ENDORSEMENTS 

§7.0  In  elections  utilizing  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV},  the  SFDCCC  shall  conduct 
endorsement  votes  as  follows: 

§7.1  The  SFDCCC  will  vote  for  endorsement  on  the  given  office  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  “No 
Endorsement,”  no  endorsement  shall  be  made  and  no  further  endorsement  votes 
shall  be  taken  for  the  office.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed,  then  a second  round  of 
endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section  7.2. 

§7.2  In  the  second  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  the  one  already  endorsed,  by 
majority  vote,  as  provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the 
SFDCCC  votes  “No  Endorsement,”  no  ranked  choices  shall  be  recommended  for  the 
office,  and  the  candidate  endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  the  exclusive 
recommendation  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this  round  of 
voting, 

a}  That  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #2,  and  the  candidate 
endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #1;  and 

b)  A third  round  of  endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section 
7.3. 

§7.3  In  the  third  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  those  endorsed,  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Bylaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,"  the  candidates  endorsed  as  Choice  #1  and  Choice  #2  shall  be  the 
exclusive  recommendations  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this 
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round  of  voting  that  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #3. 

§7.4  In  the  event  that  the  SFDCCC  endorses  a second-ranked  and/or  third-ranked 
candidate  for  any  race,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

§7.5  The  SFDCCC  slate  card  will  list  the  ranked  endorsements  in  order  (i.e.,  first- 
ranked,  then  second-ranked,  then  third-ranked).  Each  ranked  endorsement  will  be 
clearly  labeled  as  first,  second,  or  third,  and  the  first-ranked  endorsement  will 
appear  in  a larger  font  and  bolder  typeface  than  the  second  and  third-ranked 
endorsements. 

§7.6  Only  first-ranked  endorsees  will  be  permitted  to  hold  themselves  out  as  the 
endorsees  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  only 
hold  themselves  out  as  having  received  the  second  or  third-ranked  endorsement  A 
statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or  third  ranking  must  accompany  any 
statement  (oral  or  in  writing)  that  the  candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Democratic  Party.  Moreover,  the  statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or 
third  ranking  must  be  in  the  same  font  and  typeface  as  the  statement  that  the 
candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the  party.  Thus,  for  example,  signs,  mailers,  and 
other  literature  distributed  by  second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  not  state 
that  the  candidate  has  received  the  party  endorsement,  with  an  asterisk  that  directs 
the  viewer  to  a different  part  of  the  material  with  information  about  ranking;  rather, 
the  two  pieces  of  information  must  appear  together  and  with  the  same  font  and 
type-face. 

§7.7  The  spirit  of  sections  7.5  and  7.6  is  to  ensure  that  voters  are  not  confused  about 
the  SFDCCC’s  endorsements.  The  SFDCCC's  intent  is  to  require  candidates  who 
accept  the  SFDCCC’s  second  and  third-ranked  endorsements  to  disclose  fully  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  the  first-ranked  endorsee. 

§7.8  Each  candidate  who  applies  for  the  SFDCCC’s  endorsement  shall  sign  a 
statement  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  above  rules.  Any  second  or  third-ranked 
endorsee  who  violates  the  above  rules  will  be  subject  to  revocation  of  the  SFDCCC’s 
endorsement.  (§7.0  - 7.8  adopted  7/28/04  and  amended  July  25,  2007) 

§7.9  When  the  SFDCCC  sends  out  endorsement  questionnaires,  the  policy  on  the  use 
of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement  related  to  ranked  choice  voting  (RCV)  shall  be  included 
with  a signature  request  that  candidates,  if  endorsed,  will  abide  by  its  policy. 

§7.10  The  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  any  and  all  necessary 
steps  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement 

§7.11  If  any  third  party  or  "Independent  Expenditure”  is  made  which  inaccurately 
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reflects  the  ranked  choice  for  the  candidate,  a press  release  will  be  issued  clarifying 
the  endorsement. 

§7.12  If  any  campaign,  via  literature,  communication — verbal  or  electronic — or 
phone  banking,  fails  to  correctly  state  the  ranked  choice  endorsement,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  investigate  the  circumstances  and,  at  the  very  least,  a press  release 
will  be  disseminated  to  clarify  the  endorsement.  Circumstances  may  also  warrant  a 
rescission  of  the  endorsement  and  a press  release  will  be  sent  so  noting.  If  such 
violation  occurs  two  weeks  or  less  before  the  election,  the  endorsement  is 
automatically  rescinded  and  a press  conference  and  release  so  stating  will  occur. 

§7.13  If  a campaign  unknowingly  violates  the  rules  of  the  Committee  and  it  is  more 
than  six  weeks  before  the  election,  the  campaign  must  take  satisfactory  steps  to 
clarify  the  information  as  befits  the  dissemination  of  the  incorrect  information. 

(§7.9  - 7.13  adopted  9/22/04) 

ARTICLE  VIII.  FINANCIAL  REPORTING  POLICY 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  is  governed  by  both  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its  reporting  practices  are  administered 
by  both  the  California  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC).  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party  to  follow  the  current  guidelines  as  issued  by  both  the  FPPC  and 
the  SFEC. 

§2.0  In  a non-election  year  the  baseline  reporting  period  is  semi-annual.  In  addition, 
special  reporting  is  required  for  all  elections  including  special  elections.  The  FPPC 
issues  a calendar  of  the  reporting  periods  for  each  election  cycle  including 
deadlines.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  guidelines  will  result  in  penalties  and/or 
fines. 

§3.0  Three  hard  copies  (e.g.  computer  generated  copies  on  paper)  and  one 
electronic  format  copy  shall  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC) 
with  one  of  the  hard  copies  date  stamped  by  the  Ethics  Commission  and  returned  to 
the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  for  the  permanent  record  file. 


ARTICLE  IX.  BUDGET  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  In  order  to  facilitate  the  process  of  identifying  targeted  fundraising  goals  and 
financial  needs,  the  SFDCCC  will  establish  an  annual  budget.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an 
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operational  budget  that  shall  be  mailed  to  each  SFDCCC  member  with  the  January 
agenda  package.  The  budget  will  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  January 
meeting  for  review  and  adoption  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  preparation  of  the  budget 
shall  be  based  on  historical  information  and  current  data,  as  well  as  budgeted 
projections  available  at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.  This  budget  may  be 
amended  during  the  year  due  to  changing  financial  resources  or  priorities. 

§2.0  The  Treasurer  of  the  SFDCCC  will  prepare  a monthly  financial  report.  The 
monthly  report  shall  contain,  at  a minimum,  actual  amounts,  year  to  date  expenses, 
and  annual  budget  figures. 


ARTICLE  X.  PURCHASING  POLICY 

§1.0  This  policy  applies  to  all  purchases  of  office  equipment  and  supplies  over  $500. 
These  purchases  will  be  made  through  consultation  of  the  Executive  Director  with 
the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  the  Party  Chair.  Criteria  will  be  established  for 
developing  approved  vendor  lists.  The  approved  vendor  lists  along  with  the  criteria 
will  be  maintained  in  the  Party  office.  The  criteria  will  establish  a minimum 
qualification  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  vendors  lists  and  are  not  intended  to 
serve  as  a ranking  of  vendors. 

§2.0  The  criteria  will  be  based  on  the  current  policies  of  the  SFDCCC  and  in  accord 
with  Party  goals.  Competitive  quotes  from  at  least  three  vendors  will  be  obtained 
for  all  purchases  of  $500  or  greater.  Single  vendor  purchases  without  competitive 
quotes  may  be  used  for  purchases  of  under  $500. 

§3.0  Vendor  Questionnaire  (See  Addendum  B). 


ARTICLE  XI.  MEMBERSHIP  CATEGORY  AND  MEMBER  LIST  POLICY 

§1.0  The  SFDCCC  has  three  types  of  members.  These  are  elected  members,  ex  officio 
members  and  associate  members. 

a)  The  elected  members  are  those  members  elected  by  the  registered 
Democrats  in  the  member’s  Assembly  District  (AD).  They  are  voting 
members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b)  Ex  officio  members  are  elected  public  office  holders  from  the  Democratic 
Party  who  are  the  current  members  of  the  California  Assembly  and  State 
Senate  representing  San  Francisco,  U.S.  Congressional  Representatives  from 
San  Francisco  and  U.S.  Senators  who  reside  in  San  Francisco.  Ex  officio 
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members  may  each  send  a designated  representative  in  place  of  attending 
the  SFDCCC  meeting  personally.  Ex  officio  members  exercise  the  right  to 
vote,  or,  in  their  place,  their  representatives  have  that  right. 

c)  Associate  members  are  the  chairs  or  presidents  of  each  of  the  chartered 
San  Francisco  Democratic  clubs.  Each  club  has  one  associate  member.  The 
associate  member  may  participate  in  discussion  but  does  not  vote. 

§2.0  A list  of  all  SFDCCC  members’  names  along  with  addresses,  phone  numbers,  and 
email  addresses  is  available  in  the  SFDCCC  office  for  distribution  to  any  candidate, 
campaign  or  member  of  the  public. 


ARTICLE  XII.  MEMBER  ATTENDANCE  POLICY 

§1.0  The  work  of  the  SFDCCC  includes  maintaining  a Party  office,  organizing 
Democratic  Party  fundraisers,  conducting  and  contributing  to  the  SFDCCC  meetings, 
facilitating  a coordinated  campaign  for  elections  and  the  committee  work  of  the 
local  Party  required  for  organizational  maintenance.  The  participation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  these  goals  and 
needs. 

§2.0  Elected  and  ex  officio  members  or  their  designated  representatives  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC. 
The  associate  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
SFDCCC.  In  addition,  serving  on  a fundraising  event  committee,  a standing  or  special 
committee  or  working  in  the  coordinated  campaign  is  a valuable  way  of  contributing 
to  the  Party. 

§3.0  Careful  and  accurate  attendance  records  will  be  maintained.  They  are  public 
records.  These  records  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
office. 

§4.0  Anyone  may  request  a copy  of  the  SFDCCC  attendance  records.  These  will  be 
provided  within  a reasonable  time  period  from  the  date  of  the  request  [e.g.,  within 
10  days). 

§5.0  SFDCCC  attendance  records,  covering  a period  of  time,  may  periodically  be 
included  with  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  and  agenda  packets

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ARTICLE  I.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to 
provide  information  to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  (SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices 
and  processes  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written 
procedures  will  ease  confusion  and  enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success 
of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules 
(e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement 
to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are 
the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party.  It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two 
documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a 
Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be  maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual 
in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on  request. 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process.  The  Policy  and  Procedures 
Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and 
shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 


ARTICLE  II.  NON-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

§1.0  It  is  the  Policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  not  to  discriminate  based 
on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age, 
gender,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  or  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  ImmuneVirus  (HIV)  infection.  The 
Party's  goal  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  The  local  Party  shall  take  affirmative  action 
to  achieve  diversity  in  composition,  contracts,  and  employment. 


ARTICLE  III.  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  The  ability  of  the  local  Party  to  secure  and  maintain  the  services  of  an  employee 
or  employees  is  dependent  on  financial  resources.  This  will  vary  periodically 
according  to  need  and  ability. 


§2.0  When  employment  opportunities  become  available,  it  will  be  the  Party  practice 
to  make  the  information  as  widely  known  as  possible,  especially  through  the 
chartered  Democratic  clubs.  Applicants  are  considered  without  regard  to  actual  or 
perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  gender,  marital 
status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  Immune  Virus  (HIV)  infection.  Prospective  candidates 
are  reviewed  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Screening  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Party  Chair,  who 
makes  a selection.  The  Party  Chair  is  responsible  for  supervising  and  evaluating 
employees. 

§3.0  Employee  job  descriptions  are  maintained  in  the  Party  Office  Manual.  Job 
descriptions  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  for  compliance  with  current 
practice  and  the  policy  of  the  SFDCCC. 

§4.0  Any  spousal  benefit  package  will  include  equivalent  benefits  for  the  domestic 
partners  of  employees. 

§5.0  A probationary  period  of  ninety  days  (90  days)  will  be  in  effect  commencing 
with  the  date  of  the  actual  start  of  employment  for  all  permanent  employees  or 
employees  hired  for  a year  or  longer.  This  ninety-day  probationary  period  will  be 
followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation.  Written  performance 
evaluations  shall  occur  at  least  annually.  For  temporary  employees  or  those  hired 
for  less  than  a year,  the  probationary  period  will  be  thirty  days  (30  days)  and  shall 
be  followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation. 

§6.0  Employee  grievances  are  handled  in  a two-step  process.  The  first  step  is 
discussion  with  the  Party  Chair.  If  the  matter  remains  unresolved,  then  in  the 
second  step  it  may  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a final  decision. 


ARTICLE  IV.  SLATE  CARD  CONTRACTING  POLICY 

§1.0  To  ensure  a fair  and  democratic  process  in  all  slate  card  production  contracting 
procedures  and  to  demonstrate  fully  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's 
commitment  to  the  principles  of  affirmative  action  and  recognition  of  diversity,  the 
following  guidelines  will  be  followed.  "Slate  Card  Production"  is  defined  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  printing,  graphic  design,  mail  house,  labels,  fundraising, 
and  consultant  services. 

§2.0  The  Party  Chair  shall  appoint  a Bidding  Subcommittee  to  administer  each  bid 
arising  from  each  contracting  opportunity  outlined  above.  This  subcommittee  will 
include,  at  a minimum,  the  Party  Chair,  the  Party  Treasurer,  a Chair  appointed  by 


the  Party  Chair,  at  least  two  other  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  and  any  other 
voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  who  would  like  to  serve  on  this  bidding 
subcommittee  may  serve  as  full  voting  members.  All  meetings  of  the  bidding 
subcommittee  shall  be  noticed  and  open  to  the  general  public.  Only  voting  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  voting  members  of  the  bidding  subcommittee  except  as  noted 
in  section  10. 

§2.1  The  purpose  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  is  to  perform  all  administrative 
functions  necessary  to  solicit  and  organize  bid  proposals  for  the  SFDCCC.  The 
Subcommittee  shall  forward  all  bids  received  to  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  full  SFDCCC 
will  take  final  action  on  all  contracts  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

§3.0  In  case  of  an  emergency  of  limited  time  and  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Party  Chair,  the  Chair  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee,  and  the  Party  Treasurer  may 
award  a contract  without  requesting  bids.  The  Party  Chair  shall  announce  this 
decision  and  the  reason  for  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Whenever 
possible,  final  action  shall  be  taken  by  a vote  of  the  SFDCCC  at  an  open  meeting. 

§4.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  will  make  reasonable  efforts  to  notify  as  many 
people  as  possible  when  a Request  for  Proposal  is  available.  Whenever  possible, 
this  notification  shall  be  made  thirty  to  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  due  date  for  the 
bid.  This  Subcommittee  shall  at  least  send  written  notice  to  all  members  (including 
Associate  Members)  of  the  SFDCCC  and  send  notice  to  San  Francisco’s  daily,  weekly, 
ethnic,  neighborhood,  and  community  newspapers,  including  all  of  the  City's  official 
outreach  papers.  Other  outreach  efforts  will  be  made  to  the  extent  that  resources 
permit. 

§5.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  draft  the  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  within 
the  following  guidelines: 

§5.1  The  request  for  Proposal  shall  include  a description  of  the  scope  of  work  and 
timetables  for  its  completion.  Additionally,  the  RFP  shall  request  information  on: 

a)  Whether  the  bidder  is  registered  or  certified  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  ora  Woman-owned  Business  Enterprise  (WBE); 

b)  Whether  the  bidder  meets  the  SFDCCC's  definition  of  Disabled-owned 
Business  Enterprise  (DBE). 

(1)  The  SFDCCC  hereby  adopts  the  definition  of  disabled  as  used  in  42 
U.S.C.  Chapter  126.  Section  12102,  otherwise  known  as  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990.  The  term  "disability”  means,  with 


respect  to  an  individual: 


(A)  A physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  the  major  life  activities  of  each  individual; 

(B)  A record  of  such  impairment;  or  being  regarded  as  having 
such  an  impairment.  The  Disabled-owned  Business  Enterprise 
must  be  more  than  50%  owned  by  people  meeting  the 
definition  of  disabled. 

(2)  The  DBE  will  file  a form,  under  penalty  of  losing  the  contract  if 
they  are  found  not  to  be  disabled  as  defined,  with  the  SFDCCC  that 
they  meet  this  definition  of  disabled. 

(3)  What  the  address  of  the  bidder’s  principal  place  of  business;  and,  if 
bid  is  for  printing, 

(4)  Whether  bidder  uses  only  union  labor. 

§5.2  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  invite  bidders  to  submit  statements  or 
policies  regarding  diversity  and  affirmative  action  in  their  workforce  and/or 
ownership.  The  RFP  should  indicate  to  potential  bidders  that  the  SFDCCC  will  look 
more  favorably  on  bidders  with  diversity  among  their  workforce  and  ownership. 
Diversity  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  protected  classes  listed  below. 

§5.3  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  request  additional  information  from  bidders 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  cost,  experience,  present  ability,  examples  of  past  work 
(as  applicable),  and  a list  of  references. 

§5.4  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  notify  all  bidders  that  any  contract  with  the 
SFDCCC  will  include  the  following  statements:  Contractor  will  not  discriminate  in 
employment  on  the  ground  or  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  AIDS-related  condition  (ARC).  Contractor  will  also 
not  discriminate  in  providing  domestic  partner  benefits. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  implementing  this  statement,  the  SFDCCC  incorporates 
any  and  all  definitions  and  exceptions  that  appear  in  Article  12B  of  the 
Administrative  Code  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter,  and 

(b)  Contractor  agrees  not  to  engage  in  any  activity  which  denigrates  or 
undermines  the  official  slate  card  of  the  SFDCCC  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
participating  in  the  production  of  a slate  card  designed  to  look  like  the  official 
slate  card  which  supports  positions  different  from  the  SFDCCC’s  positions. 


§6.0  Prior  to  passing  all  bids  to  the  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  check 
references  on  bidders.  Results  of  this  check  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  SFDCCC. 

§7.0  In  preparing  the  bids  for  the  full  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall 
adjust  the  costs  of  bids  as  follows:  Each  category  entitles  the  bidder  to  a five 
percent  (5%)  reduction  in  her  or  his  bid;  multiple  categories  may  be  combined  for 
up  to  a maximum  of  ten  percent  (10%)  reduction  in  cost. 

a)  Certified  or  registered  as  MBE 

b)  Certified  or  registered  as  WBE 

c)  Qualified  as  meeting  the  definition  of  a certified  DBE  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.1(b). 

4)  Principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco;  or  printer  with  principal 
place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Santa 
Clara,  Napa,  Solano,  Sonoma,  or  Marin  County. 

§7.1  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  pass  to  the  full  County  Committee  a page 
showing  the  actual  bid  received,  and,  in  larger  type,  the  adjusted  bid,  including  one 
copy  of  all  documents  received  in  response  to  the  request  for  proposal  for  each 
bidder.  The  reason  for  making  the  adjustment  shall  also  be  shown  on  this  page. 

§8.0  In  selecting  a printer,  only  union  shops  will  be  considered. 

§9.0  SFDCCC  members  shall  consider  any  "diversity  statements”  in  addition  to  costs 
and  other  qualifications  of  each  bidder. 

§9.1  Whenever  possible,  where  appropriate  the  SFDCCC  shall  consider  the  low  bid. 

§10.0  No  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  permitted  to  bid  on  any  contract  let 
by  the  SFDCCC.  In  addition,  no  voting  member  who  currently  employs  anyone 
bidding  on  a contract  with  the  SFDCCC,  or  who  has  a business  partner,  contractor, 
employee,  or  relative  (including  spouses  and  domestic  partners)  may  serve  on  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee  or  may  vote  on  the  award  of  any  SFDCCC  contract.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  of  interest  involving  the  Chair,  the  Treasurer,  or  the  Chair  of  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee,  he/she  may  designate  another  voting  member  of  the  DCCC 
who  does  not  have  a conflict  to  serve  in  his/her  place  on  the  Bidding  Subcommittee. 

§10.1  SFDCCC  members  shall  not  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by 
the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  this  policy.  A financial  interest  exists  for  a member  if  it  is 
reasonably  foreseeable  that  the  decision  will  have  a material  financial  effect, 
distinguishable  from  its  effect  on  the  public  generally. 


§10.2  As  a guide,  the  SFDCCC  shall  adhere  to  all  definitions  and  exceptions 
contained  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  California  Code,  including 
Government  Code  87100,  87300  and  Government  Code  1090, 1091  and  1091.5,  and 
Title  2, 18730  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations.  The  SFDCCC  may  also  use  San 
Francisco  City  Charter  section  8.105(a)  as  a guide. 


ARTICLE  V.  POLICY  ON  CHARTERING  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  CLUBS 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  seeks  to  actively  assist  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  Democratic  clubs  whose  purpose  is  to  support  and  promote  the 
goals  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Those  Democratic  clubs  may  be  "chartered"  when 
they  achieve  the  following  basic  requirements. 

§2.0  A club  interested  in  becoming  a chartered  Democratic  club  must  complete  and 
return  an  application  form  provided  by  the  SFDCCC.  Second,  a list  of  at  least  twenty 
names  of  active  members  must  be  provided,  including  the  list  of  Officers  for  the 
club.  A letter  of  intent  including  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  club  and  any 
supporting  material  may  also  be  submitted  at  this  time.  Chartered  clubs  must  notify 
the  SFDCCC  when  there  is  a change  of  officers,  address  or  phone/contact  number. 
Clubs  are  required  to  re-charter  after  each  SFDCCC  election  - approximately  every 
two  years. 

§3.0  The  materials  must  be  submitted  to  the  Chair  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party  or  designee  who  will  calendar  the  item  for  action.  The  application  is  acted  on 
by  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  It  is  highly  recommended  that  representatives  from  the  club 
seeking  chartering  be  present  at  the  vote  to  answer  any  questions  and  provide  any 
additional  information.  Following  successful  chartering,  the  President  or 
Chairperson  of  the  chartered  club  becomes  an  associate  member  of  the  SFDCCC 
(Refer  to  Bylaws). 

§4.0  Failure  to  hear  from  a chartered  club  within  a reasonable  period  (e.g.,  six 
months)  after  three  attempts  to  contact  it  may  result  in  the  club  being  placed  in  an 
inactive  status  until  it  reactivates  its  charter.  Inactive  status  for  two  years  may 
result  in  status  as  a defunct  club  and  being  deleted  from  the  current  list  of  chartered 
Democratic  clubs.  Inactive  and  defunct  clubs  may  always  reactivate  their  charters 
via  the  process  outlined  above. 

§5.0  Democratic  clubs  chartered  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  adhere 
to  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  Bylaws.  Article  IX.  Section  2, 
prohibiting  the  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  for  partisan  races. 
The  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  by  chartered  Democratic 


clubs  is  allowed  only  in  non-partisan  races,  and  in  "top  two”  races  in  which  no 
Democrat  qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot,  provided  that  the  endorsed 
candidate's  non-Democratic  party  membership  or  partisan  non-affiliation  is  clearly 
identified  in  all  postal  mailings,  and  printed  and  online  advertisements,  in  typeface 
not  smaller  than  14-points.  fE.g..  "Annemarie  Conroy  for  Supervisor  (Republican 
Party  member”  or  "Matt  Gonzalez  for  Supervisor  (Green  Party  memberVT 


ARTICLE  VI.  RESOLUTIONS  POLICY 

§1.0  Resolutions  are  original  main  motions  submitted  in  resolution  form  either 
because  of  their  importance  or  complexity  (Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised]. 
Resolutions  are  frequently  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Non-emergency  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Issues 
Committee  prior  to  consideration  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  In  order  to  provide  for  full 
and  adequate  consideration  of  resolutions,  they  must  be  submitted  in  written  form 
to  the  Issues  Committee  and  the  Party  Chair  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  considered.  Copies  must  be  provided  for  all 
members.  Late  resolutions  will  not  be  considered  by  the  SFDCCC  except  as 
indicated  below. 


£2.0  The  form  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Resolutions  shall  include  a 
maximum  of  three  "Whereas”  clauses  and  two  "Resolved"  clauses.  Additional 
information  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  addenda.  Resolutions  like  all  original 
main  motions  are  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  adopted  resolution 
will  be  numbered  beginning  with  the  year  of  adoption  followed  by  a dash  then  the 
month  and  then  another  dash  followed  by  .a  one-  or  two-word  identifying 


description  from  the  title  of  the  resolution 20  1 2-()7-City-Collegc.pdQ. 
Approved  resolutions  will  be  posted  online  to  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
website  Twithin  10  (ten)  days  of  adoption.  In  theeventofan  emergency  matter  or 
time  critical  resolution,  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  by  the  SFDCCC  in  a manner 
consistent  with  the  party  Bylaws. 

§3.0  Sample  Resolution  (See  Addendum  A). 

ARTICLE  VII.  CANDIDATE  AND  INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  One  of  the  primary  priorities  of  the  local  Democratic  Party  is  the  endorsement 
of  candidates  for  office  and  initiative  propositions  placed  on  the  ballot.  The 
endorsement  process  informs  the  public  of  the  official  Democratic  Party  positions. 


CANDIDATE  ENDORSEMENT 


§2.0  The  Candidate  Endorsement  process  begins  with  the  development  of  a 
candidate  questionnaire  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  candidate 
questionnaires  are  sent  to  all  registered  Democratic  candidates  and  marked  with  a 
clearly  defined  return  deadline.  To  be  considered  for  endorsement,  candidates  must 
submit  forty  written  copies  of  their  completed  questionnaire  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  prior  to  the  deadline.  After  reviewing  the  questionnaires,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  determines  which  candidates  are  selected  for  interviews  before  the  full 
SFDCCC.  Each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  is  provided  with  a copy  of  the  candidate 
questionnaire  from  each  candidate  that  is  scheduled  for  an  interview  appointment. 

§3.0  The  interview  process  permits  each  candidate  to  make  a brief  statement  and 
answer  questions  from  SFDCCC  members.  The  time  allotted  for  each  candidate  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  office  being  sought  This  will 
vary  according  to  each  election  cycle.  An  example  of  times  allotted  is: 

Candidates  for  Mayor  - 15  minutes, 

Candidates  for  Board  of  Supervisors  - 10  minutes, 

Candidates  for  College  Board  - 8 minutes, 

Candidates  for  School  Board  - 8 minutes,  and 
All  other  Candidates  - 5 minutes. 

§4.0  In  the  candidate  endorsement  procedure  the  votes  of  all  SFDCCC  members  are 
recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to  the  Bylaws  for  the  voting 
process  itself. 

INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT 
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£5.0,  Statewide  propositions  are  reviewed  and  endorsed  or  rejected  by  the  State 

.Democratic  Party.  However,  if  the  State  Party  takes  "No  Position”  on  a Statewide 

proposition  then  the  local  Party  is  free  to  take  a position  if  it  so  chooses. 

§6.0  The  Issues  Committee  reviews  all  local  propositions  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  SFDCCC.  Representatives  of  the  various  propositions  are 
invited  to  make  brief  presentations  and  answer  questions.  The  time  allowed  will 
depend  on  the  number  of  speakers.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  vote  of  the 
SFDCCC.  Members’  votes  are  recorded  and  are  a matter  ofpublic  record.  Refer  to 
the  Bylaws  for  the  voting  process  itself. 


EARLY  ENDORSEMENT  OF  CANDIDATES  AND  INITIATIVES 


§6.1  The  SFDCCC  may  make  an  early  endorsement  of  a candidate  or  position  on  a 
ballot  measure  by  a 60%  \ ote  of  those  present  and  voting  provided  that  due  notice 
of  intent  to  seek  such  endorsement  is  given  in  conformity  with  Article  IV.  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaws. 

§6.2  "Early  endorsement"  shall  mean  a vote  on  endorsement  taken  prior  to  f 11  the 
filing  deadline  for  candidates  in  a candidate  election  or  f21  the  deadline  for 
submission  or  certification  of  ballot  measures  for  the  election  in  which  a ballot 
measure  is  to  be  voted  upon;  or  f31  the  calling  of  a special  election  in  the  case  of  a 
ballot  measure  submitted  for  vote  at  a special  election. 

RCV  ENDORSEMENTS 

J§7.0  In  elections  utilizing  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV),  the  SFDCCC  shall  conduct 
endorsement  votes  as  follows: 
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§7.1  The  SFDCCC  will  vote  for  endorsement  on  the  given  office  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  ."No 
Endorsement,”  no  endorsement  shall  be  made  and  no  further  endorsement  votes 
^hall  be  taken  for  the  office.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed,  then  a second  round  of 
endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section  7.2. 

§7.2  In  the  second  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  the  one  already  endorsed,  by 
majority  vote,  as  provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the 
SFDCCC  votes  "No  Endorsement,"  no  ranked  choices  shall  be  recommended  for  the 
office,  and  the^andidate  endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  the  exclusive 
recommendation  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this  round  of 
voting, 

jOJhat  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #2,  and  the  candidate 
endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #1;  and 

&)  A.third  round  of  endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section

§7.3  In  the  third  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  those  endorsed,  by  majority  vote,  as 
| provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws^  ]f  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,"  the  candidates  endorsed  as  Choice  #1  and  Choice  #2  shall  be  the 
| exclusive  recommendations  of  the  SFDCCC.  Jf  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this 


round  of  voting  that  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #3. 

§7.4  In  the  event  that  the  SFDCCC  endorses  a second-ranked  and/or  third-ranked 
candidate  for  any  race,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

§7.5  The  SFDCCC  slate  card  will  list  the  ranked  endorsements  in  order  (i.e.,  first- 
ranked,  then  second-ranked,  then  third-ranked).  Each  ranked  endorsement  will  be 
clearly  labeled  as  first,  second,  or  third,  and  the  first-ranked  endorsement  will 
appear  in  a larger  font  and  bolder  typeface  than  the  second  and  third-ranked 
endorsements. 

§7.6  Only  first-ranked  endorsees  will  be  permitted  to  hold  themselves  out  as  the 
endorsees  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  only 
hold  themselves  out  as  having  received  the  second  or  third-ranked  endorsement.  A 
statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or  third  ranking  must  accompany  any 
statement  (oral  or  in  writing)  that  the  candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Democratic  Party.  Moreover,  the  statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or 
third  ranking  must  be  in  the  same  font  and  typeface  as  the  statement  that  the 
candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the  party.  Thus,  for  example,  signs,  mailers,  and 
other  literature  distributed  by  second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  not  state 
that  the  candidate  has  received  the  party  endorsement,  with  an  asterisk  that  directs 
the  viewer  to  a different  part  of  the  material  with  information  about  ranking;  rather, 
the  two  pieces  of  information  must  appear  together  and  with  the  same  font  and 
type-face. 

§7.7  The  spirit  of  sections  7.5  and  7.6  is  to  ensure  that  voters  are  not  confused  about 
| Jhe  SFDCCC’s  endorsements.  The  SFDCCCs  intent  is  to  require  candidates  who 
accept  the  SFDCCC’s  second  and  third-ranked  endorsements  to  disclose  fully  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  the  first-ranked  endorsee. 

§7.8  Each  candidate  who  applies  for  the  SFDCCC’s  endorsement  shall  sign  a 
statement  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  above  rules.  Any  second  or  third-ranked 
| endorseeTwho  violates  the  above  rules  will  be  subject  to  revocation  of  the  SFDCCC’s 
endorsement.  (§7.0  - 7.8  adopted  7/28/04  and  amended  July  25,  2007) 

§7.9  When  the  SFDCCC  sends  out  endorsement  questionnaires,  the  policy  on  the  use 
of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement  related  to  ranked  choice  voting  (RCV)  shall  be  included 
with  a signature  request  that  candidates,  if  endorsed,  will  abide  by  its  policy. 

§7.10  The  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  any  and  all  necessary 
steps  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement 

| §7.1 1 If  any  third  party  or  "Independent  Expenditure"  is  made  which  inaccurately 


| Reflects  the  ranked  choice  for  the  candidate,  a press  release  will  be  issued  clarifying 
the  endorsement. 

§7.12  If  any  campaign,  via  literature,  communication — verbal  or  electronic — or 
phone  banking,  fails  to  correctly  state  the  ranked  choice  endorsement,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  investigate  the  circumstances  and,  at  the  very  least,  a press  release 
will  be  disseminated  to  clarify  the  endorsement.  Circumstances  may  also  warrant  a 
rescission  of  the  endorsement  and  a press  release  will  be  sent  so  noting.  If  such 
violation  occurs  two  weeks  or  less  before  the  election,  the  endorsement  is 
automatically  rescinded  and  a press  conference  and  release  so  stating  will  occur. 

§7.13  If  a campaign  unknowingly  violates  the  rules  of  the  Committee  and  it  is  more 
than  six  weeks  before  the  election,  the  campaign  must  take  satisfactory  steps  to 
clarify  the  information  as  befits  the  dissemination  of  the  incorrect  information. 

(§7.9  - 7.13  adopted  9/22/04) 

ARTICLE  Vm., FINANCIAL  REPORTING  POLO 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  is  governed  by  both  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its  reporting  practices  are  administered 
by  both  the  California  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC).  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party  to  follow  the  current  guidelines  as  issued  by  both  the  FPPC  and 
the  SFEC. 

§2.0  In  a non-election  year  the  baseline  reporting  period  is  semi-annual.  In  addition, 
special  reporting  is  required  for  all  elections  including  special  elections.  The  FPPC 
issues  a calendar  of  the  reporting  periods  for  each  election  cycle  including 
deadlines.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  guidelines  will  result  in  penalties  and/or 
fines. 
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§3.0  Three  hard  copies  (e.g.  computer  generated  copies  on  paper)  and  one 
electronic  format  copy  shall  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC) 
with  one  of  the  hard  copies  date  stamped  by  the  Ethics  Commission  and  returned  to 
the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  for  the  permanent  record  file. 


ARTICLE  IX.  BUDGET  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  In  order  to  facilitate  the  process  of  identifying  targeted  fundraising  goals  and 
financial  needs,  the  SFDCCC  will  establish  an  annual  budget.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an 


operational  budget  that  shall  be  mailed  to  each  SFDCCC  member  with  the  January 
agenda  package.  The  budget  will  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  January 
meeting  for  review  and  adoption  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  preparation  of  the  budget 
shall  be  based  on  historical  information  and  current  data,  as  well  as  budgeted 
projections  available  at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.  This  budget  may  be 
amended  during  the  year  due  to  changing  financial  resources  or  priorities. 

§2.0  The  Treasurer  of  the  SFDCCC  will  prepare  a monthly  financial  report.  The 
monthly  report  shall  contain,  at  a minimum,  actual  amounts,  year  to  date  expenses, 
and  annual  budget  figures. 


ARTICLE  X.  PURCHASING  POLICY 

§1.0  This  policy  applies  to  all  purchases  of  office  equipment  and  supplies  over  $500. 
These  purchases  will  be  made  through  consultation  of  the  Executive  Director  with 
the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  the  Party  Chair.  Criteria  will  be  established  for 
developing  approved  vendor  lists.  The  approved  vendor  lists  along  with  the  criteria 
will  be  maintained  in  the  Party  office.  The  criteria  will  establish  a minimum 
qualification  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  vendors  lists  and  are  not  intended  to 
serve  as  a ranking  of  vendors. 

§2.0  The  criteria  will  be  based  on  the  current  policies  of  the  SFDCCC  and  in  accord 
with  Party  goals.  Competitive  quotes  from  at  least  three  vendors  will  be  obtained 
for  all  purchases  of  $500,or  greater.  Single  vendor  purchases  without  competitive 
quotes  may  be  used  for  purchases  of  under  $500, 

§3.0  Vendor  Questionnaire  (See  Addendum  B). 


ARTICLE  XI.  MEMBERSHIP  CATEGORY  AND  MEMBER  LIST  POLICY 

§1.0  The  SFDCCC  has  three  types  of  members.  These  are  elected  members,  ex  officio 
members  and  associate  members. 

The  elected  members  are  those  members  elected  by  the  registered 
Democrats  injhe  member's  Assembly  District  (AD],  They  are  voting 
members  of  the  SFDCCC., 

t>XEx  officio  members  are  elected  public  office  holders  from  the  Democratic 
Party  who  are  the  current  members  of  the  California  Assembly  and£ta£e 
Senate  representing  San  Francisco,  LLS.  Congressional  Representatives  from 
San  Francisco  and  U.S.  Senators  who  reside  in  San  Francisco.  Ex  officio 
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members  may  each  send  a designated  representative  in  place  of  attending 
the  SFDCCC  meeting  personally.  Ex  officio  members  exercise  the  right  to 
vote,  or,  in  their  place,  their  representatives  have  that  right. 

Tc)  Associate  members  are  the  chairs  or  presidents  of  each  of  the  chartered 
San  Francisco  Democratic  clubs.  Each  club  has  one  associate  member.  The 
associate  member  may  participate  in  discussion  but  does  not  vote. 

§^.0  A list  of  all  SFDCCC  members'  names  along  with  addresses,  phone  numbers, ^nd 
email  addresses  is  available  in  the  SFDCCC  office  for  distribution  to  any  candidate, 
campaign  or  member  of  the  public. 

ARTICLE  XII.  MEMBER  ATTENDANCE  POLICY 

§1.0  The  work  of  the  SFDCCC  includes  maintaining  a Party  office,  organizing 
Democratic  Party  fundraisers,  conducting  and  contributing  to  the  SFDCCC  meetings, 
facilitating  a coordinated  campaign  for  elections  and  the  committee  work  of  the 
local  Party  required  for  organizational  maintenance.  The  participation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  these  goals  and 
needs. 

§2.0  Elected  and  ex  officio  members  or  their  designated  representatives  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC. 
The  associate  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
SFDCCC.  In  addition,  serving  on  a fundraising  event  committee,  a standing  or  special 
committee  or  working  in  the  coordinated  campaign  is  a valuable  way  of  contributing 
to  the  Party. 

§3.0  Careful  and  accurate  attendance  records  will  be  maintained.  They  are  public 
records.  These  records  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
office. 

§4.0  Anyone  may  request  a copy  of  the  SFDCCC  attendance  records.  These  will  be 
provided  within  a reasonable  time  period  from  the  date  of  the  request  (e.g.,  within 
10  days). 

§5.0  SFDCCC  attendance  records,  covering  a period  of  time,  may  periodically  be 
included  with  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  and  agenda  packets

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY 
SUPPORTING  CITY  COLLEGE  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 

WHEREAS,  City  College  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  is  among  the  highest  rated  community  colleges 
in  the  nation  and  serves  the  Bay  Area  with  distinction  by  providing  a valuable  and  much  needed 
resource  for  San  Franciscans  at  every  stage  of  life  and  from  every  neighborhood  - enrolling 
nearly  90,000  students  in  both  for-credit  and  noncredit  courses  each  year,  making  available  the 
only  affordable  path  to  educational  and  economic  opportunity  for  many  students  (a  path  that  is 
especially  critical  for  students  of  color,  immigrant  students  and  economically  disadvantaged 
students),  and  not  least  importantly  training  the  first  responders  in  our  police  and  fire 
departments,  schools  and  hospitals  so  that  they  may  supply  the  services  and  protection  the 
residents  of  the  City  expect  and  demand;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Accrediting  Commission  of  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  (ACCJC)  has  done 
injury  to  CCSF  and  to  San  Francisco  by:  1)  in  July  2012  placing  City  College,  which  it  had  never 
previously  sanctioned,  on  "Show  Cause"  - its  highest  level  of  sanction,  and  providing  less  than  a 
year  for  CCSF  to  fully  address  a range  of  financial,  administrative  and  governance  problems  or 
be  subject  to  de-accreditation  and  closure;  2)  treating  the  significant  progress  the  College  had 
made  in  addressing  each  of  the  Commission's  recommendations  over  the  subsequent  year  as 
insufficient  to  avoid  de-accreditation  of  the  College,  effective  July  2014;  3)  causing  a financial 
crisis  at  the  College  by  causing  the  college  to  lose  thousands  of  students  - a 15%  decline  in 
enrollment  in  2012-13  and  an  additional  decline  in  enrollment  of  nearly  10%  for  the  fall  of 
2013;  4)  making  it  harder  to  recruit  and  retain  the  excellent  faculty,  staff  and  administrators 
upon  whom  the  reform  and  success  of  City  College  would  depend;  and  5)  precipitating  the 
removal  of  the  College's  democratically  elected  Board  of  Trustees;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Federation  of  Teachers  (CFT)  and  others  have  raised  serious  and  well- 
documented  claims  about  the  ACCJC's  lack  of  fairness,  accountability,  transparency,  and 
integrity  in  its  relations  with  many  California  community  colleges  (including  CCSF)  and  the  US 
Department  of  Education  (DOE)  has  determined  in  an  August  13,  2013  letter  to  the  ACCJC  that 
the  ACGC's  accreditation  review  process  does  not  meet  DOE  criteria  for  recognition  of 
accrediting  agencies,  citing  in  particular  1)  the  ACGC's  failure  to  ensure  adequate 


representation  of  both  academic  and  administrative  personnel  on  its  evaluation  teams,  2)  its 
failure  to  establish  clear  and  effective  controls  against  conflicts  of  interest  and  the  appearance 
of  conflicts  of  interests,  3)  its  failure  to  clearly  identify  institutional  deficiencies  and  consequent 
failure  to  afford  regulated  institutions  adequate  due  process,  and  4)  its  failure  to  consistently 
apply  its  own  standards  for  accreditation. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  expresses  its  strong 
support  for  City  College  and  its  deep  concern  and  outrage  regarding  the  ACCJC's  decision  to 
terminate  City  College's  accreditation  and  calls  on  all  San  Francisco  elected  officials  to  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  ensure  that  City  College  remains  open  and  continues  to  provide 
the  rich  variety  of  classes  and  programs  that  San  Franciscans  have  come  to  expect  by  1) 
supporting  the  efforts  of  the  City  College  administrators,  faculty  and  staff  to  address  the  serious 
administrative,  financial  and  governance  challenges  facing  the  College;  2)  calling  for  an 
investigation  of  ACCJC's  practices  by  the  state  legislature  through  hearings  to  determine  what 
actions  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  reform  the  ACCJC  or  implement  an  alternative 
accreditation  regime  that  will  better  serve  the  California  public  by  supporting  a robust,  fair,  and 
productive  accreditation  process  that  upholds  quality  education;  and  3)  working  to  secure  the 
additional  financial  resources  that  will  be  necessary  to  support  and  sustain  City  College  as  it 
attempts  to  weather  the  impending  financial  crisis  brought  about  by  the  ACCJC's  actions.

Smith  stated  he  did  not  object  to  dividing  the  question. 

Jung  stated  the  first  vote  would  be  to  add  Leah  Pimentel’s  resolution,  the  second  vote 
would  be  to  vote  to  continue  Item  6 to  the  August  endorsement  meeting,  and  the  third 
vote  would  be  to  approve  the  agenda,  as  amended.  She  asked  Pimentel  to  explain  her 
resolution. 

Pimentel  replied  her  resolution  supports  AB  217.  Tom  Hsieh  asked  if  this  was  time 
sensitive.  Pimentel  replied  in  the  affirmative,  stating  the  bill  is  in  the  Appropriations 
Committee  and  might  be  decided  by  the  end  of  the  month. 

Vote  on  adding  resolution  to  support  AB217:  Ayes  have  it;  no  abstentions.  Resolution 
will  be  heard  after  Social  Security  Resolution,  item  9. 

Regarding  the  second  vote,  on  continuing  Item  6 to  a future  meeting,  Chiu  objected.  He 
stated  the  DCCC  usually  holds  an  endorsement  vote  within  1 or  2 months  of 
qualification.  This  referendum  was  certified  almost  a year  ago.  Everything  has  been 
said.  He  asked  the  members  to  oppose  this  motion.

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Bevan  Dufty)  Rosenthal  asked  for  clarification  on  the  Executive 
Director's  last  name  and  asked  that  her  name  be  consistent  throughout  the  minutes. 
The  Executive  Director  confirmed  her  preference  for  Ally  Medina  (not  Hergenraeder). 
The  minutes  were  approved  by  acclamation. 


5.  Reports 

a)  Chair  - Jung  explained  that  when  Kelly  became  CDP  Regional  Director  in  Region  6, 
she  received  an  Executive  Board  seat  which  meant  her  DCCC  Executive  Board  seat 
became  available  to  another  member,  and  also  an  Associate  Member  seat  was

available.  At  the  last  meeting,  we  asked  people  to  step  forward  if  they  were 
interested  in  either  seat.  For  the  Executive  Board.  Leslie  Katz  was  approved  by  the 
DCCC  Officers,  appreciating  her  years  of  service  to  the  CDP  and  her  seniority  and 
understanding  of  the  Executive  Board  meetings.  For  the  Associate  Member  position, 
there  was  only  one  name  that  kept  coming  up:  Jonathan  Lyens,  the  President  of  the 
FDR  Democratic  Club.  The  Executive  Board  also  supported  his  appointment.  Jung 
made  a motion  to  ratify  these  two  appointments. 

M/S/C  (Jung/Rothschild)  Motion  approved  by  acclamation. 

Mr.  Lyens  thanked  Kelly,  Wiener,  Carole  Migden,  and  Chiu  for  their  support  and 
asked  the  members  to  join  them  on  the  next  Sunday  Streets,  www.fdrdemclub.com. 

b)  Voter  Registration  - Trevor  McNeil  stated  about  800  new  registrants  were 
received  for  the  month,  totaling  about  2,600  for  the  year  to  date.  He  reporting  he 
has  been  coordinating  with  clubs  and  Sunday  Street  efforts.  The  bounty  program  is 
very  successful  and  available  funds  will  certainly  be  exhausted. 

c)  Club  Chartering-  Leah  Pimentel  reported  there  was  one  club  interested  in 
chartering,  but  their  documents  were  not  received  on  time.  She  also  said  she  was 
planning  on  holding  another  treasurer  training  session. 

d)  Communications  - Matt  Dorsey  reported  revisions  to  policy  and  procedures 
manual  are  in  the  works. 

e)  Finance-  Zoe  Dunning  announced  a fundraiser  will  be  held  at  Jane  Morrison's  house 
for  the  Sue  Bierman  internship  program  on  September  15th.  She  asked  people  to  let 
her  know  if  they  are  interested  in  working  on  this. 

f)  Treasurer-  Tom  Hsieh  reported  the  handout  shows  just  over  $80,000  in  the  DCCC 
bank  accounts.  DCCC  are  caught  up  on  all  payables  and  there  is  discussion  about 
another  event  in  the  fall. 

g)  Executive  Director-  Ally  Medina  announced  voter  registration  in  going 
fantastically  and  we  are  building  up  our  ambassador  training  for  the  summer.  She  is 
still  looking  for  students.  She  asked  the  members  to  support  Clipper  Cards  for  the 
ambassadors.  She  announced  the  next  Sunday  Streets  is  June  9th  in  the  BayView. 

George  Broder  asked  for  more  seating  for  the  members  at  the  DCCC  meetings. 

6.  Endorsement:  8 Washington  Height  and  Bulk  District  Classification  Referendum 
on  November  5,  2013  Ballot  (Chiu,  Avalos,  Campos,  Pimentel) 

M/S/C  (Chiu/Pimentel) 

Chiu  asks  for  a no  vote  on  the  8 Washington  project.  Wiener  had  a point  of  information 
on  the  referendum:  If  you  support  the  project  vote  "yes."  If  you  do  not,  vote  "no.” 

Kelly  stated  that  if  this  was  a project  for  affordable  housing,  she  would  vote  yes.

Kelly  urged  a yes  vote.  Dunning  remarked  she  last  had  some  reservations,  but  had  a 
great  meeting  with  Sue  Englander  from  Harvey  Milk  LGBT  Democratic  Club  and  Kelly. 
Smith  thanked  Dunning  for  modifying  it,  but  noted  it  criticized  the  President  for  going 
after  those  who  will  attack  the  US;  therefore,  he  would  not  support  the  resolution. 

John  Rizzo  stated  that  State  Senator  Leland  Yee  supports  this.  The  NY  Times  reported 
today  that  use  of  drones  is  decreasing. 

Ayes  have  it.  One  no  (Smith).  Feinstein  and  Harris  abstained. 

8.  Resolution:  Opposing  Cuts  to  Social  Security,  Medicare  and  Medicaid  (Kelly) 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Kelly)  Issues  Committee  recommends  to  approve  this. 

Smith  will  oppose  this.  We  must  avoid  fiscally  irresponsible  decisions.  The  social 
security  system  was  designed  for  people  dying  at  61. 

Kelly  applauded  that  people  are  living  longer.  Social  security  helps  children  if  their 
parents  die,  helps  the  disabled.  If  we  lifted  the  cap,  it  would  help  this  make  sense. 

Social  security  is  1%. 

Lyens  from  FDR  club  spoke  from  floor.  The  FDR  club  has  not  taken  a position  on  this. 
Remember  the  social  compact  of  the  New  Deal.  Any  Democrat  should  prioritize  anyone 
on  the  bottom  of  our  capitalistic  system. 

Ayes  have  it.  Levitan,  Hsieh,  Jung,  Feinstein  abstain.  Smith  no. 

9.  Resolution  for  AB  217  (Pimentel) 

M/S/C  (Pimental/Chiu) 

Ayes  have  it.  Feinstein  abstains. 

10.  Bylaws  Reform:  Notice  for  agendas  (Dorsey) 

Proposed  amendment  to  the  bylaws  governing  noticing  requirement  for  agendas,  which 
would: 

• Preserve  exsting  provisions  for  a 10-day  noticing  requirement  for  agendas  and 
agenda  items  for  SFDCCC  meetings;  and 

• Add  a late  item  provision  allowing  for  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  to  place 
previously  un-noticed  items  on  the  agenda,  provided  public  notice  is  effected  no 
less  than  72-hours  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Ayes  have  it. 
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11.  New  Business 

Dunning  reminded  everyone  that  Pride  is  upon  us  next  month.  Alice  B.  Toklas  LGBT 
Democratic  Club  is  holding  June  30  Pride  Breakfast  at  Yank  Sing  Restaurant  at  8:15  am. 
Please  sponsor  this  event.  Contact  Dunning  or  any  other  Alice  member.  Congressman 
Mark  Takano  is  the  keynote  speaker. 

McNeil  thanked  the  Recording  Secretary  and  Chair  for  the  last  two  meetings.  He  also 
thanked  Dorsey  and  his  committee  for  the  work  on  the  bylaws.

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ARTICLE  I.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to 
provide  information  to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  (SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices 
and  processes  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written 
procedures  will  ease  confusion  and  enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success 
of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules 
(e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement 
to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are 
the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party.  It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two 
documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a 
Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be  maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual 
in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on  request 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process.  The  Policy  and  Procedures 
Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and 
shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section (s)  changed,  if  any. 

ARTICLE  II.  NON-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

§1.0  It  is  the  Policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  not  to  discriminate  based 
on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age, 
gender,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  or  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  ImmuneVirus  (HIV)  infection.  The 
Party’s  goal  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  The  local  Party  shall  take  affirmative  action 
to  achieve  diversity  in  composition,  contracts,  and  employment. 


ARTICLE  III.  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  The  ability  of  the  local  Party  to  secure  and  maintain  the  services  of  an  employee 
or  employees  is  dependent  on  financial  resources.  This  will  vary  periodically 
according  to  need  and  ability. 


§2.0  When  employment  opportunities  become  available,  it  will  be  the  Party  practice 
to  make  the  information  as  widely  known  as  possible,  especially  through  the 
chartered  Democratic  clubs.  Applicants  are  considered  without  regard  to  actual  or 
perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  gender,  marital 
status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  Immune  Virus  (HIV)  infection.  Prospective  candidates 
are  reviewed  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Screening  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Party  Chair,  who 
makes  a selection.  The  Party  Chair  is  responsible  for  supervising  and  evaluating 
employees. 

§3.0  Employee  job  descriptions  are  maintained  in  the  Party  Office  Manual.  Job 
descriptions  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  for  compliance  with  current 
practice  and  the  policy  of  the  SFDCCC. 

§4.0  Any  spousal  benefit  package  will  include  equivalent  benefits  for  the  domestic 
partners  of  employees. 

§5.0  A probationary  period  of  ninety  days  (90  days)  will  be  in  effect  commencing 
with  the  date  of  the  actual  start  of  employment  for  all  permanent  employees  or 
employees  hired  for  a year  or  longer.  This  ninety-day  probationary  period  will  be 
followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation.  Written  performance 
evaluations  shall  occur  at  least  annually.  For  temporary  employees  or  those  hired 
for  less  than  a year,  the  probationary  period  will  be  thirty  days  (30  days)  and  shall 
be  followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation. 

§6.0  Employee  grievances  are  handled  in  a two-step  process.  The  first  step  is 
discussion  with  the  Party  Chair.  If  the  matter  remains  unresolved,  then  in  the 
second  step  it  may  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a final  decision. 

ARTICLE  IV.  SLATE  CARD  CONTRACTING  POLICY 

§1.0  To  ensure  a fair  and  democratic  process  in  all  slate  card  production  contracting 
procedures  and  to  demonstrate  fully  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
commitment  to  the  principles  of  affirmative  action  and  recognition  of  diversity,  the 
following  guidelines  will  be  followed.  "Slate  Card  Production"  is  defined  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  printing,  graphic  design,  mail  house,  labels,  fundraising, 
and  consultant  services. 

§2.0  The  Party  Chair  shall  appoint  a Bidding  Subcommittee  to  administer  each  bid 
arising  from  each  contracting  opportunity  outlined  above.  This  subcommittee  will 
include,  at  a minimum,  the  Party  Chair,  the  Party  Treasurer,  a Chair  appointed  by 


the  Party  Chair,  at  least  two  other  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  and  any  other 
voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  who  would  like  to  serve  on  this  bidding 
subcommittee  may  serve  as  full  voting  members.  All  meetings  of  the  bidding 
subcommittee  shall  be  noticed  and  open  to  the  general  public.  Only  voting  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  voting  members  of  the  bidding  subcommittee  except  as  noted 
in  section  10. 

§2.1  The  purpose  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  is  to  perform  all  administrative 
functions  necessary  to  solicit  and  organize  bid  proposals  for  the  SFDCCC.  The 
Subcommittee  shall  forward  all  bids  received  to  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  full  SFDCCC 
will  take  final  action  on  all  contracts  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

§3.0  In  case  of  an  emergency  of  limited  time  and  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Party  Chair,  the  Chair  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee,  and  the  Party  Treasurer  may 
award  a contract  without  requesting  bids.  The  Party  Chair  shall  announce  this 
decision  and  the  reason  for  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Whenever 
possible,  final  action  shall  be  taken  by  a vote  of  the  SFDCCC  at  an  open  meeting. 

§4.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  will  make  reasonable  efforts  to  notify  as  many 
people  as  possible  when  a Request  for  Proposal  is  available.  Whenever  possible, 
this  notification  shall  be  made  thirty  to  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  due  date  for  the 
bid.  This  Subcommittee  shall  at  least  send  written  notice  to  all  members  (including 
Associate  Members)  of  the  SFDCCC  and  send  notice  to  San  Francisco’s  daily,  weekly, 
ethnic,  neighborhood,  and  community  newspapers,  including  all  of  the  City's  official 
outreach  papers.  Other  outreach  efforts  will  be  made  to  the  extent  that  resources 
permit 

§5.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  draft  the  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  within 
the  following  guidelines: 

§5.1  The  request  for  Proposal  shall  include  a description  of  the  scope  of  work  and 
timetables  for  its  completion.  Additionally,  the  RFP  shall  request  information  on: 

a)  Whether  the  bidder  is  registered  or  certified  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  or  a Woman-owned  Business  Enterprise  (WBE); 

b)  Whether  the  bidder  meets  the  SFDCCC's  definition  of  Disabled-owned 
Business  Enterprise  (DBE). 

(1)  The  SFDCCC  hereby  adopts  the  definition  of  disabled  as  used  in  42 
U.S.C.  Chapter  126.  Section  12102,  otherwise  known  as  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990.  The  term  "disability”  means,  with 


respect  to  an  individual: 


[A]  A physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  the  major  life  activities  of  each  individual; 

(B)  A record  of  such  impairment;  or  being  regarded  as  having 
such  an  impairment.  The  Disabled-owned  Business  Enterprise 
must  be  more  than  50%  owned  by  people  meeting  the 
definition  of  disabled. 

(2)  The  DBE  will  file  a form,  under  penalty  of  losing  the  contract  if 
they  are  found  not  to  be  disabled  as  defined,  with  the  SFDCCC  that 
they  meet  this  definition  of  disabled. 

(3)  What  the  address  of  the  bidder’s  principal  place  of  business;  and,  if 
bid  is  for  printing, 

(4)  Whether  bidder  uses  only  union  labor. 

§5.2  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  invite  bidders  to  submit  statements  or 
policies  regarding  diversity  and  affirmative  action  in  their  workforce  and/or 
ownership.  The  RFP  should  indicate  to  potential  bidders  that  the  SFDCCC  will  look 
more  favorably  on  bidders  with, diversity  among  their  workforce  and  ownership. 
Diversity  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  protected  classes  listed  below. 

§5.3  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  request  additional  information  from  bidders 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  cost,  experience,  present  ability,  examples  of  past  work 
(as  applicable],  and  a list  of  references. 

§5.4  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  notify  all  bidders  that  any  contract  with  the 
SFDCCC  will  include  the  following  statements:  Contractor  will  not  discriminate  in 
employment  on  the  ground  or  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  AIDS-related  condition  (ARC).  Contractor  will  also 
not  discriminate  in  providing  domestic  partner  benefits. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  implementing  this  statement,  the  SFDCCC  incorporates 
any  and  all  definitions  and  exceptions  that  appear  in  Article  12B  of  the 
Administrative  Code  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter,  and 

(b)  Contractor  agrees  not  to  engage  in  any  activity  which  denigrates  or 
undermines  the  official  slate  card  of  the  SFDCCC  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
participating  in  the  production  of  a slate  card  designed  to  look  like  the  official 
slate  card  which  supports  positions  different  from  the  SFDCCC's  positions. 


§6.0  Prior  to  passing  all  bids  to  the  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  check 
references  on  bidders.  Results  of  this  check  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  SFDCCC. 

§7.0  In  preparing  the  bids  for  the  full  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall 
adjust  the  costs  of  bids  as  follows:  Each  category  entitles  the  bidder  to  a five 
percent  (5%)  reduction  in  her  or  his  bid;  multiple  categories  may  be  combined  for 
up  to  a maximum  of  ten  percent  (10%)  reduction  in  cost 

a)  Certified  or  registered  as  MBE 

b)  Certified  or  registered  as  WBE 

c)  Qualified  as  meeting  the  definition  of  a certified  DBE  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.1(b). 

4)  Principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco;  or  printer  with  principal 
place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Santa 
Clara,  Napa,  Solano,  Sonoma,  or  Marin  County. 

§7.1  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  pass  to  the  full  County  Committee  a page 
showing  the  actual  bid  received,  and,  in  larger  type,  the  adjusted  bid,  including  one 
copy  of  all  documents  received  in  response  to  the  request  for  proposal  for  each 
bidder.  The  reason  for  making  the  adjustment  shall  also  be  shown  on  this  page. 

§8.0  In  selecting  a printer,  only  union  shops  will  be  considered. 

§9.0  SFDCCC  members  shall  consider  any  "diversity  statements”  in  addition  to  costs 
and  other  qualifications  of  each  bidder. 

§9.1  Whenever  possible,  where  appropriate  the  SFDCCC  shall  consider  the  low  bid. 

§10.0  No  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  permitted  to  bid  on  any  contract  let 
by  the  SFDCCC.  In  addition,  no  voting  member  who  currently  employs  anyone 
bidding  on  a contract  with  the  SFDCCC,  or  who  has  a business  partner,  contractor, 
employee,  or  relative  (including  spouses  and  domestic  partners)  may  serve  on  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee  or  may  vote  on  the  award  of  any  SFDCCC  contract.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  of  interest  involving  the  Chair,  the  Treasurer,  or  the  Chair  of  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee,  he/she  may  designate  another  voting  member  of  the  DCCC 
who  does  not  have  a conflict  to  serve  in  his/her  place  on  the  Bidding  Subcommittee. 

§10.1  SFDCCC  members  shall  not  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by 
the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  this  policy.  A financial  interest  exists  for  a member  if  it  is 
reasonably  foreseeable  that  the  decision  will  have  a material  financial  effect, 
distinguishable  from  its  effect  on  the  public  generally. 


§10.2  As  a guide,  the  SFDCCC  shall  adhere  to  all  definitions  and  exceptions 
contained  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  California  Code,  including 
Government  Code  87100,  87300  and  Government  Code  1090, 1091  and  1091.5,  and 
Title  2, 18730  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations.  The  SFDCCC  may  also  use  San 
Francisco  City  Charter  section  8.1 05 (a]  as  a guide. 

ARTICLE  V.  POLICY  ON  CHARTERING  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  CLUBS 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  seeks  to  actively  assist  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  Democratic  clubs  whose  purpose  is  to  support  and  promote  the 
goals  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Those  Democratic  clubs  may  be  "chartered”  when 
they  achieve  the  following  basic  requirements. 

§2.0  A club  interested  in  becoming  a chartered  Democratic  club  must  complete  and 
return  an  application  form  provided  by  the  SFDCCC.  Second,  a list  of  at  least  twenty 
names  of  active  members  must  be  provided,  including  the  list  of  Officers  for  the 
club.  A letter  of  intent  including  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  club  and  any 
supporting  material  may  also  be  submitted  at  this  time.  Chartered  clubs  must  notify 
the  SFDCCC  when  there  is  a change  of  officers,  address  or  phone/contact  number. 
Clubs  are  required  to  re-charter  after  each  SFDCCC  election  - approximately  every 
two  years. 

§3.0  The  materials  must  be  submitted  to  the  Chair  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party  or  designee  who  will  calendar  the  item  for  action.  The  application  is  acted  on 
by  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  It  is  highly  recommended  that  representatives  from  the  club 
seeking  chartering  be  present  at  the  vote  to  answer  any  questions  and  provide  any 
additional  information.  Following  successful  chartering,  the  President  or 
Chairperson  of  the  chartered  club  becomes  an  associate  member  of  the  SFDCCC 
(Refer  to  Bylaws). 

§4.0  Failure  to  hear  from  a chartered  club  within  a reasonable  period  (e.g.,  six 
months)  after  three  attempts  to  contact  it  may  result  in  the  club  being  placed  in  an 
inactive  status  until  it  reactivates  its  charter.  Inactive  status  for  two  years  may 
result  in  status  as  a defunct  club  and  being  deleted  from  the  current  list  of  chartered 
Democratic  clubs.  Inactive  and  defunct  clubs  may  always  reactivate  their  charters 
via  the  process  outlined  above. 

§5.0  Democratic  clubs  chartered  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  adhere 
to  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  Bylaws,  Article  IX.  Section  2. 
prohibiting  the  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  for  partisan  races. 
The  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  bv  chartered  Democratic 


clubs  is  allowed  only  in  non-partisan  races,  and  in  "top  two"  races  in  which  no 
Democrat  qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot,  provided  that  the  endorsed 
Candida t e ' s non- D emocratic  party  membership  or  partisan  non-affiliation  is  clearly 
identified  i n all  postai  mailings,  and  printed  and  online  advertisements,  in  typeface 
not  smaller  than  10-points.  (E.g.,  "Annemarie  Conroy  for  Supervisor  (Republican 
Party  member"  or  "Matt  Gonzalez  for  Supervisor  (Green  Party  member).'*! 

ARTICLE  VI.  RESOLUTIONS  POLICY 

§1.0  Resolutions  are  original  main  motions  submitted  in  resolution  form  either 
because  of  their  importance  or  complexity  (Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised). 
Resolutions  are  frequendy  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Non-emergency  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Issues 
Committee  prior  to  consideration  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  In  order  to  provide  for  full 
and  adequate  consideration  of  resolutions,  they  must  be  submitted  in  written  form 
to  the  Issues  Committee  and  the  Party  Chair  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  considered.  Copies  must  be  provided  for  all 
members.  Late  resolutions  will  not  be  considered  by  the  SFDCCC  except  as 
indicated  below. 

£2.0  The  form  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Resolutionsjhall  include  a 
maximum  of  three  "Whereas”  clauses  and  two  "Resolved"  clauses.  Additional 
information  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  addenda.  Resolutions  like  all  original 
main  motions  are  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  adopted  resolution 
will  be  numbered  beginning  with  the  year  of  adoption  followed  by  a dash  then  the 
month  and  then  another  dash  followed  bv.a  one-  or  two-word  identifying 
jiescriptionJYom  the  title  of  the  resolution Xg&.  2012-07-Citv-College.pdQ. 


Approved  resolutions  will  be  posted  online  to  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's 
website Twithin  10  (ten)  days  of  adoption.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency  matter  or 
time  critical  resolution,  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  by  the  SFDCCC  in  a manner 
co nsistent  wj th  the  party  Bylaws. 

§3.0  Sample  Resolution  (See  Addendum  A). 

ARTICLE  VII.  CANDIDATE  AND  INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  One  of  the  primary  priorities  of  the  local  Democratic  Party  is  the  endorsement 
of  candidates  for  office  and  initiative  propositions  placed  on  the  ballot.  The 
endorsement  process  informs  the  public  of  the  official  Democratic  Party  positions. 
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CANDIDATE  ENDORSEMENT 


§2. 0 The  Candidate  Endorsement  process  begins  with  the  development  of  a 
candidate  questionnaire  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  candidate 
questionnaires  are  sent  to  all  registered  Democratic  candidates  and  marked  with  a 
clearly  defined  return  deadline.  To  be  considered  for  endorsement,  candidates  must 
submit  forty  written  copies  of  their  completed  questionnaire  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  prior  to  the  deadline.  After  reviewing  the  questionnaires,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  determines  which  candidates  are  selected  for  interviews  before  the  full 
SFDCCC.  Each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  is  provided  with  a copy  of  the  candidate 
questionnaire  from  each  candidate  that  is  scheduled  for  an  interview  appointment. 
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§3.0  The  interview  process  permits  each  candidate  to  make  a brief  statement  and 
answer  questions  from  SFDCCC  members.  The  time  allotted  for  each  candidate  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  office  being  sought.  This  will 
vary  according  to  each  election  cycle.  An  example  of  times  allotted  is: 

Candidates  for  Mayor  - 15  minutes, 

Candidates  for  Board  of  Supervisors  - 10  minutes, 

Candidates  for  College  Board  - 8 minutes. 

Candidates  for  School  Board  - 8 minutes,  and 
All  other  Candidates  - 5 minutes. 

§4.0  In  the  candidate  endorsement  procedure  the  votes  of  all  SFDCCC  members  are 
recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to  the  Bylaws  for  the  voting 
process  itself. 

INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT 
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£5.  (^Statewide  propositions  are  reviewed  and  endorsed  or  rejected  by  the  State 
.Democratic  Party.  However,  if  the  State  Party  takes  "No  Position"  on  a Statewide 
proposition  then  the  local  Party  is  free  to  take  a position  if  it  so  chooses. 

§6.0  The  Issues  Committee  reviews  all  local  propositions  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  SFDCCC.  Representatives  of  the  various  propositions  are 
invited  to  make  brief  presentations  and  answer  questions.  The  time  allowed  will 
depend  on  the  number  of  speakers.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  vote  of  the 
SFDCCC.  Members’  votes  are  recorded  and  are  a matter  ofpublic  record.  Refer  to 
the  Bylaws  for  the  voting  process  itself. 


EA R LY  ENDORSE MENT  OF  CANDIDATES  AND  INITIATIVES 

§6.1  The  SFDCCC  may  make  an  early  endorsement  of  a candidate  or  position  on  a 
ballot  measure  by  a 60%  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice 
of  intent  to  seek  such  endorsement  is  given  in  conformity  with  Article  IV.  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaws. 

§6.2  "Early  endorsement  ' shall  mean  a vote  on  endorsement  taken  prior  to  fll  the 
filing  deadline  for  candidates  in  a candidate  election  or  (21  the  deadline  for 
submission  or  certification  of  ballot  measures  for  the  election  in  which  a ballot 
measure  is  to  be  voted  upon:  or  f31  the  calling  of  a special  election  in  the  case  of  a 
ballot  measure  submitted  for  vote  at  a special  election. 

RCV  ENDORSEMENTS 


$7.0  In  elections  utilizing  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV),  the  SFDCCC  shall  conduct 

endorsement  votes  as  follows:

§7.1  The  SFDCCC  will  vote  for  endorsement  on  the  given  office  by  majority  vote,  as 

provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No

Endorsement,  no  endorsement  shall  be  made  and  no  further  endorsement  votes 
shall  be  taken  for  the  office.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed,  then  a second  round  of 
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endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section  7.2. 
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§7.2  In  the  second  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
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endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  the  one  already  endorsed,  by 
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office,  and  the^andidate  endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  the  exclusive  ! Deleted: 
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§7.3  In  the  third  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
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endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  those  endorsed,  by  majority  vote,  as 
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Endorsement,”  the  candidates  endorsed  as  Choice  #1  and  Choice  #2  shall  be  the 
| exclusive  recommendations  of  the  SFDCCC.  Jf  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this  1 
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round  of  voting  that  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #3. 

§7.4  In  the  event  that  the  SFDCCC  endorses  a second-ranked  and/or  third-ranked 
candidate  for  any  race,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

§7.5  The  SFDCCC  slate  card  will  list  the  ranked  endorsements  in  order  (i.e.,  first- 
ranked,  then  second-ranked,  then  third-ranked).  Each  ranked  endorsement  will  be 
clearly  labeled  as  first,  second,  or  third,  and  the  first-ranked  endorsement  will 
appear  in  a larger  font  and  bolder  typeface  than  the  second  and  third-ranked 
endorsements. 

§7.6  Only  first-ranked  endorsees  will  be  permitted  to  hold  themselves  out  as  the 
endorsees  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  only 
hold  themselves  out  as  having  received  the  second  or  third-ranked  endorsement.  A 
statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or  third  ranking  must  accompany  any 
statement  (oral  or  in  writing)  that  the  candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Democratic  Party.  Moreover,  the  statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or 
third  ranking  must  be  in  the  same  font  and  typeface  as  the  statement  that  the 
candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the  party.  Thus,  for  example,  signs,  mailers,  and 
other  literature  distributed  by  second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  not  state 
that  the  candidate  has  received  the  party  endorsement,  with  an  asterisk  that  directs 
the  viewer  to  a different  part  of  the  material  with  information  about  ranking;  rather, 
the  two  pieces  of  information  must  appear  together  and  with  the  same  font  and 
type-face. 

§7.7  The  spirit  of  sections  7.5  and  7.6  is  to  ensure  that  voters  are  not  confused  about 
| J:he  SFDCCC's  endorsements.  The  SFDCCC’s  intent  is  toxequire  candidates  who 
accept  the  SFDCCC’s  second  and  third-ranked  endorsements  to  disclose  fully  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  the  first-ranked  endorsee. 

§7.8  Each  candidate  who  applies  for  the  SFDCCC’s  endorsement  shall  sign  a 
statement  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  above  rules.  Any  second  or  third-ranked 
| endorsee  Twho  violates  the  above  rules  will  be  subject  to  revocation  of  the  SFDCCC's 
endorsement.  (§7.0  - 7.8  adopted  7/28/04  and  amended  July  25,  2007) 

§7.9  When  the  SFDCCC  sends  out  endorsement  questionnaires,  the  policy  on  the  use 
of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement  related  to  ranked  choice  voting  (RCV)  shall  be  included 
with  a signature  request  that  candidates,  if  endorsed,  will  abide  by  its  policy. 

§7.10  The  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  any  and  all  necessary 
steps  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement. 

| §7.11  If  any  third  party  or  "Independent  Expenditure"  is  made  which  inaccurately 


| .reflects  the  ranked  choice  for  the  candidate,  a press  release  will  be  issued  clarifying 
the  endorsement. 

§7.12  If  any  campaign,  via  literature,  communication— verbal  or  electronic— or 
phone  banking,  fails  to  correctly  state  the  ranked  choice  endorsement,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  investigate  the  circumstances  and,  at  the  very  least,  a press  release 
will  be  disseminated  to  clarify  the  endorsement  Circumstances  may  also  warrant  a 
rescission  of  the  endorsement  and  a press  release  will  be  sent  so  noting.  If  such 
violation  occurs  two  weeks  or  less  before  the  election,  the  endorsement  is 
automatically  rescinded  and  a press  conference  and  release  so  stating  will  occur. 

§7.13  If  a campaign  unknowingly  violates  the  rules  of  the  Committee  and  it  is  more 
than  six  weeks  before  the  election,  the  campaign  must  take  satisfactory  steps  to 
clarify  the  information  as  befits  the  dissemination  of  the  incorrect  information. 

(§7.9  - 7.13  adopted  9/22/04) 


ARTICLE  VIH..FINANCIAL  REPORTING  POLICY 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  is  governed  by  both  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California  and  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its  reporting  practices  are  administered 
by  both  the  California  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC)  and  the  San 
Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC).  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party  to  follow  the  current  guidelines  as  issued  by  both  the  FPPC  and 
the  SFEC. 
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§2.0  In  a non-election  year  the  baseline  reporting  period  is  semi-annual.  In  addition, 
special  reporting  is  required  for  all  elections  including  special  elections.  The  FPPC 
issues  a calendar  of  the  reporting  periods  for  each  election  cycle  including 
deadlines.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  guidelines  will  result  in  penalties  and/or 
fines. 

§3.0  Three  hard  copies  (e.g.  computer  generated  copies  on  paper)  and  one 
electronic  format  copy  shall  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC) 
with  one  of  the  hard  copies  date  stamped  by  the  Ethics  Commission  and  returned  to 
the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  for  the  permanent  record  file. 

ARTICLE  IX.  BUDGET  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  In  order  to  facilitate  the  process  of  identifying  targeted  fundraising  goals  and 
financial  needs,  the  SFDCCC  will  establish  an  annual  budget.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an 


operational  budget  that  shall  be  mailed  to  each  SFDCCC  member  with  the  January 
agenda  package.  The  budget  will  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  January 
meeting  for  review  and  adoption  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  preparation  of  the  budget 
shall  be  based  on  historical  information  and  current  data,  as  well  as  budgeted 
projections  available  at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.  This  budget  may  be 
amended  during  the  year  due  to  changing  financial  resources  or  priorities. 

§2.0  The  Treasurer  of  the  SFDCCC  will  prepare  a monthly  financial  report.  The 
monthly  report  shall  contain,  at  a minimum,  actual  amounts,  year  to  date  expenses, 
and  annual  budget  figures. 


ARTICLE  X.  PURCHASING  POLICY 

§1.0  This  policy  applies  to  all  purchases  of  office  equipment  and  supplies  over  $500. 
These  purchases  will  be  made  through  consultation  of  the  Executive  Director  with 
the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  the  Party  Chair.  Criteria  will  be  established  for 
developing  approved  vendor  lists.  The  approved  vendor  lists  along  with  the  criteria 
will  be  maintained  in  the  Party  office.  The  criteria  will  establish  a minimum 
qualification  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  vendors  lists  and  are  not  intended  to 
serve  as  a ranking  of  vendors. 


§2.0  The  criteria  will  be  based  on  the  current  policies  of  the  SFDCCC  and  in  accord 
with  Party  goals.  Competitive  quotes  from  at  least  three  vendors  will  be  obtained 
for  all  purchases  of  $500.or  greater.  Single  vendor  purchases  without  competitive 
quotes  may  be  used  for  purchases  of  under  $500* 

§3.0  Vendor  Questionnaire  (See  Addendum  B). 


ARTICLE  XL  MEMBERSHIP  CATEGORY  AND  MEMBER  LIST  POLICY 


§1.0  The  SFDCCC  has  three  types  of  members.  These  are  elected  members,  ex  officio  florin 
members  and  associate  members. 
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4}  The  elected  members  are  those  members  elected  by  the  registered 

Democrats  in  .the  member's  Assembly.District  (ADJ.  They  arejvoting 

members  of  the  SFDCCC.* 

bl  Ex  officio  members  are  elected  public  office  holders  from  the  Democratic 
Party  who  are  the  current  members  of  the  California  Assembly  and^tate 
Senate  representing  San  Francisco,  U.S,  Congressional  Representatives  from 
San  Francisco  and  U.S,  Senators  who  reside  in  San  Francisco.  Ex  officio 


members  may  each  send  a designated  representative  in  place  of  attending 
the  SFDCCC  meeting  personally.  Ex  officio  members  exercise  the  right  to 
vote,  or,  in  their  place,  their  representatives  have  that  right. 

; i Associate  members  are  the  chairs  or  presidents  of  each  of  the  chartered 
San  Francisco  Democratic  clubs.  Each  club  has  one  associate  member.  The 
associate  member  may  participate  in  discussion  but  does  not  vote. 

§^.0  A list  of  all  SFDCCC  members’  names  along  with  addresses,  phone  numbers, ^nd 
email  addresses  is  available  in  the  SFDCCC  office  for  distribution  to  any  candidate, 
campaign  or  member  of  the  public. 


ARTICLE  XII  MEMBER  ATTENDANCE  POLICY 

§1.0  The  work  of  the  SFDCCC  includes  maintaining  a Party  office,  organizing 
Democratic  Party  fundraisers,  conducting  and  contributing  to  the  SFDCCC  meetings, 
facilitating  a coordinated  campaign  for  elections  and  the  committee  work  of  the 
local  Party  required  for  organizational  maintenance.  The  participation  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Central  Committee  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  these  goals  and 
needs. 

§2.0  Elected  and  ex  officio  members  or  their  designated  representatives  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC. 
The  associate  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
SFDCCC.  In  addition,  serving  on  a fundraising  event  committee,  a standing  or  special 
committee  or  working  in  the  coordinated  campaign  is  a valuable  way  of  contributing 
to  the  Party. 

§3.0  Careful  and  accurate  attendance  records  will  be  maintained.  They  are  public 
records.  These  records  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
office. 

§4.0  Anyone  may  request  a copy  of  the  SFDCCC  attendance  records.  These  will  be 
provided  within  a reasonable  time  period  from  the  date  of  the  request  (e.g.,  within 
10  days). 

§5.0  SFDCCC  attendance  records,  covering  a period  of  time,  may  periodically  be 
included  with  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  and  agenda  packets

WHEREAS:  The  interest  rate  on  federal  subsidized  Stafford  Loans  is  set  to  increase  from  3.4 
to  6.8  percent  on  July  1,  and  if  Congress  does  not  act  soon,  millions  of  college  students  will  see 
their  student  loan  payments  increase  needlessly. 

WHEREAS:  Student  loan  debt  is  a growing  crisis,  and  it  threatens  our  economic  recovery. 
Outstanding  student  loans  now  total  more  than  $1  trillion,  surpassing  total  credit  card  debt.  Last 
month,  the  Federal  Reserve  identified  this  mounting  debt  as  a risk  to  household  spending.  The 
burden  of  loans  keeps  borrowers  from  buying  homes,  saving  for  retirement,  and  engaging  in 
consumption  that  will  keep  our  economy  on  the  road  to  recovery.  Keeping  interest  rates  low  is 
essential.  While  borrowers  struggle  to  repay  their  debt,  the  federal  government  is  making  money 
on  its  student  loan  programs.  This  year,  the  federal  government  will  make  $34  billion  on  student 
loans.  The  government  even  makes  money  on  its  loans  to  low-income  students  - 36  cents,  on 
average,  for  every  student  loan  dollar  it  puts  out.  If  Congress  allows  the  interest  rate  on  these 
loans  to  double,  the  federal  government  will  bring  in  even  more  revenue  - money  that  comes 
straight  from  the  pockets  of  college  students. 

WHEREAS:  Big  banks  can  borrow  money  from  the  Federal  Reserve  with  an  interest  rate  of  less 
than  1 percent.  Through  the  Federal  Reserve  discount  window,  a bank  can  get  a loan  at  a rate  of 
about  0.75%.  The  Bank  on  Students  Loan  Fairness  Act  lets  students  take  advantage  of  the  same 
low  interest  rates  offered  to  banks  through  the  Federal  Reserve  discount  window.  The  Federal 
Reserve  would  make  funds  available  to  the  Department  of  Education  to  make  these  loans.  While 
the  Federal  Reserve  would  now  provide  funding,  the  Department  of  Education  would  continue  to 
administer  all  other  aspects  of  the  federal  subsidized  Stafford  loan  program  in  the  same  manner 
as  it  currently  does. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  endorses  and 
supports  S.  897  and  H.R.  1979,  the  Bank  on  Students  Loan  Fairness  Act,  sponsored  by  Sen. 
Elizabeth  Warren  [D-MA]  and  Rep.  John  Tierney  [D-MA]

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available.  At  the  last  meeting,  we  asked  people  to  step  forward  if  they  were 
interested  in  either  seat.  For  the  Executive  Board.  Leslie  Katz  was  approved  by  the 
DCCC  Officers,  appreciating  her  years  of  service  to  the  CDP  and  her  seniority  and 
understanding  of  the  Executive  Board  meetings.  For  the  Associate  Member  position, 
there  was  only  one  name  that  kept  coming  up:  Jonathan  Lyens,  the  President  of  the 
FDR  Democratic  Club.  The  Executive  Board  also  supported  his  appointment.  Jung 
made  a motion  to  ratify  these  two  appointments. 

M/S/C  (Jung/Rothschild)  Motion  approved  by  acclamation. 

Mr.  Lyens  thanked  Kelly,  Wiener,  Carole  Migden,  and  Chiu  for  their  support  and 
asked  the  members  to  join  them  on  the  next  Sunday  Streets,  www.fdrdemclub.com. 

b)  Voter  Registration  - Trevor  McNeil  stated  about  800  new  registrants  were 
received  for  the  month,  totaling  about  2,600  for  the  year  to  date.  He  reporting  he 
has  been  coordinating  with  clubs  and  Sunday  Street  efforts.  The  bounty  program  is 
very  successful  and  available  funds  will  certainly  be  exhausted. 

c)  Club  Chartering-  Leah  Pimentel  reported  there  was  one  club  interested  in 
chartering,  but  their  documents  were  not  received  on  time.  She  also  said  she  was 
planning  on  holding  another  treasurer  training  session. 

d)  Communications  - Matt  Dorsey  reported  revisions  to  policy  and  procedures 
manual  are  in  the  works. 

e)  Finance-  Zoe  Dunning  announced  a fundraiser  will  be  held  at  Jane  Morrison's  house 
for  the  Sue  Bierman  internship  program  on  September  15th.  She  asked  people  to  let 
her  know  if  they  are  interested  in  working  on  this. 

f)  Treasurer-  Tom  Hsieh  reported  the  handout  shows  just  over  $80,000  in  the  DCCC 
bank  accounts.  DCCC  are  caught  up  on  all  payables  and  there  is  discussion  about 
another  event  in  the  fall. 

g)  Executive  Director-  Ally  Medina  announced  voter  registration  in  going 
fantastically  and  we  are  building  up  our  ambassador  training  for  the  summer.  She  is 
still  looking  for  students.  She  asked  the  members  to  support  Clipper  Cards  for  the 
ambassadors.  She  announced  the  next  Sunday  Streets  is  June  9th  in  the  BayView. 

George  Broder  asked  for  more  seating  for  the  members  at  the  DCCC  meetings. 

6.  Endorsement:  8 Washington  Height  and  Bulk  District  Classification  Referendum 
on  November  5,  2013  Ballot  (Chiu,  Avalos,  Campos,  Pimentel) 

M/S/C  (Chiu/Pimentel) 

Chiu  asks  for  a no  vote  on  the  8 Washington  project.  Wiener  had  a point  of  information 
on  the  referendum:  If  you  support  the  project  vote  "yes.”  If  you  do  not,  vote  "no." 

Kelly  stated  that  if  this  was  a project  for  affordable  housing,  she  would  vote  yes.

Kelly  urged  a yes  vote.  Dunning  remarked  she  last  had  some  reservations,  but  had  a 
great  meeting  with  Sue  Englander  from  Harvey  Milk  LGBT  Democratic  Club  and  Kelly. 
Smith  thanked  Dunning  for  modifying  it,  but  noted  it  criticized  the  President  for  going 
after  those  who  will  attack  the  US;  therefore,  he  would  not  support  the  resolution. 

John  Rizzo  stated  that  State  Senator  Leland  Yee  supports  this.  The  NY  Times  reported 
today  that  use  of  drones  is  decreasing. 

Ayes  have  it.  One  no  (Smith).  Feinstein  and  Harris  abstained. 

8.  Resolution:  Opposing  Cuts  to  Social  Security,  Medicare  and  Medicaid  (Kelly) 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Kelly)  Issues  Committee  recommends  to  approve  this. 

Smith  will  oppose  this.  We  must  avoid  fiscally  irresponsible  decisions.  The  social 
security  system  was  designed  for  people  dying  at  61. 

Kelly  applauded  that  people  are  living  longer.  Social  security  helps  children  if  their 
parents  die,  helps  the  disabled.  If  we  lifted  the  cap,  it  would  help  this  make  sense. 

Social  security  is  1%. 

Lyens  from  FDR  club  spoke  from  floor.  The  FDR  club  has  not  taken  a position  on  this. 
Remember  the  social  compact  of  the  New  Deal.  Any  Democrat  should  prioritize  anyone 
on  the  bottom  of  our  capitalistic  system. 

Ayes  have  it.  Levitan,  Hsieh,  Jung,  Feinstein  abstain.  Smith  no. 

9.  Resolution  for  AB  217  (Pimentel) 

M/S/C  (Pimental/Chiu) 

Ayes  have  it.  Feinstein  abstains. 

10.  Bylaws  Reform:  Notice  for  agendas  (Dorsey) 

Proposed  amendment  to  the  bylaws  governing  noticing  requirement  for  agendas,  which 
would: 

• Preserve  exsting  provisions  for  a 10-day  noticing  requirement  for  agendas  and 
agenda  items  for  SFDCCC  meetings;  and 

• Add  a late  item  provision  allowing  for  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  to  place 
previously  un-noticed  items  on  the  agenda,  provided  public  notice  is  effected  no 
less  than  72-hours  prior  to  the  meeting. 

Ayes  have  it. 
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11.  New  Business

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ARTICLE  I.  INTRODUCTION  AND  AMENDMENT  PROCESS 


§1.0  The  purpose  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Policy  and  Procedure 
Manual  is  to  provide  for  greater  public  accountability  by  being  better  able  to 
provide  information  to  people  interested  in  the  functioning  of  the  local  Party.  This 
Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County 
Central  Committee  (SFDCCC)  and  is  intended  to  put  into  written  form  the  practices 
and  processes  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Clearly  defined,  written 
procedures  will  ease  confusion  and  enhance  the  cooperation  needed  for  the  success 
of  the  Party  Goals.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  contains  the  operating  rules 
(e.g.,  Special  Rules  of  Order,  refer  to  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  is  a supplement 
to  and  based  on  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  The  Bylaws  are 
the  governing  document  of  the  local  Party.  It  is  most  helpful  to  read  each  of  the  two 
documents  in  conjunction  with  the  other.  A two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  suspend  a 
Policy.  The  SFDCCC  Office  practices  shall  be  maintained  in  a written  Office  Manual 
in  the  Party  Office  and  copies  will  be  available  on  request. 

§2.0  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Amendment  Process.  The  Policy  and  Procedures 
Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and 
shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 


ARTICLE  II.  NON-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

§1.0  It  is  the  Policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  not  to  discriminate  based 
on  actual  or  perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age, 
gender,  marital  status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability,  or  Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  ImmuneVirus  (HIV)  infection.  The 
Party's  goal  is  equal  opportunity  for  all.  The  local  Party  shall  take  affirmative  action 
to  achieve  diversity  in  composition,  contracts,  and  employment. 

ARTICLE  III.  PERSONNEL  EMPLOYMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  The  ability  of  the  local  Party  to  secure  and  maintain  the  services  of  an  employee 
or  employees  is  dependent  on  financial  resources.  This  will  vary  periodically 
according  to  need  and  ability. 


§2.0  When  employment  opportunities  become  available,  it  will  be  the  Party  practice 
to  make  the  information  as  widely  known  as  possible,  especially  through  the 
chartered  Democratic  clubs.  Applicants  are  considered  without  regard  to  actual  or 
perceived  race,  religion,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  gender,  marital 
status,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 
Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  Human  Immune  Virus  (HIV)  infection.  Prospective  candidates 
are  reviewed  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Screening  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Party  Chair,  who 
makes  a selection.  The  Party  Chair  is  responsible  for  supervising  and  evaluating 
employees. 

§3.0  Employee  job  descriptions  are  maintained  in  the  Party  Office  Manual.  Job 
descriptions  will  be  reviewed  on  an  annual  basis  for  compliance  with  current 
practice  and  the  policy  of  the  SFDCCC. 

§4.0  Any  spousal  benefit  package  will  include  equivalent  benefits  for  the  domestic 
partners  of  employees. 

§5.0  A probationary  period  of  ninety  days  (90  days)  will  be  in  effect  commencing 
with  the  date  of  the  actual  start  of  employment  for  all  permanent  employees  or 
employees  hired  for  a year  or  longer.  This  ninety-day  probationary  period  will  be 
followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation.  Written  performance 
evaluations  shall  occur  at  least  annually.  For  temporary  employees  or  those  hired 
for  less  than  a year,  the  probationary  period  will  be  thirty  days  (30  days)  and  shall 
be  followed  immediately  by  a written  performance  evaluation. 

§6.0  Employee  grievances  are  handled  in  a two-step  process.  The  first  step  is 
discussion  with  the  Party  Chair.  If  the  matter  remains  unresolved,  then  in  the 
second  step  it  may  be  brought  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  a final  decision. 

ARTICLE  IV.  SLATE  CARD  CONTRACTING  POLICY 

§1.0  To  ensure  a fair  and  democratic  process  in  all  slate  card  production  contracting 
procedures  and  to  demonstrate  fully  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's 
commitment  to  the  principles  of  affirmative  action  and  recognition  of  diversity,  the 
following  guidelines  will  be  followed.  "Slate  Card  Production"  is  defined  as 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  printing,  graphic  design,  mail  house,  labels,  fundraising, 
and  consultant  services. 

§2.0  The  Party  Chair  shall  appoint  a Bidding  Subcommittee  to  administer  each  bid 
arising  from  each  contracting  opportunity  outlined  above.  This  subcommittee  will 
include,  at  a minimum,  the  Party  Chair,  the  Party  Treasurer,  a Chair  appointed  by 


the  Party  Chair,  at  least  two  other  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  and  any  other 
voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC  who  would  like  to  serve  on  this  bidding 
subcommittee  may  serve  as  full  voting  members.  All  meetings  of  the  bidding 
subcommittee  shall  be  noticed  and  open  to  the  general  public.  Only  voting  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  voting  members  of  the  bidding  subcommittee  except  as  noted 
in  section  10. 

§2.1  The  purpose  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  is  to  perform  all  administrative 
functions  necessary  to  solicit  and  organize  bid  proposals  for  the  SFDCCC.  The 
Subcommittee  shall  forward  all  bids  received  to  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  full  SFDCCC 
will  take  final  action  on  all  contracts  in  a regularly  scheduled  meeting. 

§3.0  In  case  of  an  emergency  of  limited  time  and  unforeseen  circumstances,  the 
Party  Chair,  the  Chair  of  the  Bidding  Subcommittee,  and  the  Party  Treasurer  may 
award  a contract  without  requesting  bids.  The  Party  Chair  shall  announce  this 
decision  and  the  reason  for  it  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Whenever 
possible,  final  action  shall  be  taken  by  a vote  of  the  SFDCCC  at  an  open  meeting. 

§4.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  will  make  reasonable  efforts  to  notify  as  many 
people  as  possible  when  a Request  for  Proposal  is  available.  Whenever  possible, 
this  notification  shall  be  made  thirty  to  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  due  date  for  the 
bid.  This  Subcommittee  shall  at  least  send  written  notice  to  all  members  (including 
Associate  Members)  of  the  SFDCCC  and  send  notice  to  San  Francisco's  daily,  weekly, 
ethnic,  neighborhood,  and  community  newspapers,  including  all  of  the  City’s  official 
outreach  papers.  Other  outreach  efforts  will  be  made  to  the  extent  that  resources 
permit 

§5.0  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  draft  the  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  within 
the  following  guidelines: 

§5.1  The  request  for  Proposal  shall  include  a description  of  the  scope  of  work  and 
timetables  for  its  completion.  Additionally,  the  RFP  shall  request  information  on: 

a)  Whether  the  bidder  is  registered  or  certified  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  a Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  or  a Woman-owned  Business  Enterprise  (WBE); 

b)  Whether  the  bidder  meets  the  SFDCCC’s  definition  of  Disabled-owned 
Business  Enterprise  (DBE). 

(1)  The  SFDCCC  hereby  adopts  the  definition  of  disabled  as  used  in  42 
U.S.C.  Chapter  126.  Section  12102,  otherwise  known  as  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990.  The  term  "disability"  means,  with 


respect  to  an  individual: 


(A)  A physical  or  mental  impairment  that  substantially  limits 
one  or  more  of  the  major  life  activities  of  each  individual; 

(B)  A record  of  such  impairment;  or  being  regarded  as  having 
such  an  impairment.  The  Disabled-owned  Business  Enterprise 
must  be  more  than  50%  owned  by  people  meeting  the 
definition  of  disabled. 

(2)  The  DBE  will  file  a form,  under  penalty  of  losing  the  contract  if 
they  are  found  not  to  be  disabled  as  defined,  with  the  SFDCCC  that 
they  meet  this  definition  of  disabled. 

(3)  What  the  address  of  the  bidder's  principal  place  of  business;  and,  if 
bid  is  for  printing, 

(4)  Whether  bidder  uses  only  union  labor. 

§5.2  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  invite  bidders  to  submit  statements  or 
policies  regarding  diversity  and  affirmative  action  in  their  workforce  and/or 
ownership.  The  RFP  should  indicate  to  potential  bidders  that  the  SFDCCC  will  look 
more  favorably  on  bidders  with  diversity  among  their  workforce  and  ownership. 
Diversity  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  protected  classes  listed  below. 

§5.3  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  request  additional  information  from  bidders 
including,  but  not  limited  to:  cost,  experience,  present  ability,  examples  of  past  work 
(as  applicable),  and  a list  of  references. 

§5.4  The  Request  for  Proposal  shall  also  notify  all  bidders  that  any  contract  with  the 
SFDCCC  will  include  the  following  statements:  Contractor  will  not  discriminate  in 
employment  on  the  ground  or  because  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry, 
age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome  (AIDS)  or  AIDS-related  condition  (ARC).  Contractor  will  also 
not  discriminate  in  providing  domestic  partner  benefits. 

(a)  For  purposes  of  implementing  this  statement,  the  SFDCCC  incorporates 
any  and  all  definitions  and  exceptions  that  appear  in  Article  12B  of  the 
Administrative  Code  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Charter,  and 

(b)  Contractor  agrees  not  to  engage  in  any  activity  which  denigrates  or 
undermines  the  official  slate  card  of  the  SFDCCC  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
participating  in  the  production  of  a slate  card  designed  to  look  like  the  official 
slate  card  which  supports  positions  different  from  the  SFDCCC’s  positions. 


§6.0  Prior  to  passing  all  bids  to  the  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  check 
references  on  bidders.  Results  of  this  check  shall  be  reported  to  the  full  SFDCCC. 

§7.0  In  preparing  the  bids  for  the  full  SFDCCC,  the  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall 
adjust  the  costs  of  bids  as  follows:  Each  category  entitles  the  bidder  to  a five 
percent  (5%)  reduction  in  her  or  his  bid;  multiple  categories  may  be  combined  for 
up  to  a maximum  often  percent  (10%)  reduction  in  cost 

a)  Certified  or  registered  as  MBE 

b)  Certified  or  registered  as  WBE 

c)  Qualified  as  meeting  the  definition  of  a certified  DBE  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.1(b). 

4)  Principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco;  or  printer  with  principal 
place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Santa 
Clara,  Napa,  Solano,  Sonoma,  or  Marin  County. 

§7.1  The  Bidding  Subcommittee  shall  pass  to  the  full  County  Committee  a page 
showing  the  actual  bid  received,  and,  in  larger  type,  the  adjusted  bid,  including  one 
copy  of  all  documents  received  in  response  to  the  request  for  proposal  for  each 
bidder.  The  reason  for  making  the  adjustment  shall  also  be  shown  on  this  page. 

§8.0  In  selecting  a printer,  only  union  shops  will  be  considered. 

§9.0  SFDCCC  members  shall  consider  any  "diversity  statements”  in  addition  to  costs 
and  other  qualifications  of  each  bidder. 

§9.1  Whenever  possible,  where  appropriate  the  SFDCCC  shall  consider  the  low  bid. 

§10.0  No  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  permitted  to  bid  on  any  contract  let 
by  the  SFDCCC.  In  addition,  no  voting  member  who  currently  employs  anyone 
bidding  on  a contract  with  the  SFDCCC,  or  who  has  a business  partner,  contractor, 
employee,  or  relative  (including  spouses  and  domestic  partners)  may  serve  on  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee  or  may  vote  on  the  award  of  any  SFDCCC  contract.  In  the 
event  of  a conflict  of  interest  involving  the  Chair,  the  Treasurer,  or  the  Chair  of  the 
Bidding  Subcommittee,  he/she  may  designate  another  voting  member  of  the  DCCC 
who  does  not  have  a conflict  to  serve  in  his/her  place  on  the  Bidding  Subcommittee. 

§10.1  SFDCCC  members  shall  not  be  financially  interested  in  any  contract  made  by 
the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  this  policy.  A financial  interest  exists  for  a member  if  it  is 
reasonably  foreseeable  that  the  decision  will  have  a material  financial  effect, 
distinguishable  from  its  effect  on  the  public  generally. 


§10.2  As  a guide,  the  SFDCCC  shall  adhere  to  all  definitions  and  exceptions 
contained  in  the  Conflict  of  Interest  provisions  of  the  California  Code,  including 
Government  Code  87100,  87300  and  Government  Code  1090, 1091  and  1091.5,  and 
Title  2, 18730  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations.  The  SFDCCC  may  also  use  San 
Francisco  City  Charter  section  8.105(a)  as  a guide. 

ARTICLE  V.  POLICY  ON  CHARTERING  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  CLUBS 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  seeks  to  actively  assist  and  facilitate  the 
development  of  Democratic  clubs  whose  purpose  is  to  support  and  promote  the 
goals  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Those  Democratic  clubs  may  be  "chartered”  when 
they  achieve  the  following  basic  requirements. 

§2.0  A club  interested  in  becoming  a chartered  Democratic  club  must  complete  and 
return  an  application  form  provided  by  the  SFDCCC.  Second,  a list  of  at  least  twenty 
names  of  active  members  must  be  provided,  including  the  list  of  Officers  for  the 
club.  A letter  of  intent  including  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  club  and  any 
supporting  material  may  also  be  submitted  at  this  time.  Chartered  clubs  must  notify 
the  SFDCCC  when  there  is  a change  of  officers,  address  or  phone/contact  number. 
Clubs  are  required  to  re-charter  after  each  SFDCCC  election  - approximately  every 
two  years. 

§3.0  The  materials  must  be  submitted  to  the  Chair  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party  or  designee  who  will  calendar  the  item  for  action.  The  application  is  acted  on 
by  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  It  is  highly  recommended  that  representatives  from  the  club 
seeking  chartering  be  present  at  the  vote  to  answer  any  questions  and  provide  any 
additional  information.  Following  successful  chartering,  the  President  or 
Chairperson  of  the  chartered  club  becomes  an  associate  member  of  the  SFDCCC 
(Refer  to  Bylaws). 

§4.0  Failure  to  hear  from  a chartered  club  within  a reasonable  period  (e.g.,  six 
months)  after  three  attempts  to  contact  it  may  result  in  the  club  being  placed  in  an 
inactive  status  until  it  reactivates  its  charter.  Inactive  status  for  two  years  may 
result  in  status  as  a defunct  club  and  being  deleted  from  the  current  list  of  chartered 
Democratic  clubs.  Inactive  and  defunct  clubs  may  always  reactivate  their  charters 
via  the  process  outlined  above. 

§5.0  Democratic  clubs  chartered  by  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  adhere 
to  San  Francisco  Democratic  Countv  Central  Committee  Bylaws.  Article  IX,  Section  2. 


prohibiting  the  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  for  partisan  races. 
The  endorsement  or  public  support  of  non-Democrats  by  chartered  Democratic

identified  in  all  postal  mailings,  and  printed  and  online  advertisements,  in  typeface 
not  smaller  than  10-points.  (E.g.,  "Annemarie  Conroy  for  Supervisor  (Republican 
Pa rtv  member"  or  “Matt  Gonzalez  for  Supervisor  fGreen  Party  member!"! 


ARTICLE  VI.  RESOLUTIONS  POLICY 


§1.0  Resolutions  are  original  main  motions  submitted  in  resolution  form  either 
because  of  their  importance  or  complexity  (Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  Newly  Revised). 
Resolutions  are  frequently  used  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Non-emergency  resolutions  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Issues 
Committee  prior  to  consideration  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  In  order  to  provide  for  full 
and  adequate  consideration  of  resolutions,  they  must  be  submitted  in  written  form 
to  the  Issues  Committee  and  the  Party  Chair  fifteen  days  in  advance  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting  at  which  the  matter  is  to  be  considered.  Copies  must  be  provided  for  all 
members.  Late  resolutions  will  not  be  considered  by  the  SFDCCC  except  as 
indicated  below. 


§2.0  The  form  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  Resolutions  shall  include  a 
maximum  of  three  "Whereas"  clauses  and  two  "Resolved”  clauses.  Additional 
information  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  addenda.  Resolutions  like  all  original 
main  motions  are  adopted  by  majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each  adopted  resolution 
will  be  numbered  beginning  with  the  year  of  adoption  followed  by  a dash  then  the 
month  and  then  another  dash  followed  by  .a  one-  or  two-word  identifying 
description  from  the  title  of  the  resolution 1 2-07-Citv-College.pdfl. 
Approved  resolutions  will  be  posted  online  to  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party’s 
website,within  10  (ten)  days  of  adoption.  In  the  event  of  an  emergency  matter  or 
time  critical  resolution,  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  by  the  SFD.CCC  jn  a manner 
consistent  with  the  party  Bylaws. 


§3.0  Sample  Resolution  (See  Addendum  A). 


ARTICLE  VII.  CANDIDATE  AND  INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT  POLICY 


§1.0  One  of  the  primary  priorities  of  the  local  Democratic  Party  is  the  endorsement 
of  candidates  for  office  and  initiative  propositions  placed  on  the  ballot.  The 
endorsement  process  informs  the  public  of  the  official  Democratic  Party  positions. 
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CANDIDATE  ENDORSEMENT 


£2.0  The  Candidate  Endorsement  process  begins  with  the  development  of  a 
candidate  questionnaire  by  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  candidate 
questionnaires  are  sent  to  all  registered  Democratic  candidates  and  marked  with  a 
clearly  defined  return  deadline.  To  be  considered  for  endorsement,  candidates  must 
submit  forty  written  copies  of  their  completed  questionnaire  to  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  prior  to  the  deadline.  After  reviewing  the  questionnaires,  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  determines  which  candidates  are  selected  for  interviews  before  the  full 
SFDCCC.  Each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  is  provided  with  a copy  of  the  candidate 
questionnaire  from  each  candidate  that  is  scheduled  for  an  interview  appointment. 
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§3.0  The  interview  process  permits  each  candidate  to  make  a brief  statement  and 
answer  questions  from  SFDCCC  members.  The  time  allotted  for  each  candidate  will 
be  determined  by  the  number  of  candidates  and  the  office  being  sought.  This  will 
vary  according  to  each  election  cycle.  An  example  of  times  allotted  is: 


Candidates  for  Mayor  - 15  minutes, 

Candidates  for  Board  of  Supervisors  - 10  minutes 
Candidates  for  College  Board  - 8 minutes, 

Candidates  for  School  Board  - 8 minutes,  and 
All  other  Candidates  - 5 minutes. 

§4.0  In  the  candidate  endorsement  procedure  the  votes  of  all  SFDCCC  members  are 
recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to  the  Bylaws  for  the  voting 
process  itself. 

INITIATIVE  ENDORSEMENT 

£5.0^Statewide  propositions  are  reviewed  and  endorsed  or  rejected  by  the  State 
.Democratic  Party.  However,  if  the  State  Party  takes  "No  Position"  on  a Statewide 
proposition  then  the  local  Party  is  free  to  take  a position  if  it  so  chooses. 

§6.0  The  Issues  Committee  reviews  all  local  propositions  and  makes 
recommendations  to  the  SFDCCC.  Representatives  of  the  various  propositions  are 
invited  to  make  brief  presentations  and  answer  questions.  The  time  allowed  will 
depend  on  the  number  of  speakers.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  vote  of  the 
SFDCCC.  Members’  votes  are  recorded  and  are  a matter  of  public  record.  Refer  to 
the  Bylaws  for  the  voting  process  itself. 


EA RLY  E NDORSEMENT  OF  CANDIDATES  AND  INITIATIVES 

§6.1  The  SFDCCC  may  make  an  early  endorsement  of  a candidate  or  position  on  a 
ballot  measure  by  a 60%  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice 
of  it itent  to  seek  such  en d orsement  is  given  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaws. 

§6.2  "Early  endorsement"  shall  mean  a vote  on  endorsement  taken  prior  to  f 11  the 
fil i ng  deadline  for  candidates  in  a candidate  election  or  f2f  the  deadline  for 
submission  or  certification  of  ballot  measures  for  the  election  in  which  a ballot 
measure  is  to  be  voted  upon:  or  f31  the  calling  of  a special  election  in  the  case  of  a 
ballot  measure  submitted  for  vote  at  a special  election. 

RCV  ENDORSEMENTS 

j§7.0  In  elections  utilizing  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV),  the  SFDCCC  shall  conduct 
endorsement  votes  as  follows: 

§7.1  The  SFDCCC  will  vote  for  endorsement  on  the  given  office  by  majority  vote,  as 
provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,”  no  endorsement  shall  be  made  and  no  further  endorsement  votes 
^hall  be  taken  for  the  office.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed,  then  a second  round  of 
endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  provided  in  section  7.2. 

§7.2  In  the  second  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  the  one  already  endorsed,  by 
majority  vote,  as  provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the 
SFDCCC  votesjNo  Endorsement,"  no  ranked  choices  shall  be  recommended  for  the 
office,  and  the^andidate  endioreed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  the  exclusive 
recommendation  of  the  SFDCCC.  If  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this  round  of 
voting, 

vi)Tl  h.it  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #2,  and  the  candidate 
endorsed  in  the  first  round  of  voting  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #1;  and 

j>),/\  third  round  of  endorsement  voting  shall  follow  as  jjrovided  in  section 
7.3. 

§7.3  In  the  third  round  of  endorsement  voting,  the  SFDCCC  will  vote  for 
endorsement  among  the  candidates  other  than  those  endorsed,  by  majority  vote,  as 
| provided  in  Article  VI,  Section  2 of  the  Byjaws.  If  a majority  of  the  SFDCCC  votes  "No 
Endorsement,"  the  candidates  endorsed  as  Choice  #1  and  Choice  #2  shall  be  the 
| exclusive  recommendations  of  the  SFDCCC.  jf  any  candidate  is  endorsed  in  this 


round  of  voting  that  candidate  shall  be  endorsed  as  Choice  #3. 

§7.4  In  the  event  that  the  SFDCCC  endorses  a second-ranked  and/or  third-ranked 
candidate  for  any  race,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

§7.5  The  SFDCCC  slate  card  will  list  the  ranked  endorsements  in  order  (i.e.,  first- 
ranked,  then  second-ranked,  then  third-ranked).  Each  ranked  endorsement  will  be 
clearly  labeled  as  first,  second,  or  third,  and  the  first-ranked  endorsement  will 
appear  in  a larger  font  and  bolder  typeface  than  the  second  and  third-ranked 
endorsements. 

§7.6  Only  first-ranked  endorsees  will  be  permitted  to  hold  themselves  out  as  the 
endorsees  of  the  Democratic  Party.  Second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  only 
hold  themselves  out  as  having  received  the  second  or  third-ranked  endorsement.  A 
statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or  third  ranking  must  accompany  any 
statement  (oral  or  in  writing)  that  the  candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Democratic  Party.  Moreover,  the  statement  that  the  endorsement  is  a second  or 
third  ranking  must  be  in  the  same  font  and  typeface  as  the  statement  that  the 
candidate  has  been  endorsed  by  the  party.  Thus,  for  example,  signs,  mailers,  and 
other  literature  distributed  by  second  and  third-ranked  endorsees  may  not  state 
that  the  candidate  has  received  the  party  endorsement,  with  an  asterisk  that  directs 
the  viewer  to  a different  part  of  the  material  with  information  about  ranking;  rather, 
the  two  pieces  of  information  must  appear  together  and  with  the  same  font  and 
type-face. 

§7.7  The  spirit  of  sections  7.5  and  7.6  is  to  ensure  that  voters  are  not  confused  about 
| J:he  SFDCCC's  endorsements.  The  SFDCCC’s  intent  is  to  require  candidates  who 
accept  the  SFDCCC's  second  and  third-ranked  endorsements  to  disclose  fully  the  fact 
that  they  are  not  the  first-ranked  endorsee. 

§7.8  Each  candidate  who  applies  for  the  SFDCCC's  endorsement  shall  sign  a 
statement  agreeing  to  abide  by  the  above  rules.  Any  second  or  third-ranked 
| endorsee  Twho  violates  the  above  rules  will  be  subject  to  revocation  of  the  SFDCCC's 
endorsement.  (§7.0  - 7.8  adopted  7/28/04  and  amended  July  25,  2007) 

§7.9  When  the  SFDCCC  sends  out  endorsement  questionnaires,  the  policy  on  the  use 
of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement  related  to  ranked  choice  voting  (RCV)  shall  be  included 
with  a signature  request  that  candidates,  if  endorsed,  will  abide  by  its  policy. 

§7.10  The  Executive  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to  take  any  and  all  necessary 
steps  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  SFDCCC  endorsement 

| §7.11  If  any  third  party  or  "Independent  Expenditure"  is  made  which  inaccurately 


| Reflects  the  ranked  choice  for  the  candidate,  a press  release  will  be  issued  clarifying 

the  endorsement  ■HifrlVili 
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§7.12  If  any  campaign,  via  literature,  communication— verbal  or  electronic — or 
phone  banking,  fails  to  correctly  state  the  ranked  choice  endorsement,  the  Executive 
Committee  will  investigate  the  circumstances  and,  at  the  very  least,  a press  release 
will  be  disseminated  to  clarify  the  endorsement  Circumstances  may  also  warrant  a 
rescission  of  the  endorsement  and  a press  release  will  be  sent  so  noting.  If  such 
violation  occurs  two  weeks  or  less  before  the  election,  the  endorsement  is 
automatically  rescinded  and  a press  conference  and  release  so  stating  will  occur. 

§7.1 3 If  a campaign  unknowingly  violates  the  rules  of  the  Committee  and  it  is  more 
than  six  weeks  before  the  election,  the  campaign  must  take  satisfactory  steps  to 
clarify  the  information  as  befits  the  dissemination  of  the  incorrect  information.

ARTICLE  VIII.  FINANCIAL  REPORTING  POLICY 

Deleted:  8. 

§1.0  The  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  is  governed  by  both  the  laws  of  the  State  of  ^Forriatted^ 

California  and  the  County  of  San  Francisco.  Its  reporting  practices  are  administered 

by  both  the  California  Fair  Political  Practices  Commission  (FPPC)  and  the  San 

Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC).  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  San  Francisco 

Democratic  Party  to  follow  the  current  guidelines  as  issued  by  both  the  FPPC  and 

the  SFEC. 

§2.0  In  a non-election  year  the  baseline  reporting  period  is  semi-annual.  In  addition, 
special  reporting  is  required  for  all  elections  including  special  elections.  The  FPPC 
issues  a calendar  of  the  reporting  periods  for  each  election  cycle  including 
deadlines.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  guidelines  will  result  in  penalties  and/or 
fines. 

§3.0  Three  hard  copies  (e.g.  computer  generated  copies  on  paper)  and  one 
electronic  format  copy  shall  be  taken  to  the  San  Francisco  Ethics  Commission  (SFEC) 
with  one  of  the  hard  copies  date  stamped  by  the  Ethics  Commission  and  returned  to 
the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  for  the  permanent  record  file. 


ARTICLE  IX.  BUDGET  DEVELOPMENT  POLICY 

§1.0  In  order  to  facilitate  the  process  of  identifying  targeted  fundraising  goals  and 
financial  needs,  the  SFDCCC  will  establish  an  annual  budget.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  shall  be  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  an 
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operational  budget  that  shall  be  mailed  to  each  SFDCCC  member  with  the  January 
agenda  package.  The  budget  will  be  presented  by  the  Treasurer  at  the  January 
meeting  for  review  and  adoption  by  the  full  SFDCCC.  The  preparation  of  the  budget 
shall  be  based  on  historical  information  and  current  data,  as  well  as  budgeted 
projections  available  at  the  time  the  budget  is  prepared.  This  budget  may  be 
amended  during  the  year  due  to  changing  financial  resources  or  priorities. 

§2.0  The  Treasurer  of  the  SFDCCC  will  prepare  a monthly  financial  report.  The 
monthly  report  shall  contain,  at  a minimum,  actual  amounts,  year  to  date  expenses, 
and  annual  budget  figures. 

ARTICLE  X.  PURCHASING  POLICY 

§1.0  This  policy  applies  to  all  purchases  of  office  equipment  and  supplies  over  $500. 
These  purchases  will  be  made  through  consultation  of  the  Executive  Director  with 
the  Treasurer  and  approved  by  the  Party  Chair.  Criteria  will  be  established  for 
developing  approved  vendor  lists.  The  approved  vendor  lists  along  with  the  criteria 
will  be  maintained  in  the  Party  office.  The  criteria  will  establish  a minimum 
qualification  to  be  placed  on  the  approved  vendors  lists  and  are  not  intended  to 
serve  as  a ranking  of  vendors. 

§2.0  The  criteria  will  be  based  on  the  current  policies  of  the  SFDCCC  and  in  accord 
with  Party  goals.  Competitive  quotes  from  at  least  three  vendors  will  be  obtained 
for  all  purchases  of  $500.or  greater.  Single  vendor  purchases  without  competitive 
quotes  may  be  used  for  purchases  of  under  $500* 

§3.0  Vendor  Questionnaire  (See  Addendum  B). 

ARTICLE  XI.  MEMBERSHIP  CATEGORY  AND  MEMBER  LIST  POLICY 

§1.0  The  SFDCCC  has  three  types  of  members.  These  are  elected  members,  ex  officio 
members  and  associate  members.

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ARTICLE  XII.  MEMBER  ATTENDANCE  POLICY  * 
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§1.0  The  work  of  the  SFDCCC  includes  maintaining  a Party  office,  organizing 

Democratic  Party  fundraisers,  conducting  and  contributing  to  the  SFDCCC  meetings,  Formatted:  Heading  1 

facilitating  a coordinated  campaign  for  elections  and  the  committee  work  of  the 

local  Party  required  for  organizational  maintenance.  The  participation  of  all  the 

members  of  the  Central  Committee  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  these  goals  and 

needs. 

§2.0  Elected  and  ex  officio  members  or  their  designated  representatives  are 
expected  to  attend  and  participate  at  all  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC. 

The  associate  members  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
SFDCCC.  In  addition,  serving  on  a fundraising  event  committee,  a standing  or  special 
committee  or  working  in  the  coordinated  campaign  is  a valuable  way  of  contributing 
to  the  Party. 

§3.0  Careful  and  accurate  attendance  records  will  be  maintained.  They  are  public 
records.  These  records  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
office. 

§4.0  Anyone  may  request  a copy  of  the  SFDCCC  attendance  records.  These  will  be 
provided  within  a reasonable  time  period  from  the  date  of  the  request  (e.g.,  within 
10  days). 

§5.0  SFDCCC  attendance  records,  covering  a period  of  time,  may  periodically  be 
included  with  the  mailing  of  the  minutes  and  agenda  packets

3.  Approval  of  Meeting  Agenda 

Hene  Kelly  asked  that  a resolution  she  circulated  about  drones  be  added  to  agenda.  No 
objections  were  heard;  it  will  be  item  7. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Kelly) 

Agenda  approved  by  acclamation. 

Arlo  Hale  Smith  made  a point  of  order.  In  looking  at  the  Policies  and  Procedures,  on 
page  9,  he  believes  Item  6 cannot  be  considered  this  evening.  Issues  Committee  must 
meet.  Both  sides  must  be  heard.  Initiatives  are  then  acted  upon  by  a vote  of  the  DCCC. 
This  would  be  in  violation  of  the  policies  and  procedures  manual  - which  needs 
suspension  at  a two-thirds  vote  in  order  to  hear  this  matter. 

David  Chiu  replied  this  item  was  properly  noticed.  The  Issues  Committee  could  have 
met  tonight  if  it  had  wanted  to.  People  came  here  to  debate  the  merits  of  this  project. 

Mary  Jung  asked  for  comments  from  the  members.  Further  discussion  and  cross  talk 
ensued. 

Carole  Migden  stated  it  should  be  ruled  in  or  out  of  order  and  requested  that  we  move 
on. 

Jung  stated  that  based  on  parliamentarian's  point  of  order  and  comments  from 
members,  it  is  still  clear  that  continuing  to  hear  Item  6 today  will  violate  DCCC's  own 
policies  and  procedures.  She  ruled  that  the  item  is  off  the  agenda  and  will  be  continued 
to  the  regular  endorsement  meeting  in  August  and  stated  that  the  Issues  Committee  will 
meet  regarding  the  project. 

Kelly  challenged  the  ruling  of  the  chair.  Dejesus  seconded  this. 
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Smith  stated  the  proper  act  is  to  appeal  the  ruling  of  the  chair. 

Further  discussion  and  cross  talk  ensued. 

Tom  Hsieh  made  a point  of  order  and  asked  the  members  to  please  look  to  the  chair  for 
making  remarks  and  not  shout  across  the  room. 

Midgen  exclaimed  a motion  was  made  to  overrule  the  chair. 

Jung  acknowledged  member  Kelly  to  speak  on  this  matter. 

Kelly  explained  the  reason  she  challenged  the  chair  is  because  she  agreed  with  Chiu  that 
this  was  noticed.  There  could  have  been  a meeting  of  the  Issues  Committee  and  that 
could  have  happened  at  6:15  p.m.  She  stated  that  she  hoped  that  2/3rds  of  the 
members  would  vote  to  overrule  the  chair. 

Dejesus  stated  there  could  have  been  a meeting  tonight  and  that  the  members  should  go 
forward  on  this  vote.  She  accused  the  chair  of  not  being  fair  to  the  community. 

Scott  Wiener  stated  the  DCCC  has  an  endorsement  process  for  a reason  and  it  is  laid  out 
in  the  rules.  We  did  not  invite  the  project  sponsor  to  come  in  to  talk  about  the  project 
and  there  was  no  question  and  answer  period.  This  early  endorsement  was  highly 
unusual.

Jung  announced  the  vote,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  Rosenthal,  explained  to  the  members 
of  the  audience  what  the  vote  meant  - that  since  Item  6 did  not  follow  the  DCCC’s 
policies  and  procedures,  it  will  not  be  discussed  and  voted  on  tonight  and  instead  will 
be  calendared  for  the  August  agenda. 

Kelly  asked  that  Item  6 be  put  on  the  May  agenda.  Jung  replied  that  this  can  be 
discussed  under  New  Business. 

4.  Approval  of  Meeting  Minutes 

M/S/C  (Kamala  Harris  proxy  (Matthew  RothschildJ/Rosenthal) 
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Minutes  approved  by  acclamation. 

5.  Reports 

a)  Chair  (Mary  Jung)  - Jung  provided  a report  from  the  California  Democratic 
Convention  and  congratulated  Zoe  Dunning  and  Hene  Kelly  for  their  elections.  Jung 
explained  that  Kelly’s  new  position  opens  her  executive  board  seat  and  a delegate 
seat.  She  asked  that  those  who  are  interested  in  either  seat,  or  know  of  others  who 
are,  to  let  her  know  and  she  will  discuss  this  with  the  Executive  Board  and  also 
confer  with  Kelly. 

b)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil)  - In  McNeil’s  absence,  Executive  Director  will 
give  the  report  with  her  report. 

c)  Club  Chartering  (Leah  Pimentel)  - Leah  Pimentel  was  not  present  at  this  time. 

d)  Communications  (Matt  Dorsey)  - Dorsey  stated  the  DCCC  will  consider  some 
amendments  to  the  bylaws  and  will  focus  next  on  the  policies  and  procedures 
manual.  He  asked  that  members  contact  him  if  they  have  any  questions  or 
suggestions. 

e)  Finance  (Zoe  Dunning)  - Dunning  announced  that  former  DCCC  Chair  Jane 
Morrison  has  graciously  agreed  to  hold  an  event  in  her  home  this  summer  to  raise 
money  to  fund  the  Sue  Bierman  Internship  Program. 

f)  Treasurer  (Tom  Hsieh)  - Hsieh  circulated  the  financial  reports  from  the 
accountants  and  announced  the  DCCC  has  about  $91,000  cash  on  hand  for  operating 
expenses. 

g)  Executive  Director  (Ally  Medina)  - Medina  announced  we  moved  offices  to  645 
Harrison  and  thanked  Kim-Shree  Maufas  for  being  a huge  help.  The  CDP’s  bounty 
program  started  again,  and  DCCC  is  continuing  with  voter  registration.  DCCC 
received  99  emails,  nine  phone  calls,  and  one  letter  about  Item  6.  She  printed  out 
the  emails  and  they  are  available. 

Migden  interrupted  Medina’s  report  and  asked  for  a clarification.  When  she  was 
recognized,  she  stated  she  was  confused  about  the  earlier  vote  on  the  ruling  of  the 
chair,  explaining  she  thought  the  committee  was  voting  on  the  drone  resolution,  and 
wished  to  change  her  vote.  Even  though  several  members  thought  Migden  was 
acting  out  of  order,  she  was  allowed,  changing  the  final  count  to  14-14.  The  ruling  of 
the  chair  stands.  8:17  pm. 

6.  Endorsement:  8 Washington  (removed  from  agenda  - see  Item  3) 

7.  Drone  resolution:  Presented  by  Kelly. 

M/S  Kelly/Mandelman. 

Smith  stated  he  will  vote  no  on  this  because  it  threatens  our  national  security. 
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Dunning  stated  she  will  also  vote  no  on  this  resolution  as  currently  written.  As  the  only 
veteran  here,  she  wants  to  share  that  she  does  not  agree  with  some  of  the  statistics  in 
the  resolution. 

Dorsey  thanked  Dunning  for  her  thoughts,  but  he  will  still  vote  yes  on  this. 

Chiu  has  significant  issues  re:  our  policies  around  drones  and  also  has  concerns  that  are 
shared  with  member  Dunning.  He  asked  if  there  was  a way  to  amend  this  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all? 

Mandelman  opined  DCCC  should  be  sensitive  to  the  religious  backgrounds  of  others. 
Spending  money  on  drones  does  not  make  sense. 

Campos  stated  there  is  a process  that  should  have  been  pursued  before  we  used  drones. 

Fazio  stated  that  improvements  can  be  made  to  this  resolution.  It  was  added  late  and  if 
he  is  not  certain  about  something,  he  is  not  going  to  support  it. 

Kelly  stated  she  would  like  to  move  to  withdraw  this  resolution  and  send  it  to 
committee.  She  would  like  to  amend  this  to  augment  support.  She  believes  the 
President  wants  something  like  this  and  asked  for  volunteers  to  be  on  the  committee. 

Dunning  volunteered  to  be  on  the  committee. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Chiu)  Approved  to  withdraw  resolution  and  send  to  committee. 

Speier,  Feinstein,  Ting  abstained. 

During  this  discussion,  Migden  asked  for  a review  of  the  vote  on  Item  6 and  sought  the 
house  number.  Many  members  suggested  to  Migden  that  she  was  out  of  order  for 
various  reasons.  Chair  Jung  provided  her  with  the  tally  sheet  for  the  vote. 

8.  Bylaws  Reforms: 

a)  Allowing  participation  by  immigrants.  M/S/C  (Chiu/Dorsey).  After  some  discussion, 
a roll  call  was  requested.  Campos  expressed  his  disappointment  to  Congresswoman 
Speier  through  her  proxy  Brian  Perkins.  While  Campos  has  great  respect  for  Speier, 
he  thought  Speier  should  be  voting  in  favor  of  this  by-law  reform  and  her  vote  sends 
a negative  message  to  immigrants  that  are  trying  to  live  the  dream.  This  by-law 
change  was  approved,  with  Fazio  and  Feinstein  abstaining.  Speier  voted  no.  Avalos, 
Mar,  McNeil  and  Pelosi  were  absent. 

b)  Noticing  for  agendas  - M/S  (Dorsey/Harris  proxy  (Rothschild))  Harris  proxy 
(Rothschild)  moved  to  hold  it  over  to  a future  meeting.  There  was  general 
agreement  that  general  noticing  for  meetings  should  not  be  changed  from  10  days  to 
3 days  and  this  should  remain  as  is.  Regarding  the  second  part  of  noticing, 
requesting  that  emergency  resolutions  be  provided  at  least  96  hours  in  advance, 
there  was  general  agreement  this  made  sense,  but  it  would  also  be  held  over  to  a 
future  meeting. 
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c)  Audio  recording  of  meetings  - Dorsey  moved  to  put  it  over  to  a future  meeting.  He 
announced  he  had  someone  videotaping  this  meeting  as  an  experiment  and  said  he 
would  send  it  out  to  all  members  to  review. 

Several  members  confirmed  that  this  body  is  not  required  to  abide  by  the  Brown  Act. 
Wiener  thanked  Dorsey  for  the  extra  work  he  has  done  because  of  all  the  Supervisors 
serving  on  the  DCCC.  He  stated  he  was  not  convinced  we  should  move  away  from  the  10 
days  notice. 

Dorsey  expressed  concern  that  72  hours'  notice  does  not  maximize  transparency. 

9.  New  Business 

Yee  proxy  (Rizzo)  proposed  to  put  the  8 Washington  item  on  the  agenda  for  next  month 
and  that  the  appropriate  committee  do  the  review. 

M/S/C  (Yee  proxy  (Rizzo)/DeJesus) 

Pimentel  announced  that  the  SFSU  College  Democrats  turned  in  all  their  forms  and 
wished  to  be  chartered  tonight. 

Jung  thanked  them  for  helping  to  move  the  DCCC  office. 

M/S/C  (Pimental/Jung) 

Passed  by  acclamation  to  grant  charter  to  SFSU  College  Democrats. 

Pimentel  also  noted  that  the  DCCC  is  no  longer  asking  for  $25  checks  from  clubs  when 
they  submit  their  chartering  packages;  and  she  thanked  the  DCCC  and  Ally 
Hergenraeder  for  the  extra  office  supplies  given  to  the  schools. 

Proxy  George  Broder  asked  the  President  of  the  Club  if  they  supported  only  endorsing 
Democrats  in  nonpartisan  races.  The  President  of  the  Club  affirmed  they  did. 

Mandelman  asked  how  the  tape  was  going  to  be  distributed.  Dorsey  replied  he  would 
provide  a link  to  it  to  all  the  members  and  suggested  he  might  post  it  on  YouTube. 

Rosenthal  invited  all  to  a fundraiser  for  Katy  Tang  for  Supervisor,  District  4 on  April  30.

Ordinance:  1)  amending  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Zoning  Map  Sheet  HT01 
to  change  the  height  and  bulk  district  classification  of  two  areas  along  the  Drumm 
Street  frontage  of  the  property  located  at  Assessor's  Block  No.  0201,  Lot  No.  012  (8 
Washington  Street),  from  84-E  to  92-E  in  one  area  and  to  136-E  in  another  area;  and  2) 
making  environmental  findings,  Planning  Code  Section  302  findings,  and  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 . Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  On  August  9,  201 1 , Neil  Sekhri,  acting  on  behalf  of  San  Francisco  Waterfront 
Partners  II,  LLC  ("Project  Sponsor"),  filed  an  application  to  amend  Sheet  HT01  of  the  Zoning 
Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  change  the  height  and  bulk  classification  of 
two  areas  of  the  western  portion  (along  the  Drumm  Street  frontage)  of  the  property  located  at 
Assessor's  Block  0201,  Lot  012  (8  Washington  Street)  from  84-E  to  92-E  in  one  area 
measuring  88  feet  by  86  feet,  and  to  136-E  in  another  irregular,  roughly  rectangular  area 
measuring  15,370  square  feet  ("Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendment"). 

(b)  The  Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendment  is  part  of  a project  proposed  by  the  Project 
Sponsor  to  demolish  an  existing  surface  parking  lot  and  health  club,  and  construct  a new 
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health  club,  residential  buildings  ranging  from  four  to  twelve  stories  in  height  containing  145 
dwelling  units,  ground-floor  retail  uses  totaling  approximately  20,000  square  feet,  and  400  off- 
street  parking  spaces  ("Proposed  Project"). 

(c)  On  March  22,  2012,  at  a duly  noticed  public  hearing,  by  Motion  No.  18560,  the 
Planning  Commission  certified  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  (“FEIR”)  for  the 
Proposed  Project,  including  the  Zoning  Map  Amendment.  The  Planning  Commission  certified 
that  the  FEIR  for  the  Proposed  Project  reflects  the  independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  contains  no  significant 
revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  that  the  content  of  the  FEIR  and  the  procedures  through  which 
it  was  prepared,  publicized  and  reviewed  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (California  Public  Resources  Code  section  21000  et 
seq.),  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines  (California  Code  of  Regulations  Title  14  sections  15000  et 
seq.)  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31").  A copy  of  the 
FEIR  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120271. 

(d)  On  March  22,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Motion  No.  18561  adopting 
CEQA  Findings  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project,  including  the  Proposed 
Zoning  Map  Amendment.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  affirms  and  adopts  said  findings 
based  on  the  reasons  set  forth  therein,  and  incorporates  such  reasons  by  reference. 

(e)  On  March  22,  2012  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  18566, 
approving  and  recommended  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Proposed  Zoning 
Map  Amendment. 

(f)  The  letter  from  the  Planning  Department  transmitting  the  Proposed  Zoning  Map 
Amendment  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Final  EIR,  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Commission  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project  (including  a 
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statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program)  are 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120271 . These  and  any  and  all  other 
documents  referenced  in  this  Ordinance  have  been  made  available  to,  and  have  been 
reviewed  by,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  may  be  found  in  either  the  files  of  the  City 
Planning  Department,  as  the  custodian  of  records,  at  1650  Mission  Street  in  San  Francisco,  or 
in  File  No.  120271  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett 
Place,  San  Francisco,  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(g)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  Final  EIR,  the 
environmental  documents  on  file  referred  to  herein,  and  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Commission  in  support  of  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project,  including  the 
statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  the  Planning  Commission’s  CEQA  Findings  as  its  own 
and  hereby  incorporates  them  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  Board  has 
reviewed  and  considered  the  information  in  the  memorandum  from  Paul  Maltzer  of  the 
Planning  Department  dated  June  12.  2012.  that  considers  the  effect  of  reducing  the  amount  of 
commercial  parking  and  concludes  that  such  reduction  would  not  result  in  anv  additional 
environmental  effects  bevond  those  analyzed  in  the  Final  EIR  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the 
memorandum,  which  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  bv  this  reference. 

(h)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  302,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  this 
Zoning  Map  Amendment  will  serve  the  public  necessity,  convenience  and  welfare  for  the 
reasons  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission  Motion  No.  18567  (approving  the  Conditional  Use 
Authorization  and  Planned  Unit  Development  for  the  Project),  and  incorporates  such  reasons 
by  reference  herein. 
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(i)  Pursuant  to  Planning  Code  Section  101.1,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the 
Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendment  is  consistent  with  the  General  Plan,  as  amended,  and 
with  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  (b),  and  hereby  adopts  the  findings 
of  the  Planning  Commission,  as  set  forth  in  Planning  Commission  Motion  Nos.  18565  and 
18567,  and  incorporates  said  findings  by  reference  herein.

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RESOLUTION  TO  END  UNLAWFUL  DRONE  STRIKES,  EXTRAJUDICIAL  KILLINGS, 
AND  RESTRICT  DOMESTIC  DRONE  SURVEILLANCE 

WHEREAS,  the  U.S.  government  sets  a dangerous  precedent  as  it  continues  drone 
strikes  and  extrajudicial  killings  on  people  in  countries  with  whom  America  is  not  at 
war,  the  majority  being  "signature  drone  strikes,"  where  operators  fire  upon  groups 
of  men  whose  identities  are  unknown,  but  who  are  deemed  "targets"  based  on 
"suspicious  behavior"  or  "signatures,”  including  being  a male  of  "military  age,"  while 
also  utilizing  the  unlawful  and  inhumane  practice  of  "double  taps,"  where  rescuers 
of  victims  of  initial  strikes  are  killed  by  a second  strike;  and 

WHEREAS,  our  drone  attacks  result  in  the  killing  of  innocent  civilians  and,  given 
that  the  Geneva  Conventions  prohibit  attacks  that  "may  be  expected  to  cause 
incidental  loss  of  civilian  life...  excessive  in  relation  to  the  concrete  and  direct 
military  advantage  anticipated"  during  armed  conflicts,  and  that  the  extrajudicial 
killing  of  any  person,  whether  in  peace  or  war  time,  is  prohibited  by  International 
Human  Rights  and  International  Humanitarian  Law,  and  knowing  that  the  constant 
overhead  presence  of  U.S.  drones  engenders  hatred  and  desire  for  revenge  among 
the  communities  under  attack  by  terrorizing  civilians  as  they  go  about  their 
everyday  personal  and  community  activities  , which  is  a form  of  collective 
punishment  prohibited  by  international  law,  resulting  in  the  world  and  our  nation 
becoming  less  safe;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  current  administration  is  directing  the  use  of  drones  on  American 
citizens  by 

1]  Authorizing  the  use  of  military  drones  to  target  and  kill  alleged  terrorists, 
including  U.S.  citizens,  without  recognizing  the  United  States  Constitutional 
guarantee  of  due  process  for  all  people,  including  those  accused  of  treason;  and 

2)  Directing  the  FAA  to  create  regulations  enabling  drones  to  fly  throughout  U.S. 
airspace  including  California  by  September  2015  risking  unwarranted  and  illegal 
surveillance  of  individuals  or  groups  in  public  spaces  and  in  their  homes,  in 
violation  of  our  Constitutional  guarantee  to  privacy  and  freedom  from 
unreasonable  searches: 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  SF  Democratic  Party  stands  in  opposition 
to  the  extrajudicial  killings  and  use  of  drones  as  described  herein,  both  foreign  and 
domestic,  and  urges  that  tl.S.  policies  be  structured  within  the  framework  of

San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  Bylaws 

Adopted:  January  23,  2013 
ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 

a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

b.  These  Bylaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation,  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 

a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
following  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  whole  or  in 
part: 

i.  Assemblyperson 

ii.  State  Senator 


Congressperson 


B.  Any  Democrat  resident  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve, 
or  who  is  serving  in  any  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
"Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot. 

C.  Following  certification  of  primary  election  results,  for  any  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  in  subdivision  2 A,  any  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  (i) 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  (ii)  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  re-election,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 
office  is  over,  and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  any  Democrat  who  becomes 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex  officio  membership  by  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 

3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  may  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  by  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member. 

4.  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request. 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  four  (4)  year  terms. 
Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  (or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable)  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

c.  There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or 


otherwise  designated  to  hold  an  office  named  in  subdivision  (a)(2)  of  this  section  shall 
terminate  upon  their  taking  office.  A member  who  becomes  eligible  for  membership  on 
some  other  grounds  during  his  or  her  four-year  term  shall  inform  the  Chair  of  the  eligibility 
and  identify  the  position,  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  represent. 

Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is  registered  as 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  an  associate  member  or 
designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  or  holder  of  a proxy  for  an  elected  member,  a person  may 
serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if  he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to  register  as 
a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to  register  as  a voter.  If  the  member's  party  affiliation 
changes,  or  if  the  member's  residence  changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District 
he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his  or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically 
terminate. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  FROM  MEMBERSHIP 

a.  The  removal  of  residence  by  an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  that  committee  or  the 
affiliation  with,  or  registration  as  a member  of,  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party  by 
an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  during  his  or  her  term  of  membership  shall  constitute  his 
or  her  automatic  resignation  from  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Any  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  who  misses  more  than  three  consecutive  regularly 
called  meetings  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  the  committee  concerned,  unless  his  or  her 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  county  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting,  or  is  otherwise  excused.  Any  absence  may  be  excused  by  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  SFDCCC. 

If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  excuse  an  absence,  the  member  may  ask  to  be  excused  by  the  full 
SFDCCC,  and  the  absence  may  be  excused  by  a majority  vote. 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  remove  any  member,  other  than  an  Ex  Officio  member,  who  during  his 
or  her  term  of  membership  affiliates  with  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party,  who 
gives  support  to  or  avows  a preference  for  a candidate  for  partisan  office  other  than  a 
candidate  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly  utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC 
title  to  advocate  or  support  a candidate  not  endorsed  by  the  SFDCCC.  "Partisan  office”  shall 
mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot, 
provided  that  an  SFDCCC  member  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

d.  Removal  of  a member  for  reasons  listed  in  this  Article  shall  be  effected  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  investigate  any  charges  of  behavior  that  could  support 


removal  under  this  Article.  If  substantiated,  the  Chair  shall  send  to  the  accused  member  by 
timely  certified  mail:  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  and  a letter  stating  that  the  accused 
member  may  either  resign  or  have  a hearing  before  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  that  at 
such  hearing,  the  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
statement  of  charges  and  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  such  member,  and  that  such 
member  may  be  represented  at  his/her  own  expense  at  such  hearing.  An  additional  copy  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  accused  member  by  fax,  email,  or 
regular  mail  at  or  before  the  time  the  copies  are  sent  by  certified  mail.  In  the  case  of  a 
member  whom  the  Chair  believes  has  moved  his/her  residence  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  notice  can  advise  the  member  that 
if  he/she  does  not  make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  [10)  days  disputing  the 
charges  and  demanding  a hearing,  his/her  removal  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

2.  If  the  accused  member  does  not  resign,  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  schedule  a hearing 
before  the  SFDCCC  in  accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements 
of  Article  IV  of  these  Bylaws.  The  Chair  shall  send  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  to  all 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  along  with  a notice  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  hearing  no 
less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 

3.  At  the  hearing  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  examine  the  statement  of  charges 
brought  against  the  accused  member.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  respond  to  the  charges,  to  confront  any  witnesses,  and  may  be  represented  at  his/her 
own  expense  if  desired.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a fashion  as  to  afford  the 
accused  member  due  process  of  law.  At  the  conclusion  of  said  hearing,  upon  motion  for 
removal,  the  accused  member  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  (2 /3)  of 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  4.  VACANCIES 

a.  A vacancy  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  the  event  any  member  dies,  becomes 
incapacitated  to  act,  or  is  removed  from  membership  pursuant  to  Section  3 of  this  Article. 

b.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  follows: 

1.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  SFDCCC 
no  later  than  forty-five  [45)  days  from  the  occurrence  of  vacancy.  Whenever  possible,  the 
Chair  shall  solicit  names  for  replacement  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Chair's 
appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  III:  OFFICERS 

Section  1.  ELECTED  OFFICERS 

The  elected  officers  of  this  County  Committee  shall  consist  of: 


a.  A Chairperson; 

b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer's  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 
Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  III,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these  Bylaws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 


any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 
Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 

Section  6.  SECRETARIES 

a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  these  Bylaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  be  provided  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Committee  as  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
County  Committee.  Said  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members'  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
inspection  and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 

b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 

Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS 

Regular  meetings  shall  generally  occur  on  a monthly  basis  on  the  fourth  (4th)  Wednesday  of 
every  month. 

Section  2.  SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

a.  A special  meeting  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee  if  the 


Chair  is  unavailable,  or  by  ten  (10)  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  only  business  that 
may  be  noticed  for  a special  meeting  is  business  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  No  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  to 
members  may  be  discussed  or  voted  upon  at  the  special  meeting.  Any  business  raised  at  a 
special  meeting  must  be  passed  by  a two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  members  present  and 
voting. 

Section  3.  PLACE  OF  MEETINGS 

a.  Meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  held  at  the  Milton  Marks  Auditorium  of  the  California 
State  Office  Building,  455  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  in  San  Francisco. 

b.  In  the  event  that  the  regular  meeting  facility  becomes  unavailable,  or  at  such  times  as  the 
Chairperson  determines  circumstances  warrant,  the  Chairperson  may  select  a suitable 
alternative  location  for  SFDCCC  meetings.  The  location  of  all  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall 
be  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  shall  be  accessible  to  disabled  persons. 

c.  In  the  event  that  a regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  is  held  at  a location  other 
than  that  described  in  Subsection  (a)  of  this  Section,  notice  of  the  new  location  shall  be 
provided  at  least  15  days  in  advance  by  email  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC;  by  email  to 
designated  contacts  of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco;  and  by  email  to  all 
members  of  the  public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and 
notices.  Notices  shall  also  be  posted  15  days  in  advance  on  the  SFDCCC’s  web  site  at 
http://www.sfdemocrats.org;  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  Government  Information 
Center;  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall  also  be 
mailed  at  least  15  days  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Such 
notices  need  not  include  a formal  agenda,  but  should  generally  identify  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  the  meeting.  A formal  agenda  must  also  be  distributed  and  posted  at  least  10 
days  in  advance  of  the  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  public  noticing  requirements  of 
Section  4 of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  AGENDA  AND  NOTICE 

a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is 
unavailable.  All  agendas  and  notices  shall  list  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  meeting, 
and  all  agendas  shall  provide  a brief  general  description  of  each  item  of  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 

bj-  xi  opt  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  fdl  of  this  Section,  the  agenda  for  all  regular 
meeting';,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings,  shall  be  provided  at  least  10 
days  in  advance  by  email  to  ea<  li  member  of  the  SFDCCC;  In  email  to  designated  contacts  of 
all  chartered  Democrat  ic  clubs  in  San  Francisco;  and  by  email  to  all  members  of  the  public 
and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and  notices.  At  least  10  days 


before  a regular  meeting,  agendas  and  notices  shall  also  be  posted  on  the  SFDCCC's  web  site 
at  http:  //www.sfdemocrats.org;  posted  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party; 
and  emailed  to  the  Sari  Francisco  Main  Library,  Government  Information  Center,  for  public 
posting.  Notices  shall  also  be  mailed  at  least  10  days  in  advance  to  persons  having 
requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service. 

'c)A  voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may  request  an  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda,  subject  to 
consent  of  the  Chair,  by  providing  written  notice  at  least  10  days  prior  to  a regular  or 
special  meeting.  If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  place  an  item  on  the  agenda,  a voting  member  of 
the  SFDCCC  may  send  written  notice  of  such  business  in  accordance  with  the  public  noticing 
provisions  of  Subsection  fbl  of  this  Section  no  fewer  than  10  days  prior  to  the  regularly 
scheduled  meeting.  At  said  meeting,  a vote  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  the  members 
voting  and  present  will  place  the  item  on  the  agenda.  Failure  to  receive  a majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  members  present  and  voting  will  result  in  the  matter  being  deemed  to  have 
never  been  before  the  SFDCCC  and  said  matter  shall  neither  be  voted  upon  nor  discussed. 
Failure  to  provide  10  days  written  notice  to  all  of  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  also 
result  in  the  matter  being  deemed  to  have  never  been  before  the  SFDCCC  and  said  matter 
shall  neither  be  voted  upon  nor  discussed. 

d.  1 f the  need  for  an  item  of  business  arises  after  the  10-day  noticing  deadline  for  a meeting 
of  the  SFDCCC.  and  real  harm  would  occur  if  the  late  item  were  not  voted  upon  at  that 
meeting,  a detailed,  written  explanation  of  the  late  item,  including  the  specific  language  to 
be  voted  upon,  shall  be  provided  to  SFDCCC  members  and  re-noticed  to  all  public  recipients 
identified  in  Subsection  fbl  of  this  Section  no  later  than  72-hours  prior  to  the  start  of  the 
actual  meeting.  Said  item  may  be  voted  upon  if  no  less  than  two-thirds  f2/31  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  vote  to  place  the  matter  on  the  agenda. 

e.  A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may,  under  the  "new  business”  portion  of  a regular  or 
special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  immediate  following  meeting  subject  to 
approval  by  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting.  The 
SFDCCC  may  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on  those  items  that  are  on  the  agenda. 

f.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public 
comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each 
speaker  may  speak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes.jprovided  that  the 
Chairperson  may  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 
based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Any  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 
period  may  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker's 
comments. 


Section  5.  QUORUM 


A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  SFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  (8)  or  more 
voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  at  no  more  than 
ten  meetings  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  designation  of 
proxies  by  members  of  the  SFDCCC  for  good  cause.  Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may 
vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through  designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and 
appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making 
such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary 
prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or  designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a 
single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any  individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at 
any  meeting. 

Any  resident  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an  elected  member, 
provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the  member  whose  proxy 
he/she  holds,  and  is  otherwise  qualified  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  Article  II, 
Section  2 of  these  By-Laws. 

Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 

a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 
Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  by  these  Bylaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these  Bylaws,  or  any  portion  of  these  Bylaws,  be  suspended, 
unless  that  specific  portion  of  the  Bylaws  indicates  that  it  may  be  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these  Bylaws  or  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 
Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 


has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair's  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  [3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  [2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2”  x 11”  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  10.  NOTICES 

Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 

Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  require  any  document  to  be 
executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 


SFDCCC. 


b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 

Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 

Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  may  consider  endorsing  a non-Democrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  "top  two"  race 
in  which  no  registered  Democrat  has  qualified  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats.  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  "unendorsed"  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races,  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

These  same  procedures  shall  be  applicable  to  any  pre-primary  or  "top  two"  election  race  in 
which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 


beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee's  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 

ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 

Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  III, 
Sections  (1)  and  (3J  of  these  Bylaws  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 
the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 


Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 

Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 
been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 

Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS 

Chartered  Democratic  organizations  shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political 
party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise  publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates 
for  partisan  office  who  are  not  members  of  the  Democratic  Party,  provided  that  a Chartered 
Democratic  organization  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two”  race  in  the  event  no 
Democrat  qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot. 

Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

c.  A copy  of  its  Bylaws  or  other  governing  documents; 

d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 


County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 
charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  until  five  months  after  the  next 
primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article. 

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 

The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  (see 
Article  II,  Section  1(a)(4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 

Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 

Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencing  five 
months  before  its  expiration. 

Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER 

The  SFDCCC  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  any  chartered  club 
at  any  time  only  for  the  following  causes:  Violation  of  Article  IX,  Section  2 of  these  Bylaws, 
or  inactivity.  No  club  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  except  following  notice  and 
hearing  being  afforded  by  the  SFDCCC.  Such  notice  given  and  any  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  for  removal  of  elected  members  in 
Article  II,  Section  3 (d)  of  these  Bylaws.  In  case  suspension  or  revocation  of  a club  charter  is 
sought  on  the  sole  ground  of  inactivity,  the  notice  can  advise  the  club  that  if  it  does  not 
make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the  charges  and 
demanding  a hearing,  the  suspension  or  revocation  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

ARTICLE  X:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  MANUAL 

Specific  policies  and  procedures  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  SFDCCC  Policy 
and  Procedures  Manual.  Nothing  in  said  manual  may  override  these  Bylaws.  Application  of 
the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  suspended  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members 
present  and  voting.  The  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which  a quorum  is  present  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting,  provided  that  due  notice  of  such  meeting  conforms  with  Article  IV, 
Section  4 and  shall  contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the 
section(s)  changed,  if  any. 


ARTICLE  XI:  GENERAL  POLICIES 


Section  1.  OPEN  MEETINGS 


All  public  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  open  to  all  members  of  the  general  public.  No 
member  of  the  public  shall  be  asked  to  register,  to  identify  himself  or  herself,  or  to  pay  a fee 
in  order  to  attend  any  public  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  2.  ANTI-DISCRIMINATION  POLICY 

The  SFDCCC  shall  not  acquiesce  in,  condone  or  support  discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic  identity,  gender  identity,  sexual 
orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  of 
1990,  or  economic  status. 

Section  3.  PROMOTING  DIVERSITY 

The  SFDCCC  shall  support  the  broadest  possible  registration  of  voters  without 
discrimination  on  the  grounds  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  religion,  ethnic 
identity,  gender  identity,  sexual  orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  of  1990,  or  economic  status. 

ARTICLE  XII:  AMENDMENTS 

Section  1.  PROCEDURE 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  at  which 
a quorum  is  present  by  a two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  provided  that 
due  notice  of  such  meeting  is  mailed  in  conformity  with  Article  IV,  Section  4 and  shall 
contain  a complete  statement  of  the  proposed  amendment  as  well  as  the  section(s)  changed, 
if  any. 

Section  2.  SEVERABILITY 

If  any  provision  of  these  Bylaws  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance  is 
held  invalid,  the  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  application  of  these 
Bylaws  which  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision  or  application,  and  to  this 
end,  the  provisions  of  these  Bylaws  are  severable. 

Section  3.  EFFECTIVE  DATE 

Bylaws  or  any  amendments  thereto  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  their 
adoption. 
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Note:  A majority  of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
of  one  or  more  Board  committees,  currently  serve  as  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee  (DCCC).  The  law  is  not  clear  as 
to  whether  the  open  meeting  requirements  of  state  and  local  law  apply  to  DCCC 
meetings  attended  by  these  Board  members.  Out  of  abundance  of  caution,  the 
Board  members  and  the  DCCC  have  agreed  to  comply  with  these  open  meeting 
laws.

2.  Public  Comment 

Susan  Pfeifer,  Vice  President  of  Westside  Democratic  Club,  thanked  Mary  Jung,

Club  monthly  meeting  to  demystify  the  DCCC.  Provided  update  on  Organizing 

for  Action  (OFA). 

3.  Approval  of  Meeting  Agenda 

M/S/C  (Brian  Perkins/David  Chiu)  Approved  by  acclamation. 

4.  Approval  of  Minutes 

M/S/C  (Hene  Kelly/Arlo  Hale  Smith)  Approved  by  acclamation. 

Member  Dufty  was  excused  form  the  meeting  at  7:20  pm. 

5.  Reports 

a)  Chair:  Jung  reported  fundraiser  was  very  successful.  DCCC  members  were 
amazing  and  thanked  everyone  for  their  participation.  We  set  the 
groundwork  for  future  events.  Raised  $167,000.  We  can  keep  our 
Executive  Director  (ED)  for  a year  without  a problem.  Donations  are  still 
trickling  in. 

Convention  is  coming  up.  All  members  should  attend.  Let  Mary  or 
Executive  Director  know  if  you  cannot  attend  - the  earlier  the  better.  A 
proxy  has  to  be  arranged.  Proxies  cannot  just  show  up  without  proper 
CDP  notification.  ED  will  call  you  about  this.  Please  check  in  with  her. 

The  new  delegate  meet  and  greet  is  now  on  Saturday,  April  6,  from  10  am 
to  noon  at  the  Hatchery  located  at  645  Second  Street.  Hene  Kelly  is 
running  opposed  for  Region  6 Director,  so  she  needs  a large  SF  contingent 
there.  Please  RSVP  for  this  event. 

b)  Voter  Registration  - McNeil  said  new  citizen  operations  were  lovely 
yesterday.  If  there  are  clubs  doing  voter  reg  activities,  please  letMcNeil 
know  because  the  bounty  program  is  back  up.  There  are  workshops  about 
registration  which  will  be  offered  at  the  convention.  Please  check  those 
out.  Be  aware  that  there  is  on-line  registration.  It  is  changing  the  nature 
of  voter  reg. 

c)  Club  Chartering  - Leah  Pimentel  reported  there  was  a well-attended 
Presidents  Cabinet  meeting  earlier  tonight.  About  13  leaders  participated. 
Explained  the  chartering  process. 
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d)  Communications -Joshua  Abeyta  (Matt  Dorsey's  proxy)stated  newly 
adopted  bylaws  are  now  posted  on  the  website.  Note  the  noticing 
requirements  for  agendas  and  when  Democratic  clubs  endorse  non- 
Democrats,  and  about  recording  meetings.  Dorsey  is  able  to  work  on 
policies  and  procedures  manual  if  the  committee  wants  to  activate.  Proxy 
George  Broder  asks  that  such  a manual  maintain  that  no  funds  will  be  used 
to  attack  fellow  Democrats.  There  was  a request  for  subcommittee 
volunteers  to  work  on  updating  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

e)  Finance  - Zoe  Dunning  confirmed  close  to  $170,000  was  raised  March  8. 
Net  is  from  $130,000  to  $140,000.  We  had  420  guests.  Fund-  and  friend- 
raising was  phenomenal.  Leader  Pelosi  and  the  Mayor  fired  up  the  crowd. 
We  had  100%  participation  from  the  DCCC  members  - whether  giving  or 
getting  the  money.  Thank  you  for  that. 

Member  Leslie  Katz  arrived  at  7:28  pm. 

f)  Treasurer  - There  was  no  report. 

g)  Executive  Director  - Ally  Hergenraeder  announced  the  DCCC  is  moving 
offices  this  weekend  and  asked  for  a volunteer  to  help  drive  the  U-Haul. 
Kim-Shree  Maufas  volunteered  to  help  at  1 p.m.  Students  from  SFSU 
Democrats  are  helping.  The  phone  number  is  the  same.  You  can  also  text 
her  at  this  number:  (415)  626-1161.  There  are  boxes  full  of  office  supplies. 
If  anyone  would  like  to  pick  up  supplies  for  schools,  please  arrange  a time. 
There  is  also  artwork  from  Debra  Walker  that  needs  to  be  picked  up. 

Fundraiser  thanks  yous  went  out.  Campus  organizing  will  resume  after  the 
move.  FDR  Democratic  Club  will  do  voter  registration  at  all  Sunday  Streets. 
Working  on  a template  for  new  business  cards  for  members  to  take  to  the 
convention. 

6.  Resolution:  Prop  13  (Rafael  Mandelman/Alix  Rosenthal)  Proposed  resolution 
expressing  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  support  for  closing  a 
Proposition  13  loophole,  and  requiring  commercial  properties  to  be 
reassessed  annually;  and  communicating  this  position  to  Democratic  elected 
officials  and  delegates  at  the  California  Democratic  Party  Convention. 
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Discussion:  A number  of  county  committees  are  submitting  resolutions  like 
this.  Want  to  close  the  loophole  that  commercial  property  rarely  gets 
reassessed.  Assemblymember  Phil  Ting  popularized  this  activity  and  want  to 
thank  him.  Assemblymember  Tom  Ammiano  also  has  legislation  related  to 
this.  According  to  member  Kelly,  Ammiano  uses  her  family  as  an  example  in 
touting  his  legislation. 

Katz  suggested  this  be  submitted  to  the  Resolutions  Committee  to  accept  it  as 
a late  resolution.  We  should  modify  it  and  submit  it  as  soon  as  possible. 
Change  it  to  "California  Democratic  Party."  She  will  make  changes  and  turn  it 
in. 


Smith  stated  he  has  a problem  with  the  way  it  is  worded.  A lot  of  small 
business  owners  will  sell  out  or  go  bankrupt  if  they  did  not  have  the 
protection  of  Prop.  13  - particularly  minority  owners  will  have  a problem  with 
this.  This  should  not  be  proposed  with  no  floor.  Need  to  focus  on  properties 
of  $2  million  and  more  or  something  like  that. 

McNeil  remarked  that  he  trusted  Assemblymember  Ting  to  have  thought  that 
through. 

Jung  asked  Smith  if  he  would  like  to  change  the  resolution  to  reflect  what  he 
said? 

Kelly  opined  it  would  have  to  be  changed  completely.  Suggested  "Resolve 
that  SF  DCCC  supports  requiring  commercial  properties  to  be  re-assessed 
when  they  are  sold." 

Scott  Wiener  remarked  he  thought  the  resolution  was  vague  enough  now  and 
would  be  surprised  if  the  CDP  had  not  already  gone  on  record  to  support  this 
statewide. 

Mandelman  agreed  with  Wiener's  assessment. 

Wiener  suggested  adding  the  word  "larger"  to  read  "larger  commercial 
properties  to  be  assessed  annually." 

Perkins  said  it  should  say  fixing  the  change  of  ownership  loophole. 
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Wiener  stated  the  fundamental  objection  is  that  a large  building  like  the  Bank 
of  America  building  has  any  protection  at  all. 

Rosenthal  added  this  is  not  a loophole  at  all.  This  is  more  about  eliminating 
commercial  properties.  We  will  add  "larger"  in  the  first  RESOLVE. 

Mandelman  asked  to  call  the  question. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Mandelman)  to  amend  the  resolution  with  "larger."  This 
passed  by  acclamation.  Senator  Feinstein's  proxy  abstained. 

M/S/C  (Rosenthal/Mandelman)  to  pass  the  resolution  as  amended  passed  by 
acclamation  with  the  exception  that  Senator  Feinstein  abstained. 

7.  Resolution:  Trans  Month  of  Action  2013  (Matt  Dorsey/Rafael  Mandelman) 
Proposed  resolution  expressing  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  support 
for  the  "National  Trans  Month  of  Action  2013:  Trans  Healthcare  Access/'  to 
expand  awareness  about  the  importance  of  access  to  basic  medically- 
necessary  healthcare  for  transgender  people;  and  to  urge  allies  in  labor  to 
pledge  to  bargain  for  trans-inclusive  healthcare  benefits  in  the  future. 

Discussion:  19%  of  transgender  are  denied  care  based  on  their  identity.  50% 
of  trans  delay  preventive  care.  Want  these  issues  to  be  focus  of  labor  unions 
around  contracts,  etc. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/McNeil)  passed  by  acclamation  with  the  exception  that  Senator 
Feinstein  abstained. 

The  following  added  their  names  to  be  sponsors  of  the  resolution:  Petra 
DeJesus,  Leslie  Katz,  Assemblymember  Tom  Ammiano,  Kelly  Dwyer,  Hene 
Kelly,  Zoe  Dunning,  Leah  Pimentel,  David  Campos  and  David  Chiu. 

8.  Resolution:  Participation  by  Immigrants  (David  Chiu)  Proposed  resolution 
expressing  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  support  for  comprehensive 
immigration  reform;  committing  to  meaningful  engagement  by  noncitizens, 
including  assisting  with  voter  registration  and  participating  in  other  DCCC 
activities;  and  stating  the  DCCC's  intention  to  amend  its  bylaws  to  allow 
noncitizens  who  intend  to  become  Democrats  to  serve  as  DCCC  proxies. 
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Discussion:  Chiu  stated  he  wanted  the  Party  to  be  on  the  record  about 
comprehensive  immigration  reform.  We  are  the  party  for  immigrants.  Part  of 
this  resolution  is  forward-looking.  Republicans  are  focusing  on  this  issue.  In 
our  current  bylaws,  designees  for  elected  officials  and  ex  officio  members  do 
not  need  to  be  citizens. 

Member  Wiener  left  at  7:47  pm. 

Campos  said  this  is  a great  resolution  and  want  to  raise  the  issue.  In  the 
Latino  community,  there  are  those  who  are  eligible  to  become  a citizen  but 
cannot  afford  to  pay  the  fees  to  become  a citizen.  Fees  amount  to  thousands 
of  dollars.  E.G.,  Dream  Act  students  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  fees.  What 
might  the  party  be  able  to  do  about  this?  Most  probably  want  to  become 
Democrats.  Citizen  application  is  about  $800. 

Smith  responded  that  Chiu  has  raised  an  issue  that  goes  to  the  core  of  the 
Democratic  Party.  As  long  as  people  declare  their  intent,  they  should  be 
allowed  to  vote.  This  will  beat  Republicans  to  the  punch.  This  is  a step  in  the 
right  direction,  but  it  goes  way  beyond  our  committee. 

Chiu  is  considering  proposing  something  at  the  state  level.  This  issue 
hopefully  will  be  taken  off  the  table  in  the  next  few  months.  In  the  meantime, 
we  have  to  keep  pushing. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Smith)  to  amend  the  resolution  as  follows:  Add  "who  is  not  a 
citizen  or  otherwise  ineligible  to  vote"  in  second  to  last  line.  This  passed  by 
acclamation  with  the  exception  of  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  who  abstained. 

M/S/C  (Chiu/Kelly)  to  pass  the  resolution  as  amended  passed  by  acclamation 
with  the  exception  that  Senator  Feinstein  and  Congresswoman  Jackie  Speier, 
who  abstained. 

The  following  added  their  names  to  be  sponsors  of  the  resolution:  Petra  DeJesus, 
David  Campos,  Trevor  McNeil,  and  Kelly  Dwyer. 

9.  New  Business 

Perkins  announced  an  April  8 open  house  at  Congresswoman  Speier's  new 
space. 
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Kelly  announced  the  April  11  COPE  fundraiser  for  the  SF  Labor  Council  and 
encouraged  all  members  to  attend  and  support  labor.

Ordinance:  1)  amending  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Zoning  Map  Sheet  HT01 
to  change  the  height  and  bulk  district  classification  of  two  areas  along  the  Drumm 
Street  frontage  of  the  property  located  at  Assessor's  Block  No.  0201,  Lot  No.  012  (8 
Washington  Street),  from  84-E  to  92-E  in  one  area  and  to  136-E  in  another  area;  and  2) 
making  environmental  findings,  Planning  Code  Section  302  findings,  and  findings  of 
consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  the  Priority  Policies  of  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

Section  1 . Findings.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  finds  and  determines  that: 

(a)  On  August  9,  201 1 , Neil  Sekhri,  acting  on  behalf  of  San  Francisco  Waterfront 
Partners  II,  LLC  ("Project  Sponsor"),  filed  an  application  to  amend  Sheet  HT01  of  the  Zoning 
Map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  change  the  height  and  bulk  classification  of 
two  areas  of  the  western  portion  (along  the  Drumm  Street  frontage)  of  the  property  located  at 
Assessor's  Block  0201 , Lot  012  (8  Washington  Street)  from  84-E  to  92-E  in  one  area 
measuring  88  feet  by  86  feet,  and  to  136-E  in  another  irregular,  roughly  rectangular  area 
measuring  15,370  square  feet  ("Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendment"). 

(b)  The  Proposed  Zoning  Map  Amendment  is  part  of  a project  proposed  by  the  Project 
Sponsor  to  demolish  an  existing  surface  parking  lot  and  health  club,  and  construct  a new 
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health  club,  residential  buildings  ranging  from  four  to  twelve  stories  in  height  containing  145 
dwelling  units,  ground-floor  retail  uses  totaling  approximately  20,000  square  feet,  and  400  off- 
street  parking  spaces  ("Proposed  Project"). 

(c)  On  March  22,  2012,  at  a duly  noticed  public  hearing,  by  Motion  No.  18560,  the 
Planning  Commission  certified  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  (“FEIR”)  for  the 
Proposed  Project,  including  the  Zoning  Map  Amendment.  The  Planning  Commission  certified 
that  the  FEIR  for  the  Proposed  Project  reflects  the  independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  is  adequate,  accurate  and  objective,  contains  no  significant 
revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  that  the  content  of  the  FEIR  and  the  procedures  through  which 
it  was  prepared,  publicized  and  reviewed  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (California  Public  Resources  Code  section  21000  et 
seq.),  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines  (California  Code  of  Regulations  Title  14  sections  15000  et 
seq.)  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  ("Chapter  31").  A copy  of  the 
FEIR  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120271. 

(d)  On  March  22,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Motion  No.  18561  adopting 
CEQA  Findings  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project,  including  the  Proposed 
Zoning  Map  Amendment.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  affirms  and  adopts  said  findings 
based  on  the  reasons  set  forth  therein,  and  incorporates  such  reasons  by  reference. 

(e)  On  March  22,  2012  the  Planning  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  18566, 
approving  and  recommended  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Proposed  Zoning 
Map  Amendment. 

(f)  The  letter  from  the  Planning  Department  transmitting  the  Proposed  Zoning  Map 
Amendment  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Final  EIR,  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Commission  with  respect  to  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project  (including  a

Place,  San  Francisco,  and  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference. 

(g)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  Final  EIR,  the 
environmental  documents  on  file  referred  to  herein,  and  the  CEQA  Findings  adopted  by  the 
Planning  Commission  in  support  of  the  approval  of  the  Proposed  Project,  including  the 
statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  adopted  the  Planning  Commission’s  CEQA  Findings  as  its  own 
and  hereby  incorporates  them  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  Board  has 
reviewed  and  considered  the  information  in  the  memorandum  from  Paul  Maltzer  of  the 
Planning  Department  dated  June  12.  2012.  that  considers  the  effect  of  reducing  the  amount  of 
commercial  parking  and  concludes  that  such  reduction  would  not  result  in  anv  additional 
environmental  effects  bevond  those  analyzed  in  the  Final  EIR  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the 
memorandum,  which  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  bv  this  reference.

lURRENT  LANGUAGE 


Article  II,  Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

^ person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is 
egistered  as  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the 
ase  of  an  associate  member  or  designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  a 
lerson  may  serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if  he/she  has 
leclared  his  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible 
o register  as  a voter.  If  the  member’s  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the 
nember’s  residence  changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly 
)istrict  he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his  or  her  membership  on  the 
FDCCC  shall  automatically  terminate. 


article  IV,  Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by 
iroxy  not  more  than  five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair 
iermits  further  proxies  for  good  cause.

PROPOSED  CHANGES 


Article  II,  Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is 
registered  as  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  an  associate  member,  designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  or 
holder  of  a proxy  for  an  elected  member,  a person  may  serve,  though 
ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if  he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to 
register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to  register  as  a voter.  If 
the  member’s  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the  member’s  residence 
changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District  he/she  was  elected 
to  represent,  his  or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically 
terminate. 


Article  IV,  Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by 
proxy  not  more  than  five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair 
permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause.  Ex-Officio  Members  of  the 
SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through  designees. 
Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio 
Members  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or 
appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  Chairperson  or  Recording 
Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or  designee.  A 
proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or 
any  individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

• Any  registered- Democrat  resident  m of  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to 
hold  a proxy  for  an  elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of 
the  same  Assembly  District  as  the  member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds, 
and  is  otherwise  qualified  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  pursuant  to  Article  II. 
Section  2 of  these  By-Laws. 


• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for 
any  other  elected  Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the 
Member  is  resident  in.

Noticing  requirement  for  agendas.  The  proposed  change  regarding  noticing 
requirement  for  agendas  would: 

• Reduce  the  noticing  requirement  for  agendas  to  be  posted  from  the  existing  10- 
days  to  72-hours,  and 

• Remove  an  existing  provision  allowing  for  a 2/3  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  to  place  un- 
noticed items  on  the  agenda. 

CURRENT  LANGUAGE 

a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is  unavailable.  The  agenda  shall,  at  a minimum, 
list  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  meeting,  as  well  as  any  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  agenda  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  at  that  member's 
address  as  set  forth  in  his  or  her  Declaration  of  Candidacy  unless  another  such  address  is 
specified  by  a member  in  writing  to  the  Secretary.  The  agenda  shall  be  placed  in  the  mail 
to  each  member  no  less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting.  Unless 
otherwise  specified  in  these  By-Laws,  any  item  of  business  before  the  SFDCCC  shall  be 
passed  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting. 

In  the  event  that  an  agenda  is  not  timely  sent,  it  must  be  approved  by  no  less  than  a 
majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  scheduled  meeting.  Any  items  of  the 
agenda  not  approved  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  shall  not  be 
discussed  and  will  be  deemed  to  have  never  been  before  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  place  an  item  on  the  agenda,  a voting  member  of  the 
SFDCCC  may  send  written  notice  of  such  business  to  every  member  of  the  SFDCCC  by 
placing  said  notice  in  the  mail  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC  no  fewer  than  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  the  regularly  scheduled  meeting.  At  said  meeting,  a vote  by  no  less  than  a 
majority  of  the  members  voting  and  present  will  place  the  item  on  the  agenda.  Failure 
to  receive  a majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  and  voting  will  result  in  the 
matter  being  deemed  to  have  never  been  before  the  SFDCCC  and  said  matter  shall 
neither  be  voted  upon  nor  discussed.  Failure  to  provide  ten  (10)  days  written  notice  to 
all  of  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  also  result  in  the  matter  being  deemed  to  have 
never  been  before  the  SFDCCC  and  said  matter  shall  neither  be  voted  upon  nor 
discussed. 

c.  Only  business  that  has  been  specifically  listed  in  the  properly  noticed  AGENDA  will  be 
deemed  to  be  before  the  SFDCCC  (except  as  specified  in  Article  IV,  Section  4(b)  above). 

If  the  need  for  an  item  of  business  arises  after  the  deadline  for  noticing  a meeting  of  the 


SFDCCC,  and  real  harm  would  occur  if  said  item  was  not  voted  on  at  that  meeting,  a 
detailed,  written  explanation  of  the  business  including  the  specific  language  to  be  voted 
upon  shall  be  provided  to  each  member  no  later  than  the  start  of  the  actual  meeting. 
Said  item  may  be  voted  on  if  no  less  than  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members  present  and 
voting  vote  to  place  the  matter  on  the  agenda. 

PROPOSED  CHANGES 

b.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3(c)  of  this  Article,  the  agenda  for  all  regular 
meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings,  shall  be  provided  at  least 
72  hours  in  advance  by  email  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC;  by  email  to  designated 
contacts  of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco;  and  by  email  to  all  members 
of  the  public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and  notices. 

At  least  72  hours  before  a regular  meeting,  agendas  and  notices  shall  also  be  posted  on 
the  SFDCCC's  web  site  at  http://www.sfdemocrats.org;  at  the  San  Francisco  Main 
Library,  Government  Information  Center;  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall  also  be  mailed  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  to  persons 
having  requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service. 

c.  A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may  request  an  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda,  subject 
to  consent  of  the  Chairperson,  by  providing  written  notice  at  least  96  hours  prior  to  a 
regular  or  special  meeting.  A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may,  under  the  "new 
business"  portion  of  a regular  or  special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the 
immediate  following  meeting  subject  to  approval  by  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  The  SFDCCC  may  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on 
those  items  that  are  on  the  agenda. 


Audio  or  video  recordings  of  meetings.  The  proposed  change  is  an  addition  to  the 
SFDCCC  bylaws  to  harmonize  with  provisions  of  state  and  local  law  providing  that  public 
boards  and  commissions  shall  audio  or  video  record  each  regular  and  special  meeting. 

PROPOSED  ADDITION 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 


The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  regular  and 
special  meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the 
public  on  request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  may  audio-record,  video- 
record and  broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the 
SFDCCC's  proceeding.

d)  Communications  (Matt  Dorsey)  Middle  of  next  month  - see  newly  re-written 
bylaws.  See  lead  time  on  noticing.  That  will  be  resolved.  How  to  word  the  audio 
recording  piece  will  be  decided. 

Kelly  had  a question  about  the  by-laws  and  she  raised  issue  of  election  of  officers. 
Smith  said  currently  it  says  officers  are  in  place  until  following  election  of  members. 
Kelly  sees  need  for  by-laws  change  if  want  election  in  two  years. 

e)  Treasurer  (Tom  Hsieh)  See  balance  sheet  he  passed  out.  Last  month  we  had  a 
negative  working  capital  of  $16,000.  Because  of  hard  work  of  many  of  you,  we  now 
have  $22,000  in  positive  capital.  As  of  January  31,  2013,  we  have  $3,200  in  State 
account  and  $541  in  Federal  account.

Looking  for  100%  participation 
from  all  DCCC  members.  This  event  is  for  all  of  us.  Helps  us  keep  our  great 
Executive  Director  and  pay  the  rent.  We  received  an  in-kind  donation  from  the 
Hatchery  - Chris  Gruwell  is  giving  us  free  rent,  saving  us  $12,000  per  year.  645 
Harrison  at  2nd.  Office  manager  is  Susan  Pelosi.  Thank  you  for  your  support  on  all 
efforts  toward  March  8.  This  event  will  be  sold  out  shortly. 

Jung:  Hergenraeder  has  been  persistent  on  following  up  on  all  leads. 

f)  Finance  (Zoe  Dunning)  Commitments  for  the  March  8th  event  include:  $150  per 
ticket.  $1500  per  table.  We  have  $50,000  in  hand  for  the  breakfast. 

We  had  a retreat  at  the  Laborers'  Local.  It  went  well.  Thank  you  to  those  who 
turned  out.  We  discussed  what  we  thought  was  going  well;  what  needs 
improvement;  we  did  break-outs  and  discussed  club  outreach,  DCCC  engagement 
and  finance  and  fundraising. 
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She  will  draft  a strategic  plan  based  on  this. 

Re-energize  the  Presidents’  Club;  creating  sub-committees;  having  two  big  events 
per  year,  etc. 

Hsieh  commented  that  he  struggled  with  giving  up  5 hours  on  a Saturday,  but  is  glad 
he  did  and  commended  Dunning  on  a well-run  meeting.  When  we  polled  all  the 
members  - registration  came  up  as  number  one;  endorsements  came  second  and  at 
the  bottom  were  resolutions.  1 know  we  spend  a lot  of  time  on  resolutions,  but  to  a 
member,  that  was  the  bottom  of  the  priorities.  Registration  is  absolutely  a core 
mission. 

Kelly  commented  that  registration  is  the  lifeblood  and  then  educating  and  getting 
out  the  vote. 

Dejesus  commented  that  it  was  well-done  and  well-organized. 

Dorsey  commended  Dunning  for  a job  well-done. 

Anderson  commented  about  connecting  with  our  chartered  clubs. 

Jung  found  the  history  on  the  DCCC  fascinating.  Thank  you  to  Smith.  There  is  a book 
there. 

Rosenthal  - how  ‘bout  a page  on  the  website? 

Rosenthal  is  hosting  a phone  bank  at  her  law  firm  the  following  day  for  the 
fundraiser. 

g)  Executive  Director  (Ally  Hergenraeder)  Please  sign  up  for  phone  banking. 
Discussed  4 areas  of  focus:  1)  Fundraising; 

2)  DCCC  engagement; 

3)  Voter  Registration;  and 

4)  Education. 

We  have  leadership  for  all  these  committees  except  DCCC  member  engagement. 

Kelly  volunteered. 

Thanked  all  those  making  calls  to  fundraise  (get  list  from  Ally). 

We  hope  to  have  two  extra  months  of  DCCC’s  baseline  costs. 

Voter  Reg  holding  steady  with  67%  of  Democratic  signups. 

Club  communication:  we  are  doing  more  outreach.  Working  to  coordinate  with  first 
time  voters. 

Pimental  and  Jung  have  visited  clubs,  which  is  appreciated.  We'd  like  to  invite  the 
Presidents  to  come  to  the  next  meeting. 

CCSF  now  has  a chartered  club  with  15  members.  We  registered  20  people  on 
campus.  SFSU  president  is  here  tonight.  USF  - we  are  looking  for  a president. 
Hastings  - we  have  a president  and  membership. 

6.  Resolution:  Gun  Violence  (Rosenthal) 

DCCC  member  Migden  left  at  7:58  pm. 

She  is  outraged  and  appalled  at  the  lack  of  regulation  of  guns  and  ammunition.  Was 
glad  about  Senator  Feinstein’s  resolution.  She  was  pleased  to  see  that  Ting  is  working 
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on  2 pieces.  One  is  genius  that  requires  liability  insurance  for  owning  a gun  plus  tax 
incentives  for  gun  buy-backs. 

Leno  is  working  with  Steinberg  on  legislation  about  threats  to  public  safety. 

Law  Center  to  Prevent  Gun  Violence  leader  urges  people  to  give  positive  feedback  to 
your  supportive  legislators.  Kelly  seconded  this  sentiment.  Note  that  "our  legislators" 
are  taking  the  lead  on  this. 

Richard  Hansen  spoke  about  the  East  Bay  Express  article  "Guns  Death  and  Money.” 
Liability  insurance  is  discussed. 

Susan  Pfeifer  spoke  about  Senator  Yee  introducing  a ban  on  sale  of  violent  video  games. 
It  was  struck  down,  but  our  leaders  were  ahead  of  the  curve.  She  called  Feinstein's 
office  to  give  positive  feedback  about  her  gun  control  legislation  and  was  told  this  was 
valuable. 

Broder  says  that  the  Senator  appreciates  all  the  work  done  on  this  resolution.  Kudos  to 
Rosenthal. 

Broder  gave  background  on  senior  Senator's  decision  to  abstain  from  most  motions:  On 
any  resolution  that  calls  upon  federal  action  calls  for  him  to  abstain  so  that  the  Senator 
is  free  to  act  as  needed.  Not  that  there  is  not  full  appreciation  for  this.  The  Senator  will 
abstain  on  this. 

Cohen  co-sponsored  legislation  with  the  Mayor  re:  ordinance  that  strengthens  controls 
on  the  selling  of  hollow-point  bullets.  Requires  that  a vendor  that  sells  more  than  500 
rounds  notify  the  SFPD.  These  two  ordinances  have  been  adopted  by  an 
Assemblymember. 

Rizzo  noted  that  our  legislators  are  getting  death  threats.  One  who  threatened  Yee  was 
arrested  and  bombs  were  found  in  his  house. 

Katz  commented  that  specific  wording  is  needed  on  resolutions.  This  cries  out  for 
support  at  convention.  Can’t  reference  specific  legislation  in  the  resolution.  (Rosenthal 
agreed  to  put  in  proper  format  for  submission  to  convention.) 

Avalos  stated  that  he  will  support  Cohen's  legislation.  BOS  will  vote  to  divest  from  gun 
manufacturers.  He  will  introduce  legislation  that  removes  incentive  for  police  officers  to 
join  the  NRA. 

Smith  will  support  this  because  it  supports  moderate  gun  control  regulation.  Otherwise 
would  be  a violation  of  2nd  amendment  such  as  hand-gun  control. 

March  12  is  the  deadline  for  submitting  a resolution.  Kelly  asked  if  there  was  a way  we 
can  pass  it  now  to  make  it  conform.  Rosenthal  can  amend.  Katz  will  work  with 
Rosenthal 

M/S/C  (Katz/Rosenthal)  to  take  resolution  as  is  and  move  to  call  upon  Rosenthal  to 
come  up  with  a version  to  be  submitted  to  State  convention  that  will  comport  with  their 
requirements.  Feinstein  abstained  and  voiced  appreciation  for  the  resolution  and  the 
support  that  the  resolution  expressed. 
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Hilary  Crosby,  from  the  floor,  stated  there  will  be  over  50  resolutions.  The  resolutions 
committee  will  smooth  things  out.  What  is  important  is  that  our  counties  show  their 
support  for  limiting  gun  violence. 

7.  Resolution:  DISCLOSE  Act  (Associate  member  Eisen/Kelly,  McNeil,  Dorsey) 

Eisen:  We  will  make  sure  the  top  3 funders  of  political  ads  will  be  displayed  prominently. 

M/S/C  (Hsieh/Levitan)  Feinstein  abstained. 


8.  Resolution:  District  4 Supervisorial  Appointment  (Rosenthal,  Dwyer,  Pimentel) 
Rosenthal  expressed  congratulations  to  Mayor  Lee  for  his  appointment  of  Katy  Tang  to 
replace  Carmen  Chu  on  the  BOS.  She  thanked  BOS  members  with  children  for 
championing  the  needs  of  families.  She  put  this  resolution  together  because  she  noticed 
that  there  are  no  mothers  in  the  top  18  elected  positions  of  city  government.  She 
noticed  that  friends  with  children  were  leaving  political  life;  families  are  leaving  SF  in 
droves. 

This  was  not  intended  to  offended  fathers  and  non-mothers.  She  has  noticed  many 
things:  middle  class  women  of  her  generation  are  led  to  believe  that  women  can  have  it 
all.  That  is  not  true.  It  seems  that  for  straight  couples,  mothering  seems  to  be  a full-time 
job;  fathering  a part-time  job.  Women  are  not  attaining  positions  of  power  because  they 
are  dropping  out  of  the  leadership  track.  She  contends  that  society  needs  to  change. 
Employers  need  to  support  change;  support  for  families  needs  to  change.  We  need 
subsidized  universal  childcare,  extended  parental  leave,  flexible  work  hours  and 
telecommuting  policies.  Society  needs  to  expect  that  fathers  will  change,  too. 

She  was  hoping  the  Mayor  might  help.  A mother  on  the  BOS  could  serve  as  an 
inspiration  to  other  mothers  struggling  with  their  own  work-life  balance.  More 
importantly,  a mother  on  the  board  would  bring  her  experience  to  city  government.  To 
write  the  laws  that  will  help  working  families.  To  change  society  to  make  it  easier  for 
women  to  have  fulfilling  careers  and  home  lives. 

Rosenthal  did  not  intend  to  offend  the  Asian  community.  Nor  was  she  advocating  for 
any  particular  person. 

Rosenthal  withdrew  the  resolution  from  consideration  and  is  glad  for  the  conversation 
this  resolution  sparked. 

Hsieh  commented  that  Rosenthal  raised  a level  of  seriousness  and  complexity.  He  was 
100%  on  board  with  the  resolution  until  he  got  to  the  last  paragraph.  He  hoped  it  would 
contain  understanding  of  Asian  American  issues  and  their  contribution  to  our 
community.  After  over  100  years,  we  had  our  first  Asian  American  mayor  and  only  25 
years  ago  was  there  an  Asian  American  on  the  board  of  supervisors  (his  father)  and  that 
was  because  Mayor  Feinstein  appointed  him.  Population  of  D4  is  over  50%  Asian 
American.  He  hopes  that  as  people  advocate  for  the  needs  of  their  own  community,  take 
into  consideration  that  we  have  district  elections  now.  As  an  Asian  American 
community  elected  to  this  body  for  12  years,  it  has  taken  164  years  for  us  to  get  here. 
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Pimentel  and  Dwyer  spoke  in  support  of  the  resolution.  Dwyer  is  a mother  and  a 
resident  of  District  4. 

Katz  pointed  out  that  we  have  had  a number  of  women  on  the  BOS  who  were  mothers. 

Anderson  commented,  "None  of  us  questions  the  need  for  someone  to  advocate  for  him- 
or  herself.”  It  is  difficult  to  mainstream  back  into  the  workplace  after  taking  time  off  to 
raise  children.  Women  need  help  to  get  off  the  Mommy  track  and  back  on  track.  There 
are  many  talented  mothers  with  great  skills  who  want  a chance  to  serve.  If  a mother 
feels  she  must  advocate  for  herself,  then  we  should  support  her  in  that  endeavor. 

Dejesus  pointed  out  that  she  appreciates  constructive  criticism. 

9.  Resolution:  Social  Security  (Kelly) 

Disagrees  that  Social  Security  should  be  discussed  as  a part  of  the  deficit  discussion. 

Katz  offered  that  it  be  submitted  to  State’s  Resolution  Committee. 

Smith  will  vote  no  because  it  is  fiscally  irresponsible.  The  system  cannot  be  maintained 
at  the  same  level  of  benefits  as  when  the  system  was  first  set  up.  Will  need  to  cut 
benefits,  or  have  a means  test,  or  raise  age  eligibility. 

Kelly  said  that  anything  over  $113,000  is  not  taxed  for  social  security.  "Scrap  the  cap." 
M/S/C  (Kelly/McNeil)  Feinstein  and  Anderson  abstained.  Smith  voted  against. 

10.  Resolution:  Proclamation  that  requests  President  to  award  Medal  of  Freedom 
posthumously  to  organizer  Fred  Ross,  Sr.  (Katz,  Kelly,  Ammiano,  Cohen,  Harris, 
Dejesus,  Avalos,  Dorsey) 

Broder  noted  that  according  to  Fred  Ross,  Jr.,  his  father’s  last  campaign  was  to  work  on 
Feinstein's  behalf  regarding  the  recall  election.  Both  CA  senators  are  signing  the  same 
letter  to  go  to  the  President. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Cohen)  Unanimous. 

11.  New  Business 

There  was  no  new  business.

Support  for  the  National  Trans  Month  of  Action  2013: 
Trans  Healthcare  Access 


WHEREAS,  the  United  States  has  made  important  progress  in  recent  years  to  secure 
the  civil  rights  of  transgender  people,  with  approximately  one-half  of  all  Americans 
today  living  in  a municipality,  county,  or  state  with  some  manner  of  legal 
protections;  and  with  many  of  the  nation's  leading  hospitals  and  medical  systems 
expressly  prohibiting  discrimination  based  on  gender  identity  and  gender 
expression;  and 

WHEREAS,  despite  this  commendable  progress,  a survey  by  the  National  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Task  Force  and  National  Center  for  Transgender  Equality  found  in  2011 
that:  nineteen  percent  (19%)  of  transgender  people  are  denied  care  on  the  basis  of 
their  identity;  twenty-eight  percent  (28%)  of  transgender  people  postpone  medical 
care  for  fear  of  discrimination;  forty-one  percent  (41%)  of  transgender  people  have 
attempted  suicide;  and  fifty  percent  (50%)  of  transgender  people  delay  preventive 
care;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  implementation  of  President  Obama's  Affordable  Care  Act  offers  an 
important  and  unprecedented  opportunity  to  increase  awareness  for,  and  ultimately 
eliminate,  the  barriers  that  transgender  and  gender  non-conforming  individuals  face 
in  accessing  appropriate,  affordable  healthcare; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  joins  with 
community,  labor,  and  LGBT  leaders  and  organizations — including 
Assemblymember  Tom  Ammiano;  the  Center  for  American  Progress;  the  Harvey 
Milk  LGBT  Democratic  Club;  the  National  Center  for  Transgender  Equality;  Pride  at 
Work;  San  Francisco  Trans  March;  the  Service  Employees  International  Union 
(SEIU)  Lavender  Caucus;  the  Transgender  Law  Center;  TransGender  San  Francisco, 
and  others — in  expressing  its  support  for  the  "National  Trans  Month  of  Action  2013: 
Trans  Healthcare  Access,"  to  expand  awareness  about  the  importance  of  access  to 
basic  medically-necessary  healthcare  for  transgender  people;  and 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
urges  its  allies  in  labor  unions,  labor  councils  and  state  federations  to  engage  with 
LGBT  community  leaders  on  this  important  issue,  and  pledge  to  bargain  for  trans- 
inclusive  healthcare  benefits  in  the  future.

WHEREAS,  the  Democratic  Party  has  always  stood  up  for  immigrants  and  the 
inclusivity  of  non-citizens  in  a vision  of  a diverse,  pluralistic  society,  a set  of  values  that 
assisted  the  re-election  of  President  Barack  Obama  in  2012  and  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  America  was  founded  and  built  by  immigrants  who  have  made  enormous 
contributions  and  pay  taxes; 

WHEREAS,  in  a city  where  40  percent  of  our  residents  were  born  outside  of  the  United 
States,  many  San  Francisco  non-citizens  have  not  been  able  to  become  citizens  due  to 
enormous  immigration  caseload  backlogs  as  well  as  the  failure  of  Congress  to  pass 
much-needed  comprehensive  immigration  reform,  which  includes  a heroic  generation  of 
Dream  Act  students  whose  simple  desire  to  receive  a college  education  has  been 
repeatedly  thwarted; 

WHEREAS,  encouraging  the  participation  of  non-citizens  in  Democratic  Party  activities 
will  send  the  appropriate  message  of  Democratic  welcome  to  immigrant  communities  for 
the  future  day  when  an  immigrant  becomes  a citizen  eligible  to  vote  and  to  register  for  a 
political  party,  particularly  in  the  context  of  the  1 50  year  history  of  immigrant  voting  in 
the  US  and  Supreme  Court  precedent  allowing  for  such  civic  participation, 

THEREFORE,  LET  IT  BE  RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
supports  comprehensive  immigration  reform,  and  welcomes  and  commits  to 
meaningfully  engage  non-citizen  San  Franciscans  in  as  many  of  its  party  activities  as 
are  legally  permissible,  including  assisting  voter  registration  efforts,  serving  on  DCCC 
committees  and  participating  in  DCCC  meetings,  and 

FURTHERMORE,  LET  IT  BE  RESOLVED,  that  as  is  already  permitted  for  associate 
and  ex  officio  members,  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  will  amend  its  bylaws  to 
allow  its  elected  members  to  have  a proxy  who  is  not  a citizen,  as  long  as  that  person 
declares  his  or  her  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to 
register  as  a voter.

5.  Reports 

SF  DCCC  Member  Reports,  including  discussion  and  possible  action,  to  offer 
updates  on  work  assignments  and  discuss  ongoing  objectives. 

a)  Chair  (In  Mary  Jung's  absence;  report  given  by  Zoe  Dunning)  Activities  and 
forthcoming  priorities:  March  8th  is  our  Spring  Fundraiser.  Dim  Sum 
breakfast  at  Yank  Sing.  Save  the  Date  card  is  forthcoming.  We  need  good 
attendance. 

Delegates  for  State  Convention  were  elected  last  weekend.  Well  run  and 
well  attended. 

DCCC  members  are  automatic  members  to  the  State  party.  We  are 
allocated  8 additional  seats. 

Chair  Jung  has  come  up  with  a slate  of  candidates.  Two  members  of  this 
body  (Meagan  Levitan  and  Arlo  Hale  Smith)  cannot  make  the  convention, 
so  that  opens  two  more  slots  for  appointment. 

Executive  Board  appointments:  Jung,  Kelly,  Rothschild

Discussion: 

Malia  Cohen  asked  for  clarification  on  procedure  for  approving  candidates. 
Smith  commented. 

Cohen  opined  that  only  one  candidate  is  African  American,  and  asked  that 
at  least  one  AA  male  be  put  forth.  Asked  for  diversity. 

Dunning  offered  some  background.  Jung  was  looking  at  the  over  all  56 
people  that  were  elected  and  this  body,  including  the  recent  ADEM 
elections  - all  representing  SF  County. 
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Katz  - traditionally,  it  has  been  the  chair's  prerogative.  Historically,  the 
chair  looks  at  the  composition  across  the  board.  We  do  have  to  ratify  this. 
Petra  DeJesus  - is  wondering  what  the  diversity  is.  She  would  have  liked  a 
break-down.  Going  forward,  we  should  have  more  insight  before  a 
ratification  vote. 

Rosenthal  - there  may  be  others  that  cannot  make  it;  and  we  should  all 
encourage  Jung  to  look  at  diversity  issues. 

Kelly  - if  any  of  us  are  absent,  we  can  name  our  own  proxies.  We  should 
create  a list  that  we  would  involve  in  politics  and  circulate  that.  Kelly 
asked  about  numbers  of  delegates  and  was  told  8.  She  gave  Jung  a list  of 
names  and  sees  none  of  them.  We  need  to  get  young  people  involved. 
Kelly  Dwyer  - do  we  know  the  composition  of  those  who  were  elected? 
Rothschild  - Tom  Ammiano's  slate  had  no  Asian  Americans;  Jung  took  a 
look  at  that.  About  150  people  are  selected.  You  cannot  look  at  just  these 
10.  Jung  has  taken  everything  she  could  into  account;  keeping  diversity  in 
mind. 

Cohen  - I appreciate  the  education  on  the  discretion  the  chair  has.  Can 
anyone  share  the  composition  of  Ammiano's  slate? 

Kelly  - both  slates  were  mixed  and  really  good  candidates  won. 

Katz  - we  should  consider  giving  an  orientation  on  this  in  the  future. 
Dunning  - let's  put  it  on  the  agenda  for  the  retreat. 

M/S/C  (Hsieh/Anderson)  to  approve  slate  (unanimous). 


b)  Executive  Director  Report  (Ally  Hergenraeder) 

Continuing  voter  registration.  Looking  for  interns  for  college  campuses.  A 
local  ad  agency  is  donating  their  time  to  make  us  attractive  to  young 
people. 

Thanked  Trevor  McNeil,  Kat  Anderson  and  Kelly  for  helping  with  election 
of  delegates. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil)  report  on  voter  registration  efforts. 
Ramping  down  from  the  campaign,  but  want  to  discuss  dreams  of  campus 
registration.  We  are  at  Farmers'  Market  regularly  and  other  sites.  We 
would  like  each  of  you  to  work  two  of  these  sites  during  the  year.  Bounty 
program  has  been  put  on  pause  until  spring  because  of  on-line  registration. 
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d)  Club  Chartering  (Leah  Pimentel)  - Tonight  the  Central  City  Democratic 
Club  submitted  their  documents  and  they  will  be  re-chartered. 

M/S/C  (Smith/Kelly)  U.S.  Senator  DianneFeinstein  abstained. 

e)  State  Legislative  Update  (Arlo  Hale  Smith)  - County  clerks  wanted  to  get 
rid  of  County  Committee  elections  years  ago.  Democrats  opposed. 

Instead,  State  Legislature  passed  legislation  at  behest  of  County  Clerks  and 
Democratic  Party  leadership  worked  it  out.  So,  CC  elections  will  occur 
during  presidential  elections.  Kehoe  supported  the  bill.  Leadership  of 
both  state  parties  agreed  and  Clerks  supported  it.  CC  is  a constitutional 
office. 

Kelly  - everything  that  Smith  says  is  truth;  but  it  is  problematic  to  me. 
Smith  told  us  this  was  coming.  I have  a problem  with  a vote  where  people 
thought  they  were  voting  for  me  for  two  years.  This  is  a big  problem;  done 
to  save  money.  But  we  presented  ourselves  as  being  here  for  two  years. 

"I  have  a real  moral  problem  with  it." 

McNeil  - if  we  don't  change  the  bylaws,  what  happens? 

Smith  - the  bylaws  say  that  we  serve  until  the  next  Presidential  primary. 
Matt  Dorsey  - could  we  decide  in  the  off-years  to  have  a caucus  rather 
than  having  an  election? 

Smith  - political  parties  do  have  rights  to  self-governance.  So,  possibly  yes, 
but  the  problem  is  - there  is  not  going  to  be  a party  ballot  in  two  years. 

Alix  Rosenthal  - I was  disappointed  that  I don't  get  to  run  in  another  two 
years.  I'm  also  convinced  that  it  is  illegal  what  they've  done.  I'm  all  for 
Dorsey's  suggestion  that  we  caucus.  We'd  have  to  fund  it  ourselves. 

John  Avalos  (Proxy)  - see  section  7230  - seems  to  be  up  to  committee's 
discretion. 

DeJesus  - we  should  do  an  election  of  the  board  in  two  years 

Rafael  Mandelman  - I would  strongly  oppose  a caucus.  A handful  of  party 

insiders  picking  people  for  a two  year  period?  Not  a good  idea. 

Kelly  - a caucus  becomes  a very  small  venue. 

Avalos  proxy  - can  finance  its  own  election. 

Pimentel  - We  want  to  include  the  thousands  of  people  who  voted  for 
DCCC  candidates 

Rothschild  - the  voters  are  the  people  who  changed  the  rules. 

f)  Finance  (Zoe  Dunning)  report  on  fundraising  activities.  Plans  for  DCCC 
retreat,  development  of  strategic  plan  and  identifying  priorities  for  2013. 
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We  are  scraping  the  bottom  of  the  barrel.  We  need  to  step  up  fundraising 
activities.  We  are  having  a 2013  planning  session  on  Feb.  2 at  Local  261. 
Approx.  9 am  to  2 pm.  We  need  attendance  to  be  good.  Let  Dunning 
know  if  you  have  agenda  items  - by  Saturday. 

g)  Treasurer  (Tom  Hsieh)  Balance  sheet  for  December  31,  2012.  We  have  to 
have  two  accounts:  federal  and  state.  All  federal  monies  are  from  people, 
federal  candidates,  and  federal  PACs,  and  are  used  for  salaries,  rent, 
overhead.  Local  and  State  PACs  or  entities  go  into  the  state  fund,  and  can 
be  used  on  slate  mailers.  There  is  about  $20,000  in  assets  but  we  have 
liabilities  of  over  $31,000.  By  end  of  February,  the  DCCC  will  be  upside 
down  by  about  $16,000.  We  derive  funds  from  two  events:  Spring  and  Fall 
fundraisers.  Important  that  we  send  a message  to  our  entire  Democratic 
community.  March  8 is  a big  event. 

6.  Slate  Card  recap  (Nicole  Derse) 

Recap  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  slate  card  program  for  the 
recently  concluded  fall  election  by  Nicole  Derse,  co-founder  and  principal  of 
50+1  Strategies. 

Most  of  the  DCCC-endorsed  candidates  won;  all  endorsed  propositions  won. 

We  mailed  two  cards  plus  some  specials  - over  467,000  pieces. 

187,500  slate  cards  and  door  hangers  were  passed  out. 

Hsieh  gave  kudos  to  Derse  for  a fine  job. 

7.  Resolution  (Hene  Kelly/Matt  Dorsey  with  Alix  Rosenthal,  Malia  Cohen,  Zoe 
Dunning,  Leslie  Katz,  Kelly  Dwyer,  Leah  Pimentel,  David  Campos,  David  Chiu, 
Rafael  Mandelman,  Tom  Hsieh,  Kat  Anderson,  Tom  Ammiano,  Petra 
DeJesus) 

Resolution  (authored  by  Kelly,  attached)  affirming  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  Party's  support  for  women's  reproductive  rights  and  endorsing 
the  Celebration  of  Women,  Life,  and  Liberty  on  January  26,  2013  to 
commemorate  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  landmark  Roe 
v.  Wade  decision. 

M/S/C  (Katz/Smith) 

8.  Bylaws  Reform  (Matt  Dorsey/Arlo  Hale  Smith) 
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Discussion  and  possible  action  of  proposed  reforms  to  the  San  Francisco 
Democratic  County  Central  Committee  Bylaws  (attached,  together  with  two- 
page  summary)  to  harmonize  noticing  and  meeting  requirements  with 
provisions  of  the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  applying  to  local  government 
bodies. 

Smith:  95%  of  these  changes  is  the  result  of  two  committees  over  two  years  - 
after  top  two  passed  in  2010.  I approached  our  chair  about  that  and  I served 
on  a committee  to  work  to  adapt  our  bylaws  to  top  two.  One  effect  of  top 
two  is  that  there  were  ten  Assembly  seats  where  no  Republicans  were  on  the 
ballot.  There  were  two  races  that  had  no  Democrats. 

The  other  major  thing  was,  we  had  a bylaws  committee  where  Dorsey  has 
done  most  of  the  work  to  deal  with  the  realities  of  the  Brown  Act  given  our  6 
supervisors  on  the  committee. 

The  other  changes  to  change  from  "two  years"  to  "four  years."  Charters  in  3 
months  is  not  long  enough. 

George  Broder,  representing  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein,  proposed  that 
Democrats  be  supported  in  "any"  race. 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  two  committees  involve  non-controversial  issues. 

Kelly:  If  we  serve  for  four  years,  it  says  we  can  have  a proxy  if  we  are  absent  5 
times.  Suggest  that  if  we  go  to  four  years,  we  should  have  10  proxies. 

Smith:  that  has  been  discussed. 

Kelly:  is  it  in  order  to  make  an  amendment? 

Smith:  There  should  be  a motion  to  adopt  the  report. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Maufas).  Approved  by  acclamation  to  adopt  the  report. 

Discussion  ensued. 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Hsieh)  to  change  the  language  re:  proxies  to  double  the  number 
since  DCCC  term  has  doubled.  Approved  by  acclamation. 
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(Smith:  Art  4 section  6) 

M/S/C  (Kelly/Smith)  to  bifurcate  the  bylaws  change  about  chartering  clubs. 
Katz:  Wants  to  pull  the  bullet  re:  15  days. 

Hsieh:  Number  7 bullet  under  major  changes  - should  be  pulled  for  budget 
reasons. 

John  O'Riordan  (President  of  Irish-American  Democratic  Club):  sought 
clarification  re:  "may  vote  by  proxy." 

Katz:  A friendly  amendment  "may  vote  by  proxy  at  no  more  than  ten 
meetings." 

M/S/C  (Rothschild/Chiu)  Approved  by  acclamation. 

Bullet  1 discussion: 

Katz:  discussion  re:  15  days  versus  72  hours.  Longer  notice  encourages 
inclusion. 

Dorsey:  says  72  hours  is  a more  realistic  target. 

Rosenthal:  associates  with  what  Dorsey  said.  72  hours  helps  us  to  be  more 
nimble. 

Mandelman:  agrees  with  Katz  - trying  to  get  word  out  in  3 days  is  hard.  We 
can  deal  with  last  minute  things  by  having  2/3s  vote. 

M/C/C  (Chiu/Katz)  Avalos  abstained.  For  a two-part  approach  - 15  days  for 
agenda  for  regular  items  and  able  to  have  an  emergency  resolution  with  72 
hours  notice  and  a 2/3s  vote  is  required  for  consideration. 

Chiu  gave  kudos  to  Dorsey. 

4th  bullet  discussion: 

Smith  - I am  moving  that  we  adopt  this  except  that  clubs  can  endorse  anyone 
they  want  in  non-partisan  races.  (Adding  top  two  language) 

Changing  "any"  back  to  "partisan"  accomplishes  what  Smith  wants  to  do.  See 
Art  9 section  2: 
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Tom  Gallagher:  chartered  club  presidents  are  non-voting  members.  He  is 
from  Bernal  Heights  Democratic  Club.  They  were  open  to  endorsing 
candidates  with  values  that  fit  even  though  they  were  not  Democrats.  Now, 
most  of  those  candidates  have  switched  from  Green  party  to  the  Democratic 
party. 

Dorsey:  Democratic  clubs  should  be  allowed  to  support  those  with  values  that 
offer  a good  fit. 

DeJesus:  affirms  what  Dorsey  says. 

Hsieh:  We  need  to  focus  on  transparency.  When  a person  gets  information 
from  a Democratic  club,  he  has  an  expectation  that  a Democrat  is  being 
supported.  There  should  be  a disclaimer:  "Tom  Hsieh,  Non-Democrat." 

Dunning:  you  would  amend  the  bylaws? 

Hsieh:  I suggest  that  clubs  note  the  FPPC  and  Brown  Act  rules  require  notices 
and  transparency. 

Pimentel:  We  should  consider  a special  symbol 

Mandelman:  I think  it  is  a good  thing  for  the  Democratic  party  to  include  a 
diversity  of  community. 

Rothschild:  Go  back  20  years  to  see  where  this  came  from.  The  issue  wasn't 
from  the  left.  In  1994,  a Chinese  democratic  club  was  endorsing  Conroy,  a 
Republican,  and  put  it  on  a Democratic  slate  card. 

Rosenthal:  I don't  know  what  problem  this  solves.  We  should  choose 
magnanimity  over  vindictiveness.  I would  oppose  this  bylaw  change. 

McNeil:  Tom's  suggestion  is  a nice  way  of  saying  there  is  support  for  the 
independence  of  our  clubs,  but  keep  things  transparent  for  democratic  voters. 

Jason  Wong,  proxy  for  Assemblymember  Phil  Ting,  stated  CADC  has  a charter 
directly  from  the  state. 

Anderson:  Call  the  question. 
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Smith:  his  motion  is  to  change  “any"  to  "partisan." 


Seconded  by  Wong 

Friendly  Amendment:  Hsien/seconded  McNeil:  any  chartered  club  to  endorse 
would  have  a designation  similar  to....[Dccc  will  issue  guidelines  at  a later 
date] 

Accepted  by  Smith 

Kelly:  Substitute  amendment:  Moves  to  pull  bullet  and  the  amendment  for 
committee  consideration. 

Maufas:  thought  she  heard  consensus  forming  around  this  as  supported  by 
Hsieh's  amendment. 

Hsieh:  I am  in  favor  of  passing  this  onto  the  next  meeting  or  two  meetings 
from  now  to  allow  everyone  to  have  time  to  think  it  through. 

M/S/C  (Wong/Rosenthal)  On  Hsieh  deferment  amendment. 

Opposed  by  Mandelman,  Dorsey;  Abstentions  by  Avalos,  State  Senator  Mark 
Leno,  State  Senator  Leland  Yee. 

Vote  on  Smith's  amendment  (changing  “any"  to  "partisan") 

Broder  stated  that  Senior  Senator  believes  that  Democrats  should  vote  only 
for  Democrats;  nothing  punitive  was  intended.  Letter  from  Harvey  Milk  Club 
president  was  well-organized  letter.  Senator  will  vote  against  this 
amendment.

Calling  Upon  the  U.S.  Senate,  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  State  Legislature  to  Take 
Immediate  Action  to  Reduce  Gun  Violence  in  America 

WHEREAS,  there  is  a crisis  of  gun-related  violence  in  California  and  the  United  States,  as 
demonstrated  by  the  mass  shootings  in  communities  such  as  Newtown,  Tucson,  Aurora,  and  Virginia 
Tech,  and  as  described  in  the  Addendum  attached  hereto  and  incorporated  herein;  and  there  is  no 
legitimate  purpose  for  civilians  to  own  or  use  military-style  weapons  or  large  ammunition  magazines 
or  drums,  which  constitute  a demonstrated  threat  to  the  general  public,  health  and  safety; 

WHEREAS,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  State  of  California  have  a compelling 
interest  in  comprehensive  regulations  at  the  federal  and  state  levels  to  address  this  crisis  of  violence, 
and  a federal  ban  on  assault  weapons  is  critical  to  provide  national  consistency  and  prevent 
individuals  from  bringing  these  firearms  into  California  from  a state  where  they  are  not  banned;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  January  24,  2013,  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  introduced  the  Assault  Weapons 
Ban  of  2013,  which  would  would  ban  the  sale,  transfer,  importation  or  manufacturing  of  120 
specifically-named  firearms,  certain  other  firearms  that  can  accept  a detachable  magazine  and  have 
one  or  more  military  characteristics,  and  semiautomatic  rifles  and  handguns  with  a fixed  magazine 
that  can  accept  more  than  10  rounds;  strengthen  the  1994  Assault  Weapons  Ban  and  various  state 
bans  by  moving  from  a 2-characteristic  test  to  a 1-characteristic  test  and  banning  firearms  with 
thumbhole  stocks  and  bullet  buttons  to  address  attempts  to  "work  around"  prior  bans;  and  require 
that  grandfathered  weapons  be  registered  under  the  National  Firearms  Act;  NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  commends  Senator  Dianne  Feinstein  for 
her  courage  in  introducing  the  Assault  Weapons  Ban  of  2013,  and  calls  upon  the  113th  U.S.  Congress 
to:  (1)  approve  the  Assault  Weapons  Ban  of  2013;  (2)  close  the  "private  sale  loophole"  in  the  Brady 
Act  so  that  people  who  buy  firearms  from  private  sellers  are  required  to  undergo  background 
checks;  (3)  enact  a Federal  Registry  of  Lost  or  Stolen  Firearms  to  deter  the  theft  of  guns  and  the  use 
of  stolen  guns  to  commit  violent  crimes;  (4)  enact  a law  requiring  lost  or  stolen  firearms  to  be 
reported  to  law  enforcement  officials  and  requiring  sellers  of  second  hand  firearms  to  check  a 
Federal  Registry  of  Lost  or  Stolen  Firearms  prior  to  sale;  and  (5)  enact  a law  requiring  firearms  be 
secured  or  locked  inside  a dwelling,  residence  or  business  when  it  is  unoccupied;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  also  supports  AB  48  by 
Assembly  Member  Nancy  Skinner  and  SB  53  by  State  Senator  Kevin  de  Leon  (both  regulating 
ammunition  sales),  SB  108  by  State  Senator  Leland  Yee  (mandating  safe  storage  of  firearms),  SB  47 
by  State  Senator  Leland  Yee  (expanding  the  definition  of  "assault  weapon"  under  California  law),  AB 
231  by  Assembly  Member  Phil  Ting  (requiring  gun  liability  insurance),  AB  232  by  Assembly  Member 
Phil  Ting  (tax  credit  for  gun  buybacks),  and  SB  140  by  State  Senator  Mark  Leno  and  Senate  President 
pro  tem  Darrell  Steinberg  (improving  enforcement  of  the  Armed  Prohibited  Persons  System  (APPS) 
which  identifies  and  tracks  handgun  and  assault  weapon  owners  who  pose  a threat  to  public  safety).

ADDENDUM 

To  the  Resolution  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party 
Calling  Upon  the  U.S.  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  to  Take  Immediate  Action  to  Reduce 
Gun  Violence  in  America 


The  following  findings  are  hereby  incorporated  into  the  attached  resolution: 

1.  The  United  States  has  by  far  the  highest  per  capita  rate  of  firearm-related  murders  of 
all  developed  countries.  Many  communities  in  the  United  States  such  as  Newtown,  Connecticut; 
Tucson  and  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Oak  Creek,  Wisconsin;  Aurora  and  Columbine,  Colorado,  and 
Blacksburg,  Virginia  (Virginia  Tech);  have  seen  horrific  loss  of  life  due  to  mass  shootings,  some  of 
which  have  involved  military-style  assault  weapons  with  high  capacity  ammunition  magazines. 

2.  There  is  no  legitimate  purpose  for  civilians  to  own  or  use  military-style  weapons  or 
large  ammunition  magazines  or  drums.  The  availability  to  civilians  of  military-style  assault  weapons 
with  large  ammunition  magazines  or  drums  allows  persons  who  wish  to  do  harm  to  cause  enormous 
damage  - much  more  so  than  would  be  possible  if  these  types  of  weapons  were  unavailable. 

3.  According  to  the  FBI,  there  were  1,790  homicides  in  California  in  2011,  68%  of  which 
were  committed  with  firearms,  including  military-style  assault  weapons  and  stolen  firearms.  In 
2012,  there  were  at  least  67  homicides  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  vast  majority  of 
which  were  committed  with  firearms. 

4.  On  July  1,  1993,  a mass  shooting  at  101  California  Street  in  San  Francisco  claimed  the 
lives  of  nine  people,  sparking  a number  of  legislative  actions  that  led  to  the  Violent  Crime  Control 
and  Law  Enforcement  Act  (commonly  referred  to  as  the  Federal  Assault  Weapons  Ban)  of  1994, 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  certain  weapons  in  order  to  reduce  street  violence  in  the  United  States. 

5.  A 1997  U.S.  Department  of  Justice  study  found  that  the  1994  Federal  Assault 
Weapons  Ban  was  responsible  for  a 6.7%  decrease  in  total  gun  murders,  holding  all  other  factors 
equal.  The  Federal  Assault  Weapons  Ban  of  1994  expired  in  2004,  through  the  operation  of  a sunset 
provision. 

6.  Seven  states,  including  California,  have  enacted  laws  banning  assault  weapons,  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  five  large  cities  in  the  United  States  have  local  laws  banning  assault 
weapons;  however,  a federal  ban  on  assault  weapons  is  critical  to  provide  consistency  and  prevent 
individuals  from  bringing  these  firearms  into  California  from  a state  where  they  are  not  banned.

WHEREAS,  misleading  political  advertising  by  big-money  interests  hiding  behind 
innocuous-sounding  committee  names  deceives  voters  into  supporting  or  opposing 
candidates  and  ballot  measures  that  they  would  not  support  if  they  knew  who  was  really 
behind  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  disclosing  the  true  funders  of  political  ads,  in  the  ads  themselves,  would 
help  voters  make  better-informed  decisions; 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  party  endorses  SB 
52,  the  California  DISCLOSE  Act,  authored  by  Senators  Mark  Leno  and  Jerry  Hill  - and 
signs  on  as  a co-sponsor  of  the  SB  52  campaign  kickoff  in  Palo  Alto  on  March  9th  - to 
require  full,  clear  and  unambiguous  disclosure,  in  the  ads  themselves,  of  the  largest  major 
funders  of  all  political  television,  radio,  print,  mass  mailing,  and  online  advertising  for 
and  against  ballot  measures,  and  for  independent  expenditures  for  and  against  candidates.

Six  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  serve  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee  ("DCCC").  They  constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  may  constitute  a majority  of  the  members  of  one  or  more  Board  Committees. 

California  law  (the  Brown  Act),  the  City  Charter  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance 
provide  that  any  gathering  of  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  of  a 
committee  of  the  Board  to  discuss  matters  within  the  Board's  subject  matter  jurisdiction 
constitutes  a meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  These  laws  require  that  any  such  meeting  be 
open  to  the  public  and  noticed  and  conducted  in  compliance  with  the  Brown  Act  and  the 
Sunshine  Ordinance. 


The  DCCC  is  not  a City  agency,  does  not  speak  for  or  act  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  cannot 
transact  City  business.  But  the  DCCC  may  discuss  matters  that  could  fall  within  the  subject 
matter  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  law  addresses  whether  attendance  of  a majority  of  the  full  Board  or  of  its  committees  at  a 
meeting  of  the  DCCC  would  fall  under  the  public  meeting  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act, 
Charter,  or  Sunshine  Ordinance.  Out  of  an  abundance  of  caution,  those  Board  members  serving 
on  the  DCCC  will  comply  with  these  open  meeting  laws.

CHANGES  IN  ELECTION  LAW 


All  statutes  cited  are  from  California  Elections  Code;  key  changes  in  black: 


OLD  LAW 

7225.  At  every  direct  primary  election  a county  central  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  each  county. 


NEW  LAW 

7225.  At  every  presidential  primary  election,  a county  central 
committee  may  be  elected  in  each  county. 


OLD  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  direct  primary  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new 
committees. 


NEW  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  presidential  primary,  or  the  selection  pursuant  to  Section 
7230,  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new  committees. 


COMMENT:  Note  that  new  law  provides  for  election  of  County  Committees  ONLY  at 
Presidential  primaries  (i.e.  every  four  years),  and  measures  terms  of  office  from 
Presidential  Primary  to  Presidential  primary!  Old  law  measured  terms  from  each  direct 
primary  to  the  next  direct  primary  (i.e.  two  years) 


Summary  of  Proposed  SFDCCC  Bylaw  Reforms 

The  following  is  a revised  summary  of  proposed  changes  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  County 

Central  Committee's  bylaws.  Included  are  both  major  and  minor  reforms,  which  intend 

update  the  DCCC's  governing  rules  to  reflect  current  state  law,  and  better  harmonize  the 

provisions  with  the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  applying  to  local  government  bodies. 

Major  Changes 

• Fairly  extensive  detail  has  been  added  to  the  "Agenda  and  Notice"  section,  the  most 
significant  of  which  is  to  reduce  the  notice  time  from  15-days  to  72-hours  in  most  cases. 

• Terms  have  been  extended  from  two-years  to  four-years  to  comport  with  recent 
changes  to  state  law. 

• Several  updated  provisions  reflect  changes  under  the  "top  two”  election  scheme. 

• A new  amendment  prohibits  endorsements  of  non-Democrats  by  Chartered  Democratic 
Organizations,  except  in  "top  two"  General  Elections  in  which  there  are  no  Democratic 
candidates. 

• The  existing  provision  that  hearings  for  the  removal  of  members  may  "be  held  in  closed 
session”  has  been  removed.  [This  is  a policy  call,  but  it  is  the  easiest  way  to  avoid 
onerous  requirements  that  generally  apply  to  Closed  Session  meetings.] 

• A change  to  the  procedure  for  putting  items  on  the  agenda  has  been  proposed,  which  is 
a policy  call.  Its  enactment  would  avoid  Brown  Act/Sunshine  problems  that  could  be 
raised  when  non-noticed  items  are  agendized  for  last-minute  votes. 

• A section  requiring  meetings  to  be  audio  or  video  recorded  has  been  added.  This  would 
obviously  require  a minor  investment  in  equipment  and  expertise,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  harmonize  our  bylaws  with  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  without  it.  [Though 
we  could  post  audio  or  video  files  online  with  relative  ease,  I think  the  larger  challenge 
here  is  to  achieve  audio  quality  sufficient  to  ensure  that  all  members  comments  are 
intelligible  to  listeners.] 

• "Gender  identity"  has  been  added  to  our  anti-discrimination  and  diversity  policy.  Not  a 
Brown  Act  issue,  but  a worthwhile  update  to  adopt. 


Minor  Changes 

• Meetings  of  the  DCCC  must  be  fully  open  to  the  public,  even  to  non-Democrats. 

• All  references  to  "Bylaws”  now  employ  uniform  spelling  throughout 

• Missing  title  for  "ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE"  has  been  added 

• The  public  noticing  process  for  the  removal  a member  has  been  clarified  to  be  “in 
accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements  of  Article  IV  of 
these  Bylaws." 

• Occasional  references  to  items  that  must  be  "mailed"  have  been  updated  to  the  more 
general  "provided,"  with  noticing  requirements  addressed  more  comprehensively  in  the 
"Agenda  and  Notice"  section. 

• Language  consistent  with  Sunshine  regarding  the  provision  of  minutes  under  the 
Recording  Secretary  section  has  been  added,  requiring  the  availability  of  draft  minutes 
on  request  and  posting  of  approved  minutes  "no  later  than  ten  working  days”  following 
approval. 

• References  to  "Emergency  meetings"  have  been  removed  for  clarity's  sake.  These 
appear  to  be  indistinct  from  "Special  Meetings"  within  the  DCCC  bylaws,  but  an 


"Emergency  Meeting"  has  a specific  meaning  (and  specific  requirements)  under  the 
state  Brown  Act. 

The  regularly  occurring  day  and  regularly  occurring  location  of  SFDCCC  meetings  has 
been  added. 

Two  provisions  to  better  harmonize  with  Brown/Sunshine  have  been  added  with 
respect  to  meetings  that  are  sited  at  locations  other  than  the  usual  location  (which 
requires  a 15-day  advance  notice).

ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 

a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

| b.  These  bylaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation,  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 
a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
following  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  whole  or  in 
part: 

i.  Assemblyperson 

ii.  State  Senator 


Congrcssperson 


B.  Any  Democrat  resident  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve, 
or  who  is  serving  in  anv  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
"Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot. 


C.  Following  certification  of  primary  election  results,  for  anv  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  in  subdivision  2 A,  anv  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  fit 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  fiO  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  re-election,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 
office  is  over,  and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  anv  Democrat  who  becomes 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex  officio  membership  by  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 

3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  may  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  by  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member. 

.4,  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request. 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

| b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  four  f_4~l  year  terms. 

Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  (or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable]  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

c.  There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or

b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer's  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  III,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
| them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  theseJBylaws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 
any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 
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Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 

Section  6.  SECRETARIES 


a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  these.Bvlaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  be  .provided  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Committee's  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the  jiext  regular  meeting  of  the 
County  Committee.^aid  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members’  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
inspection  and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 


b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 


Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 


The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 


ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 
Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS 


Regular  meetings  shall  generally  occur  on  a monthly  basis  on  the  fourth  f4.thl  Wednesday  of 
every  month. 

Section  2.  SPECIAL*  MEETINGS 

aJV  special  .meeting  maybe  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee  if  the 
Chair  is  unavailable,  or  by  ten  [10)  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  only  business  that 


may  be  noticed  for  a special  meeting  is  busi ness  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  No  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  to 
members  may  be  discussed  or  voted  upon  at  the  special  meeting.  Any  business  raised  at  a 
spec  ial  meeting  must  be  passed  by  a two-thirds  f2/3)  vote  of  those  members  present  and 
voting. , 

Section  3.  PLACE  OF  MEETINGS 

a Meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  held  at  the  Milton  Marks  Auditorium  of  the  California 
State  Office  Building.  455  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  in  San  Francisco. 

b.  In  the  event  that  the  regular  meeting  facility  becomes  unavailable,  or  at  such  times  as  the 

iii'iurucs  \\  arrant,  the  Chairperson  may  select  £ suitable 
alternative  location  for  SFDCCC  meetings,  ^hcjocation  of  all  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC^hall 
be  within  the  City  and  Connived  San  l-'ranuwo  and  shall  he  accessible  to  disabled  persons. 

c.  In  the  event  that  a regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  is  held  at  a location  other 
than  that  described  in  subsection  fa)  of  this  Section,  notice  of  the  new  location  shall  be 
provided  at  least  15  days  in  advance  by  email  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC:  bv  email  to 


designated  contacts  of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  by  email  to  all 
members  of  the  public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and 
notices.  Notices  shall  also  be  posted  15  days  in  advance  on  the  SFDCCC’s  web  site  at 
http://www.sfdemocrats.org:  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library.  Government  Information 
Center:  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall  also  be 
mailed  at  least  15  days  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Such 


notices  need  not  include  a formal  agenda,  but  should  generally  identify  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  the  meeting.  A formal  agenda  must  also  be  distributed  and  posted  at  least  72 
hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  public  noticing  requirements  of 
Section  4 of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  AGENDA  AND  NOTICE 

a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings. 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is 
unavailable./Vll  agendas  and  notices  shall,list  the  date^time,  and  location  of  the  meeting,  and 

all  agendas  shall  provider  brief  general  description  of  each  item  of  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3 f cl  of  this  Article,  the  agenda  for  all  regular 

! . I .i;-,  ml. I all  spei  ial  meetings, ^hall  be  provided  at  least  72 

hours  in  advance  by  .email  Jo  each  member  of  the  SFDCCCyby  email  to  designated  contacts 
of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  bv  email  to  all  members  of  the 
public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and  notices.  At  least  72 
hours  before  a regular  meeting. agendas  and  notices  shall  jilso  be  posted  on  the  SFDCCC's  _/ 
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/unvoting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may/equest  an  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda,  subject  to 


consent  of  the  Chairperson,  by  providing  written  notice  at  least  96  hours  prior  to  a regular 
or  special  meeting.  A voting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may;  under  the  "new  business"  portion 
of  a regular  or  special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  immediate  following 
meeting  subject  to  approval  by  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present 
and  voting.  The  SFDCCC  may  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on  those  items  that  are  on  the 
agenda  1 

d.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public 
comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each 
speaker  mav  speak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes,  provided  that  the 
Chairperson  may  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 
based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Any  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 


period  may  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
inclusion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker’s 
comments. 


Section  5.  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  SFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  (8)  or  more 
voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  not  more  than 
five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause. 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through 
designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
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Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or 
designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any 
individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 


• Any  registered  Democrat  resident  in  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an 
elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the 
member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds. 


• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 

a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 

| Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  by  these  j3vlaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these  ^Bylaws,  or  any  portion  of  these^Bvlaws.  be  suspended, 
unless  that  specific  portion  of  the  j3v  laws  indicates  that  it  may  be  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these  JBvlaws  or  Robert’s  Rules  of  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 
Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 
has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair’s  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  (3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2”  x 11”  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 
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Section  10.  NOTICES 


| Wherever  these_Bvlaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 

| .Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  require  any  document  to  be 
executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 

The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  regular  and  special 
meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the  public  on 
request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  may  audio-record,  video-record  and 
broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the  SFDCCC's 
proceeding. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 

a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 


Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 


Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  may  consider  endorsing  a non-Democrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  "top  two'1  race 
in  which  no  registered  Democrat  has  qualified  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats,  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  "unendorsed”  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races,  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

■ | i rtiuTs  shall  be  aoplicablf  to  any  pre-primary  or  "top  two"  election  race  in 

which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 
beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee's  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 


ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 


Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  III, 

| Sections  (1)  and  (3)  of  these,Pylaws  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 
the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 
Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 
Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 


been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 

Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS 

Chartered  Democratic  organizations  shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political 
party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise  publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates 
for y my  office  who  are  not  members  of  the  Democratic  Party,  provided  that  a Chartered 
Democratic  organization  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the  event  no 
Democrat  Qualifies  for  the  General  Election  ballot. 

Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

c.  A copy  of  its  jiylaws  or  other  governing  documents; 

d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 
charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  until/ive  months  after  the  next 
primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article. 

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 

The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  (see 
Article  II,  Section  1(a)(4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 


Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 


Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencingiive 
months  before  its  expiration.

Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER 


The  SFDCCC  may,  by  a two-thirds  vote,  suspend  or  revoke  the  charter  of  any  chartered  club 
at  any  time  only  for  the  following  causes:  Violation  of  Article  IX,  Section  2 of  these  Bylpws, 
or  inactivity.  No  club  charter  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  except  following  notice  and 
hearing  being  afforded  by  the  SFDCCC.  Such  notice  given  and  any  hearing  shall  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  for  removal  of  elected  members  in 
Article  II,  Section  3 (d)  of  these  J3vlaws.Jn  case  suspension  or  revocation  of  a club  charter  is 
sought  on  the  sole  ground  of  inactivity,  the  notice  can  advise  the  club  that  if  it  does  not 
make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the  charges  and 
demanding  a hearing,  the  suspension  or  revocation  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 


ARTICLE  X:  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  MANUAL 


Specific  policies  and  procedures  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  incorporated  into  the  SFDCCC  Policy 
and  Procedures  Manual.  Nothing  in  said  manual  may  override  these J3vlaws.  Application  of 
the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  suspended  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members 
present  and  voting. JThe  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  may  be  amended  at  any  regularly

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The  SFDCCC  shall  not  acquiesce  in,  condone  or  support  discrimination  on  the  grounds  of 
race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  sex.  age.  religion,  ethnic  identity,  gender  identity,  sexual 
orientation,  persons  with  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act  of 
1990,  or  economic  status.

a)  Chair  [Mary  Jung)  Presidential  campaign  is  most  important  item.  Please  come  to 
HQ  at  2278  Market  Street  and  volunteer. 
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b)  Executive  Director  Report  (Ally  Hergenraeder)  We  are  working  on  "Drive  for  25." 
Yes  on  30;  no  on  32  and  Yes  on  34.  Thanked  certain  members  to  help  with  voter 
registration.  We  need  volunteers  to  work  in  other  states.  We  need  people  that  know 
how  to  drive  vans. 

c)  Voter  Registration  (Trevor  McNeil)  report  on  progress  related  to  voter  registration 
and  participation  in  the  California  Democratic  Party’s  Chartered  Organization  Voter 
Registration  "Bounty"  Program.  5,254  new  Democrats  have  been  registered.  Big 
thanks  to  the  Hansens  and  Kay  Burke.  Voter  mobilization  is  heating  up.  Need  people 
to  phone  bank  now. 

d)  Finance  (Zoe  Dunning)  report  on  progress  related  to  fundraising  outreach,  plans 
and  other  activities.  We  had  3 or  4 debate  watch  parties  and  received  donations  of 
$1,850. 

e)  Treasurer  (Alix  Rosenthal) 

Treasurer  Tom  Hsieh  was  absent.  Rosenthal  reported  a successful  treasurers' 
training  for  Democratic  Clubs  was  held.  Club  Treasurers  were  contacted  by  Pimentel. 

f)  Communications  (Matt  Dorsey)  Reported  on  upcoming  bylaws  changes  to  make 
DCCC  more  accessible  and  to  conform  with  Brown  Act.  Want  to  increase 
transparency. 


6.  Slate  Card  update  (Jung) 

Permanent  absentees  went  out.  Election  Day  voters  are  going  out  next  week.  We  have

Paid  for  by  contributions  from  ballot  measures  and  candidates.  Enough  money  has 
been  raised  to  put  out  the  first  English  version,  and  Chinese  and  Spanish  language 
version.

CHANGES  IN  ELECTION  LAW 


All  statutes  cited  are  from  California  Elections  Code;  key  changes  in  black: 


OLD  LAW 

7225.  At  every  direct  primary  election  a county  central  committee 
shall  be  elected  in  each  county. 


NEW  LAW 

7225.  At  every  presidential  primary  election,  a county  central 
committee  may  be  elected  in  each  county. 


OLD  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  direct  primary  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new 
committees. 


NEW  LAW 


7242.  The  committees  shall  perform  any  other  duties  and  services 
for  this  political  party  as  seem  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  party. 

They  shall  continue  to  function  and  exist  until  the  election  at  the 
succeeding  presidential  primary,  or  the  selection  pursuant  to  Section 
7230,  and  qualification  of  the  members  of  the  new  committees. 


COMMENT:  Note  that  new  law  provides  for  election  of  County  Committees  ONLY  at 
Presidential  primaries  (i.e.  every  four  years),  and  measures  terms  of  office  from 
Presidential  Primary  to  Presidential  primary!  Old  law  measured  terms  from  each  direct 
primary  to  the  next  direct  primary  (i.e.  two  years) 


Summary  of  Proposed  SFDCCC  Bylaw  Reforms 


The  following  is  a summary  of  proposed  changes  to  the  S.F.  Democratic  County  Central 

Committee’s  bylaws.  Included  are  both  minor  and  significant  reforms  that  intend  to  both 

update  the  DCCC’s  governing  rules  and  better  harmonize  them  with  similar  provisions  of 

the  Brown  Act  and  other  laws  that  apply  to  local  government  bodies  in  California. 

• All  references  to  "Bylaws”  now  employ  uniform  spelling  throughout 

• Missing  title  for  "ARTICLE  I:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE"  has  been  added 

• The  public  noticing  process  for  the  removal  a member  has  been  clarified  to  be  "in 
accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements  of  Article  IV  of 
these  Bylaws.” 

• The  existing  provision  that  hearings  for  the  removal  of  members  may  "be  held  in  closed 
session”  has  been  removed.  [This  is  a policy  call,  but  it  is  the  easiest  way  to  avoid 
onerous  requirements  that  generally  apply  to  Closed  Session  meetings.] 

• Occasional  references  to  items  that  must  be  "mailed"  have  been  updated  to  the  more 
general  "provided,”  with  noticing  requirements  addressed  more  comprehensively  in  the 
"Agenda  and  Notice"  section. 

• Language  consistent  with  Sunshine  regarding  the  provision  of  minutes  under  the 
Recording  Secretary  section  has  been  added,  requiring  the  availability  of  draft  minutes 
on  request  and  posting  of  approved  minutes  "no  later  than  ten  working  days"  following 
approval. 

• References  to  "Emergency  meetings”  have  been  removed  for  clarity's  sake.  These 
appear  to  be  indistinct  from  "Special  Meetings”  within  the  DCCC  bylaws,  but  an 
"Emergency  Meeting"  has  a specific  meaning  (and  specific  requirements)  under  the 
state  Brown  Act. 

• The  regularly  occurring  day  and  regularly  occurring  location  of  SFDCCC  meetings  has 
been  added. 

• Two  provisions  to  better  harmonize  with  Brown/Sunshine  have  been  added  with 
respect  to  meetings  that  are  sited  at  locations  other  than  the  usual  location  (which 
requires  a 15-day  advance  notice). 

• Fairly  extensive  detail  has  been  added  to  the  "Agenda  and  Notice”  section,  the  most 
significant  of  which  is  to  reduce  the  notice  time  from  15-days  to  72-hours  in  most  cases. 

• A change  to  the  procedure  for  putting  items  on  the  agenda  has  been  proposed,  which  is 
a policy  call.  Its  enactment  would  avoid  Brown  Act/Sunshine  problems  that  could  be 
raised  when  non-noticed  items  are  agendized  for  last-minute  votes. 

• A section  requiring  meetings  to  be  audio  or  video  recorded  has  been  added.  This  would 
obviously  require  a minor  investment  in  equipment  and  expertise,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  harmonize  our  bylaws  with  the  Brown  Act  and  Sunshine  without  it.  [Though 
we  could  post  audio  or  video  files  online  with  relative  ease,  I think  the  larger  challenge 
here  is  to  achieve  audio  quality  sufficient  to  ensure  that  all  members  comments  are 
intelligible  to  listeners.] 

• Meetings  of  the  DCCC  should  be  fully  open  to  the  public,  even  to  non-Democrats. 

• Finally,  "gender  identity"  has  been  added  to  our  anti-discrimination  and  diversity  policy. 
Not  a Brown  Act  issue,  but  a worthwhile  update  to  adopt. 


San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central  Committee-Bylaws 

Adopted:  JReplace  with  date  of  re-adontionl 

ARTICLE  1:  NAME  AND  PURPOSE 
Section  1.  NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  PARTY.  Its 
governing  body  shall  be  the  SAN  FRANCISCO  DEMOCRATIC  COUNTY  CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE  (SFDCCC). 

Section  2.  PURPOSE 

a.  The  goal  of  the  SFDCCC  is  to  educate  voters  on  issues  of  importance  to  our  society,  to 
maximize  Democratic  voter  registration  and  turnout  in  all  communities,  and  to  support  and 
ensure  the  electoral  victory  of  Democratic  candidates  who  uphold  the  values  of  the 
Democratic  Party. 

| b.  These-Bvlaws  shall  govern  the  organization,  operation,  and  functions  of  the  political  party 
known  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party  (The  Party)  and  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
County  Central  Committee  (SFDCCC). 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  endorse  partisan  and  nonpartisan  primary  and  general  candidate 
elections  and  may  take  positions  on  all  local  ballot  measures. 

ARTICLE  II:  MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1:  MEMBERSHIP 
a.  SFDCCC  MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Elected  Members  from  Assembly  Districts  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  number  of  Elected  Members  and  specific  Assembly 
Districts  are  determined  by  provisions  of  the  California  Elections  Code,  California  State 
District  lines,  and  Federal  Census  data. 

2.  Ex  Officio  members  shall  consist  of  the  following: 

A.  Any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve,  or  who  is  serving  in  the 
following  elected  offices  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  whole  or  in 
part: 

i.  Assemblvperson 

ii.  State  Senator 

iii  Congressperson 


B.  Am’  Denioc rat  i e s idem  of  San  Francisco  who  is  elected  or  otherwise  designated  to  serve. 
or  who  is  serving  in  any  partisan  office  other  than  those  described  in  subdivision  2 A 
Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party 
affiliation  on  the  ballot. 


C.  Following  certification  of  primary  election  results,  for  any  partisan  office  other  than  those 
listed  i n subdivision  2 A.  any  candidate  resident  in  San  Francisco  who  has  received  the 
Democratic  Party  endorsement.  Said  member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  the  earlier  of  fil 
election  or  appointment  of  a Democrat  to  said  office,  or  fiil  the  holding  of  the  next  primary 
election  for  said  office. 

D.  In  the  event  there  is  a Democratic  incumbent  entitled  to  Ex  Officio  membership  who  does 
not  seek  i e-eleclion,  or  a different  Democrat  receives  the  California  Democratic  Party 
endorsement,  the  incumbent  shall  continue  to  serve  on  the  SFDCCC  until  his/her  term  of 

: : , and  will  be  entitled  to  serve  concurrently  with  any  Democrat  who  bet  om.es 
entitled  to  hold  an  Ex  officio  membership  bv  virtue  of  primary  election  results. 


3.  Rights  of  Ex-Officio  Members:  The  Ex-Officio  Members  are  full  voting  members  of  the 
SFDCCC.  An  Ex-Officio  Member  may  select  a designee  to  represent  him/her  bv  providing 
written  notice  of  the  designee  to  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  designee  shall  have  the  same 
voting  rights  as  the  Ex-Officio  Member. 

,4.  Associate  Members:  There  may  be  Associate  Members  of  the  County  Committee  who  will 
have  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  but  no  vote  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee.  The 
Associate  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Chairperson  of 
the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  may  appoint,  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  additional 
Associate  Members  who  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee.  Additionally  the 
following  persons  shall  automatically  serve  as  Associate  Members  if  resident  in  San 
Francisco:  current  presidents/chairs  of  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  good  standing, 
members  of  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee,  and  Assembly  District  Chairs  and 
Regional  Chairs  of  the  California  State  Democratic  Party.  Associate  Member  status  may  be 
annulled  by  a majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  the  time  of  the  request. 
Membership  of  Associate  Members  appointed  by  the  Chairperson  or  membership  of  the 
SFDCCC  shall  terminate  upon  certification  of  the  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election. 

b.  TERM  OF  OFFICE:  Elected  members  shall  have  approximately  two  (2)  year  terms. 
Membership  shall  extend  from  the  time  of  certification  of  election  results  of  each  SFDCCC 
election  until  certification  of  election  results  of  the  next  SFDCCC  election,  with  vacancies 
occurring  during  this  period  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  this 
article. 

After  each  SFDCCC  election,  the  chair  of  the  SFDCCC  (or  the  next  highest  officer  in 
succession  if  the  chair  is  unavailable)  shall  call  a meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  within  30  days  of 
the  certification  of  election  results  to  seat  the  new  members  of  the  SFDCCC. 

c.  There  shall  be  no  dual  memberships.  The  membership  of  any  Democrat  who  is  elected  or 


otherwise  designated  to  hold  an  office  named  in  subdivision  (a)  (2)  of  this  section  shall 
terminate  upon  their  taking  office.  A member  who  becomes  eligible  for  membership  on 
some  other  grounds  during  his  or  her  two-year  term  shall  inform  the  Chair  of  the  eligibility 
and  identify  the  position,  which  he  or  she  wishes  to  represent. 

Section  2.  QUALIFICATION  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

A person  is  eligible  for  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  only  if  such  person  is  registered  as 
affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  an  associate  member  or 
designee  of  an  ex  officio  member,  a person  may  serve,  though  ineligible  to  register  to  vote,  if 
he/she  has  declared  his  intention  to  register  as  a Democrat  upon  becoming  eligible  to 
register  as  a voter.  If  the  member's  party  affiliation  changes,  or  if  the  member’s  residence 
changes  to  a location  outside  of  the  Assembly  District  he/she  was  elected  to  represent,  his 
or  her  membership  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  automatically  terminate. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  FROM  MEMBERSHIP 

a.  The  removal  of  residence  by  an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed  a member  of  that  committee  or  the 
affiliation  with,  or  registration  as  a member  of,  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party  by 
an  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  during  his  or  her  term  of  membership  shall  constitute  his 
or  her  automatic  resignation  from  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Any  Elected  member  of  the  SFDCCC  who  misses  more  than  three  consecutive  regularly 
called  meetings  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  the  committee  concerned,  unless  his  or  her 
absence  is  caused  by  illness  or  temporary  absence  from  the  county  on  the  date  of  the 
meeting,  or  is  otherwise  excused.  Any  absence  may  be  excused  by  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC, 
subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  SFDCCC. 

If  the  Chair  is  unwilling  to  excuse  an  absence,  the  member  may  ask  to  be  excused  by  the  full 
SFDCCC,  and  the  absence  may  be  excused  by  a majority  vote. 

c.  The  SFDCCC  may  remove  any  member,  other  than  an  Ex  Officio  member,  who  during  his 
or  her  term  of  membership  affiliates  with  a party  other  than  the  Democratic  Party,  who 
gives  support  to  or  avows  a preference  for  a candidate  for  partisan  office  other  than  a 
candidate  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  Party  or  who  knowingly  utilizes  his/her  SFDCCC 
title  to  advocate  or  support  a candidate  not  endorsed  by  the  SFDCCC.  "Partisan  office"  shall 
mean  any  office  for  which  a candidate  may  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot, 
provided  that  an  SFDCCC  member  mav  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

4-  Removal  of  a member  for  reasons  listed  in  this  Article  shall  be  effected  in  the  following 
manner: 

1.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  investigate  any  charges  of  behavior  that  could  support 
removal  under  this  Article.  If  substantiated,  the  Chair  shall  send  to  the  accused  member  by 


timely  certified  mail:  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  and  a letter  stating  that  the  accused 
member  may  either  resign  or  have  a hearing  before  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC,  that  at 
such  hearing,  the  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  respond  to  the 
statement  of  charges  and  to  confront  the  witnesses  against  such  member,  and  that  such 
member  may  be  represented  at  his/her  own  expense  at  such  hearing.  An  additional  copy  of 
the  aforesaid  documents  shall  also  be  transmitted  to  the  accused  member  by  fax,  email,  or 
regular  mail  at  or  before  the  time  the  copies  are  sent  by  certified  mail.  In  the  case  of  a 
member  whom  the  Chair  believes  has  moved  his/her  residence  from  the  Assembly  district 
from  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected  or  appointed,  the  notice  can  advise  the  member  that 
if  he/she  does  not  make  a written  request  to  the  Chair  within  ten  (10)  days  disputing  the 
charges  and  demanding  a hearing,  his/her  removal  will  be  effected  automatically,  and  in 
such  case  no  further  notice  or  hearing  will  be  required. 

2.  If  the  accused  member  does  not  resign,  the  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  schedule  a hearing 
I before  the  SFDCCC  in  accordance  with  the  open  meeting  and  public  noticing  requirements 
| of  Article  IV  of  these. Bylaws.  The  Chair  shall  send  a copy  of  the  statement  of  charges  to  all 

members  of  the  SFDCCC  along  with  a notice  of  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  hearing  no 
less  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 

3.  At  the  hearing  the  members  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  examine  the  statement  of  charges 
brought  against  the  accused  member.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity 
to  respond  to  the  charges,  to  confront  any  witnesses,  and  may  be  represented  at  his/her 
own  expense  if  desired.  Such  hearing  shall  be  conducted  in  such  a fashion  as  to  afford  the 

| accused  member  due  process  of  law. /It  the  conclusion  of  said  hearing,  upon  motionfor 
removal,  the  accused  member  may  be  removed  by  a vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  (2/3)  of 
the  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  4.  VACANCIES 

a.  A vacancy  on  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  deemed  to  exist  in  the  event  any  member  dies,  becomes 
incapacitated  to  act,  or  is  removed  from  membership  pursuant  to  Section  3 of  this  Article. 

b.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  follows: 

1.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  SFDCCC 
no  later  than  forty-five  (45)  days  from  the  occurrence  of  vacancy.  Whenever  possible,  the 
Chair  shall  solicit  names  for  replacement  candidates  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Chair’s 
appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy  is  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those  members 
of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  III:  OFFICERS 
Section  1.  ELECTED  OFFICERS 

The  elected  officers  of  this  County  Committee  shall  consist  of: 
a.  A Chairperson; 


b.  A First  Vice-Chairperson; 

c.  A Second  Vice-Chairperson; 

d.  A Third  Vice-Chairperson; 

e.  A Fourth  Vice-Chairperson; 

f.  A Treasurer; 

g.  A Recording  Secretary; 

h.  A Corresponding  Secretary. 

Election  of  officers  shall  occur  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  after  SFDCCC  election 
results  have  been  certified.  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the 
SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Officer’s  terms  shall  be  the  length  of  the  term  of  the  SFDCCC. 
Officers  may  be  removed  by  a majority  vote  of  the  SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting  at 
any  properly  noticed  SFDCCC  meeting  where  the  intent  to  remove  the  officer  has  been 
properly  noticed.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  majority  vote  of  SFDCCC  members  present  and 
voting  at  any  properly  noticed  meeting.  At  least  one  Vice-Chairperson  shall  be  of  the 
opposite  sex  from  the  other  Vice-Chairpersons.  Each  Assembly  District  shall  be  represented 
by  two  Vice-Chairperson.  Additional  duties  of  the  officers  are  described  in  the  Policy  and 
Procedures  Manual. 

Section  2.  CHAIRPERSON 

The  Chairperson  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  appoint  all 
committees  and  Chairpersons  of  such  committees  within  the  County  Committee  and  shall 
be  an  ex-  officio  member  of  all  committees.  The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a voting  member 
of  the  SFDCCC  as  the  Parliamentarian.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  remain  a full  voting 
member  of  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  3.  SUCCESSION  OF  THE  CHAIRPERSON 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  the  Acting  Chair  and  presiding  officer  shall  be  the  duly 
elected  officer  in  the  descending  order  as  shown  in  Article  III,  Section  1. 

Section  4.  VICE-CHAIRPERSONS 

The  duties  of  the  four  Vice-Chairs  shall  be  determined  by  the  Chair.  Duties  may  include: 
fundraising,  outreach,  registering  voters,  chartering  clubs,  party  renewal. 

Section  5.  TREASURER 

a.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  County  Committee  and  shall  disburse 
| them  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  these ,By!a  ws.  All  disbursements  shall  be  by  check  upon 
any  two  signatures  of  the  following:  the  Treasurer,  the  Chairperson,  or  any  Vice- 


Chairperson,  or  any  two  designees  of  the  Chair  who  must  either  be  a member  of  the  SFDCCC 
or  staff  for  the  SFDCCC.  At  no  time  may  both  signatures  be  from  staff  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Treasurer  shall  issue  receipts  for  all  monies  received  and  submit  a written  report  of 
receipts,  disbursements,  and  cash  on  hand  at  every  meeting  of  the  County  Committee.  He  or 
she  shall  submit  a written  annual  report  to  the  County  Committee  as  of  the  end  of  each 
Calendar  year. 

Section  6.  SECRETARIES 

a.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and  records  of  the  County  Committee  and 
shall  send  all  notices  required  by  law  and  by  thesejjylaws. 

A copy  of  the  minutes  of  each  County  Committee  meeting  shall  be,provided  to  each  member 
of  the  County  Committee's  part  of  the  agenda  packet  for  the  .next  regular  meeting  of  the 
County  Committee,  ^aid  agenda  shall  contain  a list  of  all  business  to  be  considered  at  the 
meeting  as  described  in  Article  IV,  Section  4. 

Minutes  of  County  Committee  meetings  shall  contain  a listing  of  members’  absences.  It  shall 
be  the  responsibility  of  each  County  Committee  member  to  make  his  or  her  attendance 
known  to  the  Recording  Secretary  at  each  meeting,  either  through  the  regular  roll  call,  or 
through  personal  notice. 

The  draft  minutes  of  each  meeting  shall  be  available  for  inspection  and  copying  upon 
request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting.  The  officially  adopted  minutes 
shall  be  posted  on  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party's  website,  and  available  for 
inspection  and  copying  upon  request  no  later  than  ten  working  days  after  the  meeting  at 
which  the  minutes  are  adopted. 

b.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry  on  the  correspondence  of  the  County  Committee 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  7.  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR/STAFF 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  SFDCCC  and  any  other  paid  staff  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  serve  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  SFDCCC  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairperson. 

ARTICLE  IV:  MEETINGS 
Section  1.  REGULAR  MEETINGS 

Regular  meetings  shall  generally  occur  on  a monthly  basis  on  the  fourth  f4.llll  Wednesday  of. 
every  month. 

Section  2.  SPECIAL^MEETINGS 

n A special  .meeting  may  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  Chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee  if  the 
Chair  is  unavailable,  or  by  ten  (10)  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  only  business  that 


mav  be  noticed  for  a special  meeting  is  business  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  No  business  other  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  to 
members  mav  be  discussed  or  voted  upon  at  the  special  meeting.  Any  business  raised  at  a 
special  meeting  must  be  passed  by  a two-thirds  12/31  vote  of  those  members  present  and 
voting.  ^ V j -i  • . . _ „ ' ... 

Section  3.  PLACE  OF  MEETINGS 

^Meetings  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  held  at  the  Milton  Marks  Auditorium  of  the  California 
State  Office  Building.  455  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  in  San  Francisco. 

b.  In  the  event  that  the  regular  meeting  facility  becomes  unavailable,  or  at  such  times  as  the 
Chairperson  determines  circumstances  warrant,  the  Chairperson  mav  select^  suitable 
alternative  location  for  SFDCCC  meetings.  JTherlocation  of  all  meetings  of  the  SFDCCC.shall 
be  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  shall  be  .accessible  to  disabled  persons. 

c.  In  the  event  that  a regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  is  held  at  a location  other 
than  that  described  in  subsection  fal  of  this  Section,  notice  of  the  new  location  shall  be 
provided  at  least  15  days  in  advance  by  email  to  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC:  by  email  to 
designated  contacts  of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  by  email  to  all 
members  of  the  public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and 
rifotices.  Notices  shall  also  be  posted  15  days  in  advance  on  the  SFDCCC’s  web  site  at 
http://www.sfdemocrats.org:  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  Government  Information 
Center:  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall  also  be 
mailed  at  least  15  days  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S.  Postal  Service.  Such 
notices  need  not  include  a formal  agenda,  but  should  generally  identify  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  the  meeting.  A formal  agenda  must  also  be  distributed  and  posted  at  least  72 
hours  in  advance  of  the  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  public  noticing  requirements  of 
Section  4 of  this  Article. 

Section  4.  AGENDA  AND  NOTICE 

a.  The  agenda  for  all  regular  meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings, 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC  or  his/her  designee  if  the  Chair  is 
unavailable.  All  agendas  and  notices  shalUist  the  date,  time,  and  location  of  the  meeting,  and 
all  agendas  shall  provide^  brief  general  description  of  each  item  ot  business  to  be  voted 
upon.  The  description  shall  be  adequate  to  inform  interested  members  of  the  public  about 
the  subject  matter  under  consideration  so  that  they  can  determine  whether  to  monitor  or 
participate  in  the  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC. 

b.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Subsection  3 f cl  of  this  Article,  the  agenda  for  all  regular 
meetings,  and  the  notice  and  agenda  for  all  special  meetings.^hall  be  provided  at  least  72 
hours  in  advance  bv  email  Jo  each  member  of  the  SFDCCC:  by  email  to  designated  contacts 
of  all  chartered  Democratic  clubs  in  San  Francisco:  and  bv  email  to  all  members  of  the 
public  and  media  outlets  having  requested  in  writing  such  agendas  and  notices,.  At  least  72 
hours  before  a regular  meeting. agendas  and  notices  shall  also  bejosted  on  the  SFDCCC’s 


web  site  at  http://www.sfdemocrats.org:  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library,  Government 
Information  Center;  and  at  the  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  Democratic  Party.  Notices  shall 
a j so  be  mailed  at  least  72  hours  in  advance  to  persons  having  requested  delivery  via  U.S. 

Postal  Service. 

f.  ft  Tvoting  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may  .request  an  item  be  placgd  on  the  agenda^subjectto 
consent  of  the  Chairperson,  bv  providing  written  notice  . . i in.i  urul.u  IttSil! 

21  special  meeting  A votmc  member  of  the  SFDCCC  may,  under  the  "new  business"  portion  Delet 


of  a regular  or  special  meeting,  place  an  item  on  the  agenda  for  the  immediate  following 
meeting  subject  to  approval  bv  a vote  of  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present 
and  voting,  The  SFDCCC  may  discuss  and/or  take  action  only  on  those  items  that  are  on  the 
agenda., 


d.  The  agenda  shall  provide  an  opportunity  for  public  comment  on  each  item  prior  to  the 
SFDCCC's  taking  action  on  it  and,  for  discussion  items,  before  or  during  consideration  of  the 
item.  Agendas  for  regular  meetings  shall  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  general  public 


comment  on  matters  not  on  the  agenda  but  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFDCCC.  Each 
speaker  may  speak  once  on  each  agenda  item  for  up  to  three  minutes,  provided  that  the 
Chairperson  may  limit  public  comment  on  an  item  to  less  than  three  minutes  per  speaker 


based  on  such  factors  as  the  nature  of  the  item,  the  number  of  anticipated  speakers  for  the 
item,  and  the  anticipated  duration  of  other  agenda  items.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied 
uniformly  to  members  of  the  public.  Anv  person  who  speaks  during  a public  comment 


period  may  provide  a brief  written  summary  of  up  to  150  words  of  his  or  her  comments  for 
i nclu sion  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  summary  as  part  of 
the  minutes  unless  the  SFDCCC  rejects  it  because  it  does  not  accurately  reflect  the  speaker's 
comments. 


^Section  5.  QUORUM 

A quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  SFDCCC  shall  consist  of  eight  (8)  or  more 
voting  members,  excluding  Ex-Officio  Members. 

Section  6.  PROXIES 

Members  of  the  SFDCCC,  other  than  Ex-Officio  Members,  may  vote  by  proxy  not  more  than 
five  times  during  any  term  of  office  unless  the  Chair  permits  further  proxies  for  good  cause. 
Ex-Officio  Members  of  the  SFDCCC  may  vote  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC  through 
designees.  Proxies  for  Members  and  appointments  of  designees  by  Ex-Officio  Members  shall 
be  signed  by  the  person  making  such  proxy  or  appointment  and  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Chairperson  or  Recording  Secretary  prior  to  any  voting  by  or  through  such  proxy  or 
designee.  A proxy  shall  be  valid  only  for  a single  meeting.  No  Member,  designee  or  any 
individual  may  hold  more  than  one  proxy  at  any  meeting. 

• Any  registered  Democrat  resident  in  San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  an 
elected  member,  provided  that  person  is  resident  of  the  same  Assembly  District  as  the 
member  whose  proxy  he/she  holds. 


Deleted:  of  such  business  to  every 
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• Any  elected  Member  of  the  SFDCC  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  a proxy  for  any  other  elected 
Member  regardless  of  which  Assembly  District  the  Member  is  resident  in. 

Section  7.  PARLIAMENTARY  PROCEDURES  AND  VOTING 

a.  All  meetings  shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  latest  revised  edition  of  Robert’s 

| Rules  of  Order,  except  as  such  rules  may  be  modified  by  theseJBvIaws.  The  Parliamentarian 
shall  be  provided  with  a copy  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  by  the  SFDCCC  and  shall  have  a 
copy  at  all  meetings. 

b.  Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each 
vote  or  abstention  by  each  member.  In  no  case  shall  the  use  of  secret  written  ballots  be 
allowed  in  SFDCCC  votes.  Where  the  SFDCCC  conducts  a vote  by  voice  vote  or  show  of 
hands,  a roll  call  vote  shall  be  granted  upon  request  of  a single  voting  member  either  before 
or  after  the  voice  vote  or  show  of  hands. 

c.  Under  no  circumstances  may  these  .Bylaws,  or  any  portion  of  these  jjylaws.  be  suspended, 

unless  that  specific  portion  of  the-Bvlaws  indicates  that  it  may  be  suspended. 

d.  If  any  portion  of  these  .Bylaws  or  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  requires  interpretation,  the 
Chairperson  or  Acting  Chair  shall  have  sole  authority  to  make  that  interpretation.  It  is 
recommended,  but  not  required,  that  the  Chair  consult  the  parliamentarian  before  issuing  a 
ruling.  Once  the  Chair  issues  his/her  ruling,  only  a majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting  may  overturn  his/her  decision.  If  such  a vote  is  to  occur,  it  must  be  raised  and 
debated  at  that  meeting.  Once  the  meeting  adjourns,  unless  a simple  majority  of  the  SFDCCC 
has  voted  to  table  or  continue  this  issue,  the  Chair’s  ruling  becomes  final. 

Section  8.  RESOLUTION  PROCEDURES 

a.  All  resolutions  must  be  typed. 

b.  Inducement  (e.g.,  Whereas)  clauses  shall  be  limited  to  three  (3)  or  fewer,  and  resolve 
clauses  shall  be  limited  to  two  (2)  or  fewer. 

c.  Resolutions  must  be  no  longer  than  one  (1)  8-1/2"  x 11"  typewritten  page,  and  the  font 
shall  not  be  any  smaller  than  ten  (10)  point. 

d.  This  section  (Article  IV,  Section  8)  may  be  suspended  by  a two-  thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
SFDCCC  members  present  and  voting. 

Section  9.  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST 

Members  determined  to  have  a clear  and  direct  economic  self  interest  in  a matter  before  the 
SFDCCC  shall  neither  comment  on,  nor  vote  on,  said  matter.  Further  definitions  of  conflicts 
of  interest  may  be  included  in  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual.  The  Chairperson  or  Acting 
Chair  shall  make  determinations  of  whether  a member  has  a conflict  of  interest.  The  Chair’s 
ruling  may  be  overturned  by  no  less  than  a majority  of  those  members  present  and  voting. 


Section  10.  NOTICES 


j Wherever  these  bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual  requires  giving  or  mailing  of 
notice  (other  than  by  certified  mail),  such  notice  may  be  given  by  email  or  fax  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  said  notice  had  been  mailed  or  hand-delivered.  Notices  required  to  be 
given  by  certified  mail  may  be  given  by  hand-  delivery  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if 
said  notice  had  been  mailed  by  certified  mail. 

Section  11.  DOCUMENTS  MAY  BE  EXECUTED  BY  FAX  OR  E MAIL 

| .Wherever  these  Bylaws  or  the  Policy  and  Procedures  Manuah;equire  any  document  to  be 
executed  or  signed,  a faxed  or  e mailed  document  can  be  used  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  if  an  original  signature  had  been  affixed  to  the  document. 

Section  12.  RECORDING  MEETINGS 

The  SFDCCC  shall  cause  to  be  created  an  audio  or  video  recording  of  its  reeular  and  special 
meetings,  and  shall  make  copies  of  such  recordings  available  to  members  of  the  public  on 
request.  Members  of  the  public  and  news  media  may  audio-record,  video-record  and 
broadcast  so  long  as  the  activity  does  not  constitute  a disruption  of  the  SFDCCC's 
proceeding. 

ARTICLE  V:  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES  AND  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES 


a.  The  Issues  Committee  is  a Standing  Committee  that  shall  meet  prior  to  every  SFDCCC 
meeting  where  business  is  scheduled  to  be  voted  upon.  All  voting  members  of  the  SFDCCC 
are  members  of  the  Issues  Committee.  The  Co-Chairs  of  the  Issues  Committee  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Chairperson  of  the  SFDCCC.  The  Issues  Committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
SFDCCC  on  all  Resolutions  coming  before  the  SFDCCC,  and  on  any  other  business  that  comes 
before  the  SFDCCC  that  is  referred  to  the  Issues  Committee  by  the  Chairperson  of  the 
SFDCCC. 

b.  The  Contracts  Bidding  Committee  shall  meet  to  evaluate  and  award  contracts  on  all 
SFDCCC  business  as  defined  and  outlined  in  the  SFDCCC  Policy  and  Procedures  Manual. 

c.  The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairperson  and  all  of  the  elected  officers  of  the 
SFDCCC.  The  Executive  Committee  may  meet  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  the 
SFDCCC  Chair.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

d.  The  Chair  of  the  SFDCCC  may  at  any  time  appoint  and  dissolve  special  committees. 
ARTICLE  VI:  ENDORSEMENTS 

Section  1.  ELIGIBILITY 


Registered  Democrats  shall  be  the  only  candidates  considered  for  endorsement,  except  that 
the  SFDCCC  may  consider  endorsing  a non-DemoCrat  in  any  nonpartisan  or  “top  two"  race 
in  which  no  registered  Democrat  has  qualified  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  2.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  may  be  by  any  method  which  will  allow  a public  record  to  be  maintained  of  each  vote 
or  abstention  by  each  member.  Endorsement  requires  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  vote  of 
those  members  present  and  voting.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  ballot,  if  no  candidate  has 
received  the  required  majority,  the  name  of  the  candidate  receiving  the  least  votes  will  be 
deleted  from  the  listing  of  candidates  on  the  succeeding  ballots.  In  races  where  there  are 
multiple  candidates  for  the  same  position,  the  Committee  will  continue  voting  until  an 
endorsement  of  a candidate  or  no  endorsement  is  achieved.  In  races  with  multiple 
candidates  for  elected  office  with  multiple  open  seats,  Committee  members  shall  vote  for 
the  number  of  candidates  as  there  are  open  and  "unendorsed"  seats  until  endorsement  or 
no  endorsement  is  achieved  for  candidates  equaling  the  number  of  open  seats. 

For  each  office,  a Committee  member  will  be  allowed  to  cast  one  (1)  no  endorsement  vote 
on  each  ballot.  In  multiple  seat  races.  Committee  members  must  cast  a vote  for  each  open 
seat,  however,  any  member  may  cast  a ballot  for  no  endorsement  for  any  or  all  of  the  open 
seats.  In  multiple  seat  races,  a no  endorsement  vote  on  all  of  the  open  seats  can  be  achieved 
by  a vote  of  fifty  (50)  percent  plus  one  of  members  present  and  voting  on  a motion  for  an 
official  no  endorsement  position  by  the  Committee. 

In  elections  in  which  Ranked  Choice  Voting  (RCV)  is  employed,  the  SFDCCC  may  adopt  rules 
permitting  the  SFDCCC  to  recommend  ranked  and/or  multiple  choices  for  a given  race. 

These  same  procedures  shall  be  applicable  to  any  pre-primary  or  "top  two”  election  race  in 
which  the  SFDCCC  is  entitled  to  endorse  under  California  State  Democratic  Party  rules. 

Section  3.  EXCLUSIVITY 

Endorsement  of  candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  does  not  extend 
beyond  the  San  Francisco  County  lines  shall  be  the  exclusive  responsibility  of  this  County 
Committee. 

Section  4.  MULTIPLE  JURISDICTIONS 

Endorsement  of  Candidates  for  non-partisan  office  whose  jurisdiction  involves  two  (2)  or 
more  counties  shall  be  endorsed  at  a joint  meeting  of  the  County  Central  Committees 
sharing  the  jurisdiction.  The  proportion  of  San  Francisco  Democratic  County  Central 
Committee’s  eligible  votes  at  any  joint  County  Committee  meeting  shall  equal  its  proportion 
of  the  total  regular  and  Ex  Officio  Members  from  the  participating  County  Committees.  Ex 
Officio  Members,  or  their  alternates,  serving  on  multiple  County  Committees  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  only. 


ARTICLE  VII:  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS  Section  1.  AUTHORIZATION 


Disbursements  of  SFDCCC  funds  except  as  provided  in  Section  3 herein  shall  be  authorized 
by  a majority  vote  of  the  voting  members  present  and  voting  at  a regular  meeting. 

Section  2.  USE  OF  FUNDS 

Funds  contributed  to  the  SFDCCC  for  use  on  behalf  of  a particular  candidate  or  campaign 
must  be  expended  for  such  purposes  or  returned  to  the  donor  by  order  of  the  Chairperson. 

Section  3.  DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS 

The  Chairperson  is  authorized  to  disburse  funds  for  the  operating  and  miscellaneous 
expenses  of  the  SFDCCC  without  prior  approval  but  shall  account  to  the  SFDCCC  for  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds. 

Section  4.  NON-INVOLVEMENT  IN  SFDCCC  ELECTIONS 

No  funds  of  the  SFDCCC  shall  be  utilized  to  aid  or  oppose  the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
election  to  the  SFDCCC.  The  SFDCCC  shall  not  take  any  action  to  endorse  or  oppose  the 
election  of  any  person  to  the  SFDCCC. 

Section  5.  EMERGENCY 

In  the  event  of  an  emergency,  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  expend,  or  borrow,  funds  if 
authorized  by  the  Chairperson,  or  by  the  Acting  Chairperson  as  described  in  Article  III, 

| Sections  (1)  and  (3)  of  these,Bylavvs  if  the  Chairperson  is  unavailable.  Whenever  possible, 
the  Treasurer  shall  also  seek  authorization  from  the  Executive  Committee.  Such 
authorization  may  be  obtained  informally,  as  by  phone  poll  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII:  REPRESENTATION  TO  THE  STATE  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Selection  of  County  Committee  representatives  to  the  Democratic  State  Central  Committee 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  State  Committee  Bylaws  Article  II  Section  4,  Members 
Elected  By  County  Central  Committees.  SFDCCC  members  elected  in  the  Democratic 
Primary  shall  be  the  official  representatives  to  the  State  Committee  before  selection  of  other 
representatives.  Whenever  possible,  the  Chairperson  shall  fill  vacancies  in  the  SFDCCC 
membership  of  the  State  Committee  no  later  than  the  next  regular  meeting  following  the 
creation  or  occurrence  of  any  vacancy,  subject  to  ratification  by  a majority  vote  of  those 
members  of  the  SFDCCC  present  and  voting.  Appointees  to  vacancies  in  the  State  Committee 
who  are  not  regular  members  of  the  SFDCCC  will  concurrently  be  appointed  to  associate 
membership  on  the  SFDCCC. 

ARTICLE  IX:  CLUB  CHARTERS 
Section  1.  USE  OF  THE  PARTY  NAME 

Only  Chartered  Democratic  Clubs  may  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  within  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  organizations  that  are  official 
parts  of  the  California  Democratic  Party  or  the  Democratic  National  Committee,  or  that  have 


been  authorized  to  use  the  name  of  the  Democratic  Party  pursuant  to  the  California 
Elections  Code.  Only  the  SFDCCC  may  represent  itself  as  the  San  Francisco  Democratic 
Party.  SFDCCC  letterhead  and  stationery  shall  only  be  used  for  official  SFDCCC  business. 

Section  2.  NON-ENDORSEMENT  OF  NON-DEMOCRATS  Chartered  Democratic  organizations 
shall  not  politically  affiliate  with  any  other  political  party,  nor  endorse,  nor  otherwise 
publicly  support  by  fundraising  or  publicity,  candidates  for  partisan  office  who  are  not 
members  of  the  Democratic  Party.  "Partisan  office"  shall  mean  any  office  for  which  a 
candidate  may  list  his/her  party  affiliation  on  the  ballot  provided  that  a Chartered 
Democratic  organization  member  may  endorse  a non-Democrat  for  a "top  two"  race  in  the 
event  no  Democrat  qualifies  for  the  general  election  ballot. 

Section  3.  ELIGIBILITY 

Any  Democratic  organization  shall  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a charter  from  the  County 
Committee  upon  submission  of: 

a.  A membership  roster  of  at  least  twenty  [20)  persons  who  are  registered  Democrats 
resident  in  San  Francisco  or  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  register  as  Democrats 
upon  becoming  eligible  to  vote; 

b.  A current  list  of  officers; 

| c.  A copy  of  its  .Bylaws  or  other  governing  documents 
d.  A $20  chartering  fee. 

Section  4.  REVIEW  OF  APPLICATIONS 

The  Chairperson  shall  appoint  a person  or  committee  who  shall  be  responsible  for 
reviewing  all  applications  for  club  charters,  and  for  informing  all  organizations  eligible  to 
obtain  charters  under  Section  1 of  the  need  for  obtaining  such  charters  and  of  the  procedure 
for  application  for  same.  Said  person  or  committee  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
County  Committee  on  whether  to  issue  a charter  to  any  applying  club. 

Section  5.  ISSUANCE  OF  CHARTER 

A club  charter  may  be  issued  to  any  applying  club  by  a majority  vote  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  SFDCCC.  Unless  suspended  or  revoked,  said 

| charter  will  remain  effective  from  the  time  of  issuance  until  Jive  months  after  the  next  

primary  election  at  which  SFDCCC  members  are  elected,  as  set  forth  in  other  sub-sections  of 
this  Article. 

Section  6.  ASSOCIATE  MEMBER  STATUS 

The  President  or  Chairperson  of  each  chartered  club  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  [see 
Article  II,  Section  l[a)[4))  of  the  SFDCCC  if  said  individual  is  a person  residing  in  San 
Francisco,  and  is  qualified  to  serve  as  an  Associate  member  pursuant  to  Article  II,  Section  2. 
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Section  7.  RENEWAL  OF  CHARTER 


Each  chartered  club  shall  promptly  inform  the  SFDCCC  of  changes  of  officers.  An  application 
| for  renewal  of  any  existing  club  charter  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  commencing£vg 
months  before  its  expiration. 

Section  8.  SUSPENSION  OR  REVOCATION  OF  CHARTER
